Chelsea  Physic-garden. 

At  the  weekly  meeting  of  the  London  County  Council,  on 
Tuesday,  the  Corporate  Property 1  Committee  reported  that 
the  Charity  Commission  had  written  agreeing  to  some  of  the 
Council's  recommendations  with  regard  to  the  scheme  pre- 
pared by  the  Commission  for  the  future  regulation  of  the 
Chelsea  Physic  Garden.  With  regard,  however,  to  the 
recommendation  that  the  public  be  admitted  under  suitable 
conditions,  the  Commission  pointed  out  that  the  trusts  of 
the  deed  of  foundation  were  not  recreative,  but  educational, 
and.  they  had  not  found  it  possible  to  combine  the  admis- 
sion of  the  public  generally  with  the  full  development  of 
the  work  in  connection  with  instruction  in  botany,  which 
they  believed  the  garden  to  be  capable  of  affording  under 
new  auspices. 

We  learn,  says  Nature,  that  the  physic-garden  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  in  Chelsea,  founded  by  Sir  Hans 
Sloane  in  1722,  is  about  to  enter  upon  a  new  period  of 
activity  and  usefulness.  A  physiological  laboratory  is  to  be 
built,  a  scientific  curator  appointed,  and  courses  of  lectures 
on  different  branches  of  botany  are  to  be  given. 

Chemistry  Teaching  in  Board  Schools. 

Mra.  Ramsay,  residing  at  Harringay,  lias  received  51.  com- 
pensation from  the  Hornsey  School  Board  for  injuries 
sustained  by  her  son,  whose  band  was  burned  during  a  class 
in  chemistry  at  one  of  the  Board's  schools. 

The  Ball  and  the  Benevolent  Fund. 
At  a  committee-meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Ball,  held  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square  on  March  20,  the  Secretary  (Mr.  Wm. 
Warren)  reported  that  he  had  handed  over  to  the  Treasurer 
a  balance  of  30^.  from  the  1899  ball.  A  sum  of  twenty-five 
guineas  was  voted  to  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

The  Chemists  have  Joined. 

The  chemists  and  druggists  of  Scarborough  have  com- 
bined with  the  other  tradesmen  of  the  town  in  forming  a 
Traders'  Association,  the  object  of  which  is  to  promote  and 
protect  trade-interests.  The  chemists'  representatives  on 
the  council  are  Messrs.  E.  K.  Cross  and  H.  Chapman. 

Arsenical  Spice. 

At  Fakenham,  on  March  20,  a  domestic  servant  named 
Sarah  Vyse  was  charged  with  administering  poison  to  the 
Rev.  S.  F.  Barber.  Prisoner  was  a  cook  in  the  employ  of  the 
prosecutor,  and  had  been  given  notice  to  leave  by  her 
mistress.  Immediately  afterwards  it  was  noticed  that  all 
the  other  members  of  the  household  experienced  violent  cramp- 
pains  and  sickness  after  partaking  of  the  seasoned  dishes 
made  for  them  by  the  accused.  Suspicions  were  aroused, 
and  a  tin  of  mixed  pepper  was  taken  from  the  cook's  store- 
cupboard  and  sent  to  Mr.  F.  Sutton,  public  analyst,  of  Nor- 
wich, for  analysis.  Mr.  Sutton  deposed  that  in  2  oz.  of  the 
pepper  submitted  to  him  he  had  found  £  gr.  of  arsenic.  The 
quantity  was  not  sufficient  to  endanger  the  life  of  an  adult, 
but  would  make  one  feel  very  ill.  He  also  examined  a  quan- 
tity of  ground  allspice,  which  he  found  to  contain  white  and 
blue  arsenic.    Prisoner  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  next 


Arsenical  Porridge. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Tot  lies  on  March  18  into  the  circum- 
stances attending  the  death  of  Harriet  Stable,  who  died  after 
eating  some  oatmeal  porridge.  Dr.  J.  G.  Gibson,  who  made  a 
post-mortem  examination,  attributed  death  to  arsenical 
poisoning.  He  examined  the  contents  of  the  tin  of  oatmeal 
from  which  the  porridge  was  made,  and  found  a  large 
quantity  of  arsenic  mixed  withthemeal.  The  Coronersaid  there 
was  no  evidence  to  show  how  the  poison  got  into  the  house, 
and  said  it  was  highly  culpable  for  anyone,  knowing  there 
was  dangerous  poison  in  the  house,  not  to  have  it  properly 
labelled.  The  jury,  in  returning  a  verdict  of  death  through 
misadventure,  were  of  opinion  that  it  was  through  the 
neglect  of  some  person  or  persons  unknown. 

For  his  Fiancee. 

On  March  18  Alfred  James  Harden  was  charged  at  Col- 
chester with  stealing  three  bottles  of  lavender-water,  two 
bottles  of  scent,  three  tooth-brushes  two  pots  of  vaseline,  a 
sponge,  a  bottle  of  ink,  two  bottles  of  liquorice- powder,  three 
cakes  of  soap,  three  boxes  of  tooth-powder,  and  other  articles, 
valued  at  33s.,  the  property  of  Mr.  W.  E.  Everett,  chemist, 
St.  Botolph's  Street,  Colchester.  Prisoner  had  been  employed 
as  porter  and  warehouseman  by  Mr.  Everett,  and  suspicion 
having  been  aroused,  the  prisoner's  house  was  searched, 
where  a  box  belonging  to  his  fiancee  was  found  which  con- 
tained a  number  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  the  charge,  the 
others  being  found  in  prisoner's  possession.  Prisoner  pleaded 
guilty,  and  the  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  40s.,  or  a  month's 
hard  labour. 

Window-smashing. 

At  the  Guildhall,  on  March  20,  Wm.  Yetton,  was  com- 
mitted for  trial  at  the  next  sessions  for  wilfully  breaking  two 
plate-glass  windows,  value  Ibl.,  the  property  of  Messrs. 
Schachfc,  Warner  &  Co.  (Limited),  chemist,  Fore  Street,  E  C. 

The  Use  of  Abortefacients. 

In  our  issue  of  January  28  (page  116),  we  reported  a  case 
at  Warwick  in  which  a  publican  named  Cook  was  accused  of 
having  procured  §  oz.  of  bitter-apple  for  the  purpose  of  its 
being  used  to  procure  abortion.  The  case  was  remitted  to 
the  assizes,  and  Cook  again  appeared  for  trial  on  March  16. 
The  evidence  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Roughtar,  assistant  to  Mr.  Mellor, 
chemist,  Warwick,  who  supplied  the  drug,  and  Mr.  H.  Pratt, 
chemist,  Warwick,  was  repeated,  but  as  there  was  no  proof 
that  prisoner  had  obtained  the  quantity  of  bitter-apple  set 
out  in  the  indictment  he  was  acquitted. 

Ether-explosion. 

In  connection  with  the  fatal  explosion  of  ether  in  the  surgery 
of  the  Rochdale  Workhouse,  reported  in  last  week's  issue,  it  has 
now  been  ascertained  that  whilst  the  bottles  in  the  surgery 
were  being  dusted  the  ether-bottle  was  accidentally  knocked 
against  another  bottle  containing  terebene.  The  ether-bottle 
was  broken  at  the  neck,  and  the  escaping  ether  exploded. 
By  the  Coroner  much  importance  is  attached  to  the  fact  that 
the  ether-bottle  is  thick  at  the  bottom  and  thin  at  the 
shoulder,  and  he  has  intimated  his  determination  to  ascertain, 
if  possible,  the  name  of  the  maker  of  the  bottle,  which  is  of 
the  blue  Winchester  pattern.  Mr.  Samuel  Hall,  chemist,  of 
Littleborough,  who  supplied  ether  for  use,  is  to  be  summoned 
to  give  evidence  at  the  adjourned  inquest,  principally  with 
a  view  to  ascertaining  the  name  of  the  maker  of  the  bottles. 
The  second  nurse  who  was  injured  by  the  accident  died 
from  her  injuries  in  the  workhouse  infirmary  on  March  21. 

From  the  Schools. 

On  March  18  the  students  of  the  Sheffield  College  of 
Pharmacy,  accompanied  by  the  principal  (Mr.  J.  W.  J. 
Turner),  went  to  the  nurseries  of  Mr.  Keeling,  Broomhill, 
afterwards  to  the  conservatories  of  the  late  Sir  John  Brown. 
Mr.  Harrow,  late  curator  of  the  Sheffield  Botanical  Gardens, 
acting  as  guide,  pointed  out  the  more  interesting  plants. 

On  the  following  Tuesday  the  chemical- works  of  Sheffield 
Gas  Company,  at  Grimesthorpe,  were  visited.  Mr.  Calvert, 
the  manager,  explained  the  details  of  sulphuric-acid  manu- 
facture and  the  uses  of  the  Gay-Luasac  and  Glover  Towers. 
The  party  mounted  to  the  top  of  the  acid-chambers,  and  saw 
the  denitratirg  and  nitrating  processes  going  on  in  the  re- 
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spective  towers.  Afterwards  the  manufacture  of  ammonium 
sulphate  was  seen  in  progress ;  30  tons  of  it  are  turned 
out  a  week. 

On  March  20  the  students  of  the  Imperial  College  of 
Chemistry  were  conducted  through  the  warehouses  of 
Messrs.  Evans,  Lescher  &  Webb.  Mr.  T.  Edward  Lescher 
conducted  one  portion  of  the  party,  and  Mr.  Sidney  Webb 
the  other.  The  materia  medica  and  chemical  warehouses 
were  especially  interesting.  Aloes  in  its  many  varieties  was 
explained  to  the  students,  original  cases,  skins,  and  gourds 
being  shown.  The  characteristics  of  hyoscyamus,  digitalis, 
belladonna,  and  stramonium  were  pointed  out,  some  very  line 
specimens  being  available.

Fires. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  March  15  at  159  Kingsland  Road,  N.E., 
upon  the  premises  of  Mr.  A.  Kennedy,  druggists'  sundries- 
man.  The  projecting  shop  was  gutted,  while  the  rest  of  the 
premises  sustained  very  severe  damage.  The  cause  of  the 
fire  is  unknown. 

A  serious  fire  occurred  on  March  16  at  West  Norwood, 
S.E.,  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Hernett  &  Co.,  manufac- 
turing chemists.  The  flames  broke  out  in  a  manufactory 
and  store,  and  spread  along  the  entire  length  of  the 
structure.  One  building  was  entirely  gutted  and  another 
was  greatly  damaged  before  the  fire  was  subdued.  The 
cause  of  the  outbreak  has  not  been  ascertained.

Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

A  reply  to  the  Lord-Lieutenant's  letter  in  reference  to  the 
reduction  of  penalties  in  the  O'Meara  case  (C.  #  J)., 
March  11,  page  397)  was  sent  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
setting  forth  that  the  Society  was  put  to  considerable 
expense  through  the  prosecutions  it  undertook,  and  adding 
that  if  it  is  the  view  of  His  Excellency  and  his  advisers  they 
should  cease  to  prosecute  in  these  cases  they  will  be  pleased 
to  receive  notification.  A  iormal  reply  has  since  been 
received  to  the  effect  that  the  Lord-  Lieutenant  has  reduced  the 
fine  imposed  on  John  O'Meara  to  the  sum  of  21.  Nothing  is 
said  as  to  the  concluding  paragraph  of  the  Society's  letter. 

The  P.SI,  Circular  on  Company- pharmacy. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Corporation,  on  March  20,  the 
circular  was  discussed  at  some  length,  and  finally  the 
Corporation  adopted  a  resolution  on  the  lines  indicated  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  Drumcondra  (Dublin)  Urban  Council  have  passed  a 
resolution  disapproving  of  company-trading  in  pharmacy, 
and  approving  of  the  action  taken  in  the  matter  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

At  the  meeting  last  week  of  the  Cat  low  District  Council 
Mr.  Johnston,  L.P.S  I.,  said  personally  perhaps  he  was  more 
interested  in  the  matter  than  other  members  of  the  Board. 
There  was  no  firm  in  Carlow  that  would  be  affected  by  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution,  but  on  the  grounds  of  public 
safety,  as  well  as  for  the  protection  of  properly- qualified 
chemists,  it  would  be  very  desirable  that  action  should  be 
taken  in  the  matter.  The  Chairman  said  the  wording  of  the 
resolution  assumed  that  they  had  received  certain  corre- 
spondence on  the  subject,  and  under  the  circumstances  Mr. 
Johnston  might  see  his  way  to  give  notice  that  the  matter 
would  be  considered  at  a  fature  meeting.  Mr.  Johnston 
agreed  to  the  suggestion,  and  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  further  particulars. 

Guardians  and  Drug-contracts. 

At  the  meeting  last  week  of  the  Londonderry  Board  of 
Guardians  eight  tenders  for  medicines  and  seven  tenders  for 
medical  appliances  were  received.  After  examination  of  the 
abatements  offered,  it  was  announced  that  the  lowest  tender 
for  medicines  was  35  per  cent,  discount,  and  one  firm  gave 
1^  per  cent,  additional  for  cash  payments.  Dr.  McLoughlin 
moved  that  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co.,  Belfast,  the 
former  contractors,  be  accepted.  An  amendment  to  give  the 
contract  to  Messrs.  Thacker  &  Hoffe,  Dublin,  the  lowest 
tenderers,  was,  on  a  division,  defeated  by  twelve  votes  to 
seven.  Mr.  Hanna  said  it  had  been  their  practice  to  give  the 
old  contractor  the  preference,  all  things  baicg  equal,  but  if 
a  new  contractor  with  a  respectable  character  put  in  a  lower 
tender  they  had  never  accepted  the  higher  one.  Messrs. 
Clarke  &  Co.  were  eventually  appointed  contractors  for  medi- 
cines, and  Mr.  Samuel  Bell  for  medical  appliances. 

The  Cork  Ohemical  and  Drug  Company  (Limited),  Cork, 
have  been  declared  contractors  to  the  Kanturk  Union  for 
the  supply  of  medicines  and  surgical  appliances.  Their 
tender  was  40  per  cent,  less  than  the  prescribed  standard  of 
prices  laid  down  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  Guardians  of  the  Millstreet  Poor  Law  Union  have 
appointed  Messrs.  Leslie  &  Co.,  chemists,  Dublin,  contractors 
for  drugs  and  medical  appliances. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians,  on 
March  21,  a  requisition,  signed  by  Drs.  M  Connell,  E.  Coey 
Bigger,  and  Robert  Hall,  was  sent  to  the  Guardians  in 
reference  to  a  resolution  they  have  passed  which  prohibits 
medical  men  from  ordering  medicine  outside  the  Local 
Government  Board's  prescribed  list,  in  which  they  say 
they  are  of  opinion  that  the  L  G.B.,  in  making  out 
this  list  (which  is  much  superior  to  the  old  one), 
never  intended  that  the  medical  officers  should  nob  be 
supplied  with  other  drugs  and  appliances  which  they  con- 


sider absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper  treatment  of  their 
patients.  It  was  decided  to  send  a  copy  of  this  requisition 
to  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  Local  Government 
Board  have  also  written  to  the  Guardians  in  reference  to  the 
same  matter,  requesting  that  the  medical  officers  be  asked  to 
state  in  what  respect  the  list  was  inadequate,  and  on  what 
grounds  they  based  their  allegations  that  the  patients  would 
suffer.  A  copy  of  the  letter  is  forwarded  to  each  of  the 
doctors  affected. 

Messrs.  J.  Clarke  &  Co.  (Limited),  Belfast,  also  obtained  on 
the  same  day  the  contract  for  supplying  medicines  and 
medical  appliances  to  the  Newtownards  Board  of  Guardians. 

Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society,  Ireland  (Northern 
Branch). 

The  committee  of  this  Society  met  cn  March  17,  Mr. 
Wm.  Jamison  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  The  Law  Com- 
mittee having  been  appointed,  a  letter  was  read  from  a 
member  complaining  of  several  grocers  in  his  neighbour- 
hood who  were  selling  poisons  and  patent  medicines  in 
direct  violation  of  the  Poisons  Act.  The  Secretary  was 
directed  to  reply,  stating  that  the  enforcement  of  this  Act 
was  in  the  hands  of  the  police,  and  that  the  matter  should 
be  reported  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  district.  The 
committee  then  discussed  the  Government  Bill  to  amend 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted : — 

That  this  Society  regrets  to  Dotice  that  no  provision  has  been 
made  in  the  new  Bill  for  the  appointment  of  a  Court  of  Reference 
to  fix  standards  of  purity,  and  would  respectfully  request  our 
President  (Sir  James  Haslett,  M.P.)  to  impress  jpon  the  Govern- 
ment the  absolute  necessity  for  such  a  court,  in  or'ler  to  secure  a 
uniform  administration  of  justice. 

The  Hon.  Secretary  mentioned  the  suggestion  of  the 
members  of  the  Society  becoming  associates  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland. 

The  Chairman  said  the  Society  could  be  of  help  to  them 
in  the  matter  of  the  sale  of  poisons  by  grocers.  It  was 
essential,  however,  if  they  decided  on  becoming  associates^ 
that  the  bulk  of  the  trade  should  qualify,  so  that  their 
section  could  obtain  adequate  representation. 

The  committee  ultimately  decided  to  arrange  for  a  special 
meeting  of  the  members  before  coming  to  a  definite  con- 
clusion. 

Ulster  Chemists  (Limited). 

This  company  held  their  annual  meeting  on  Wednesday, 
Mr.  Thomas  Needham  in  the  chair.  The  Chairman  stated 
that  in  addition  to  paying  the  year's  dividends  on  6  per  cent, 
preference  shares  they  were  also  in  a  posiiion  to  declare  a 
dividend  of  2§  per  cent,  on  ordinary  shares,  and  leave  a 
balance  to  carry  forward  to  next  year's  accov.nts.  The  result 
had  not  turned  out  so  successful  as  had  been  anticipated,  but 
having  now  had  experience  of  the  businesses  they  would  be 
in  future  in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  them.  They  were 
making  some  alterations,  and  hoped  to  meet  them  next  year 
with  batter  results.

Medicine  Up  to  Date. 

The  Edinburgh  University  Court  have  appointed  Dr, 
Andrew  Davidson  lecturer  on  "  Diseases  of  Tropical 
Climates."  Fully  ten  years  ago  Dr.  Felkin  commenced  to 
lecture  on  this  subject  in  Edinburgh,  and  the  University 
there  was  the  first  to  recognise  the  importance  of  the  subject, 
which  has  just  recently  begun  to  agitate  London  medical 
circles.  The  Court  has  also  instituted  a  lectureship  in 
diseases  of  the  skin,  to  which  Dr.  W.  Allan  Jamieson,  the 
leading  Edinburgh  specialist  in  this  department,  has  been 
appointed. 

Labelling  Aerated  Waters. 
At  Kilmarnock  Sheriff  Court,  on  March  21,  John  Scott, 
aerated-water  manufacturer,  Kilmarnock,  was  charged,  on 
the  complaint  of  Messrs.  EaDkin  &  Borland,  pharmaceutical 
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chemists  and  ei  rated-water  manufacturers,  Kilmarnock,  with 
hating  contravened  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  by  selling 
aerated  water  in  bottles  beariDg  the  name  and  trade-mark  of 
the  complainers.  He  pleaded  guilty,  but  stated  that  the 
offence  was  committed  in  ignorance.  The  Sheriff  imposed  a 
penalty  of  11.  for  each  offence — 31.  in  all — with  336'.  ex- 
penses, or  seven  days'  imprisonment. 

Benzin-  explosion. 

An  explosion  of  benzin  took  place  on  March  18  at  the 
dye-works  of  Messrs.  Campbell  &  Co.,  Perth.  One  of  the 
workmen  was  using  the  chemical  to  clean  a  dress,  and 
the  theory  is  put  forward  that  the  friction  caused  by  a  pin 
somewhere  hidden  in  the  dress-mateiial  generated  heat 
enough  to  set  the  liquid  on  fire.  The  workman's  hands  were 
severely  burned,  and  the  room  took  fire,  bat  the  tlames 
were  speedily  extinguished  by  steam. 

A  Claim  Settled. 

An  action  in  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  in  which  Joshua 
Greer  sought  to  recover  500Z.  damages  for  personal  injuries 
from  Stevenson,  Carlile  &  Co.  (Limited),  chemical  manufac- 
turers, Glasgow,  has  been  settled.  Greer  was  employed  by 
•defenders  at  the  vitriol-tank,  and  while  turning  off  a  spigot 
a  quantity  of  the  vitriol  spurted  out,  injuring  both  his  eyes 
and  disfiguring  his  face.  Defenders  said  Greer  bad  been 
previously  warned  of  careless  working,  but  agreed  to  pay 
■601.  as  payment  in  full  of  Greer's  claim  and  expenses,  which 
offer  was  accepted. 

International  Football-match. 

The  students  of  the  Royal  Dispensary  School  of  Pharmacy, 
Edinburgh,  divided  themselves  between  representatives  of 
England  and  Wales  on  one  side  and  Scotland  on  the  other, 
and  played  a  football- match  (Association  rules)  at  Harrison 
Park  on  Saturday  last.    The  teams  were  as  follows : —

An  International  Congress  of 
Women  Pharmacists  was  an  outcome  of  this.  The  Congress 
was  held  on  August  23,  Mrs.  Roby  presiding.  She  was  a 
quiet  but  energetic  woman,  and  was  much  beloved  by  her 
associates  in  the  Congress. 

— On  March  11,  Mr.  Henry  Shelley,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Twickenham.    Aged  61. 

Stevenson.  —  At  Todmorden,  on  March  18,  Mr.  John 
Crabtree  Stevenson,  chemist  and  druggist.  Aged  60.  De- 
ceased was  a  well-known  and  prominent  tradesman,  having 
shops  at  the  Strand  and  the  Oddfellows'  Hall,  Todmorden. 
He  was  a  Churchman,  and  had  held  various  offices  in  connec- 
tion with  Christ  Church,  Todmorden.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  grown-up  family. 

Thomson. — At  Elie,  N.B.,  on  March  19,  Charles  Thomson, 
pharmaceutical  chemist.  Aged  59.  The  late  Mr.  Thomson 
was  a  native  of  Cupar,  where  he  served  his  apprenticeship. 
He  started  business  in  Elie  thirty-five  years  ago,  and  was 
one  of  the  best-known  men  in  East  Fife.  In  addition  to 
pharmacy,  he  added  groceries,  stationery,  and  other  depart- 
ments as  side-lines.  The  miscellaneous  character  of  his 
business  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  visitors  to  Elie 
were  told  they  could  get  anything  they  wanted  at  Thomson's. 
Deceased  had  practically  the  monopoly  of  pharmacy  in  East 
Fife,  having  branches  in  Anstruther,  St.  Monan's,  Largo,  and 
Colinsburgh  managed  by  his  sons.  Mr.  Thomson  had  been 
ill  for  some  months,  when  pneumonia  supervened  ;  and  the 
death  of  his  son  John,  which  occurred  on  March  15,  hastened 
his  end. 

Williams. — On  March  10,  Martha  Williams,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Manchester. 


Commercial  Travellers  in  Russia. — The  Board  of 
Trade  inform  us  that  a  law  came  into  opsration  in  Russia  on 
January  13  which  requires  commercial  travellers  there  to 
obtain  a  licence,  costing  50  roubles  (about  51.  5s.  6d.),  and,  at 
a  further  cost  of  500  roubles  (53^.  4s  ),  a  trading-licence  for 
the  firm  which  they  represent.  To  enable  British  com- 
mercial travellers  to  take  out  this  latter  licence,  they  must 
produce  a  power  of  attorney  or  letter  of  authority  from 
their  employers,  and  must  also  possess  a  "  certificate  of 
licence  to  trade  "  issued  by  a  British  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  licences  are  renewable  yearly,  and  are  procured  on 
entering  Russia  from  the  nearest  Local  Treasury,  Town 
Council  or  Collector  of  Taxes.  Commercial  travellers  of  the 
Jewish  persuasion  can  only  obtain  the  licences  by  special 
sanction  of  the  Ministers  of  the  Interior,  Finance,  and 
Foreign  Affairs,  and  this  sanction  is  procurable  only  on 
behalf  of  firms  who  cany  on  "  wholesale  dealings  in  gocd9, 
industrial  and  commercial  enterprises  and  mining  operations 
of  the  first  class,  or  retail  commercial  and  trading  pursuits 
of  the  first  three  classes  with  established  warehouses."

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Influenza  has  been  very  prevalent  in  Paris  during  the 
past  fortnight,  and  pharmacists  have  been  busy  in  con- 
sequence. The  upper  classes  seem  to  have  perhaps  suffered 
most.  The  English  Ambassador  has  had  a  severe  attack,  and 
a  number  of  English  visitors  have  caught  the  malady  here  on 
their  way  either  to  or  from  the  Riviera,  and  have  been 
confined  to  their  hotels. 

The  Paris  University. — M.  Dabout,  doyen  of  the  Paris 
Faculty  of  Sciences,  and  Professor  Lippmann,  of  colour- 
photography  fame,  are  to  represent  the  University  of  this  city 
at  the  jubilee  celebrations  of  Sir  George  G.  Stokes  at  Cam- 
bridge next  June.  The  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  the  School 
of  Pharmacy  will  send  delegates  to  the  Congress  to  be  held 
at  Berlin  from  May  24  to  27  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the 
means  of  combating  tuberculosis,  especially  amongst  the 
lower  classes. 

Society  op  Pharmacy. — M.  Leidie  presided  at  the 
March  meeting  of  this  Society.  A  paper  was  read  by  M. 
Prunier,  on  behalf  of  M.  Baudran,  on  the  "  Isomerides  of 
the  Tartar-emetic  Group."  M.  Leger  again  referred  to 
emulsions  of  cod-liver  oil.  He  had  made  further  ex- 
periments, and  has  easily  dissolved  caseine  in  a  solution  of 
bicarbonate  of  soda  by  the  cold  process.  Thus  he  thinks 
there  is  no  reason  to  fear  the  transformation  of  bicarbonate 
of  soda  into  carbonate,  which  had  been  suggested  by  some 
critics. 

A  Pantheon  of  Chemists. — The  "  Exchange  "  at  Lille, 
a  charming;  example  of  seventeenth- century  Flemish  archi- 
tecture, is  one  of  the  buildings  usually  "  done  "  by  tourists, 
and,  having  half  an  hour  to  spare,  I  visited  it  during  a 
call  at  that  town  last  week.  The  interior  quadrangle  or 
cloister  is  ornamented  by  twenty  busts  of  men  who  have  aided 
commerce  and  industry  by  their  inventions,  a  short  biography 
of  each  being  engraved  in  gilt  letters  on  the  black  marble 
slab  before  each  bust  Half,  I  noticed,  are  chemists.  They 
include  Berthollet,  Chapfcal  Ohevreul,  Dumas,  Gay-Lussac, 
Pasteur,  Vauquelin,  and  Kuhlmann,  and  others  of  lesser 
celebrity.  Kuhlmann  was  the  founder  of  important  chemical- 
manufactories  which  now  form  a  leadiDg  branch  of  industry 
at  Lille.  The  business  (in  which  several  of  his  descendants 
are  still  interested)  is  a  limited  company,  with  a  capital  of 
6  000,000f.,  for  the  manufacture  of  soda,  superphosphates,  &c  , 
and  occupies  several  works  just  outside  the  city.  I  noticed 
one  of  their  posters — a  well-got-up  copy  of  Jules  Breton's 
"  Gleaner  "  picture  in  the  Luxembourg  Gallery,  Paris. 

A  Parisian  Lady-pharmacist  on  Hygiene. — Mme. 
Gaboriau,  the  lady-pharmacist,  who  took  the  M.D.  degree 
here  last  year,  gave  a  lecture  on  "  L'Art  de  vivre  longtemps  " 
(Longevity)  last  Saturday  evening,  March  11.  The  little 
hall  in  the  rue  Miromesnil,  Paris,  where  week-end  lectures 
are  occasionally  given,  was  well  filled,  and  the  fair  sex  were 
in  strong  force.  Mme.  Gaboriau  is  a  brunette  of  middle 
height,  fresh  complexioned,  smartly  gowned,  and  pleasant 
looking.  Nothing  bears  witness  to  her  ten  years'  study 
but  some  very  firm  lines  about  her  lips.  As  a  lecturer  her 
voice  would  be  weak  for  a  large  hall,  but  her  enunciation  is 
clear  and  her  delivery  agreeable.  Indeed,  when  she  quits 
her  written  notes,  her  manner  may  be  described  as  most 
ai  imated  and  attractive.  Her  little  causer ie  had  been  given 
an  ambitious  title — might  more  properly  have  been  termed 
"  A  Doctoriss-pharmacien— mother's  ideas  on  the  bringing- up 
of  children."  The  indiarubber- tubed  feeding-bottle  was 
condemned  in  unmeasured  terms  as  a  cause  of  infantile 
disease,  and  the  use  of  intoxicants  by  children  in  any  shape 
or  form  equally  mercilessly  spoken  of.  The  care  of  the  teeth 
and  other  details  were  duly  insisted  on,  and  delicate  subjects 
were  cleverly  handled.  Mme  Gaboriau  was  well  received,  and 
applause  greeted  her  promise  to  lecture  again  on  a  similar  sub- 
ject, the  chairman  remarking,  in  fictitious  menace,  that  he 
would  see  she  kept  her  word.  Mme.  Gaboriau  publishes  a  little 
monthly  print,  the  "  Bonheur  du  Foyer,"  in  which  hygienic 
and  medical  subjects  are  treated  in  a  popular  style.  She 
has  a  little  girl  of  her  own,  and  with  her  doctor- husband 
occupies  an  apartment  in  the  rue  de  Moscou,  Paris,  where 
each  receives  patients  at  stated  hours.

Doctors  and  Pharmacists  Combine.— The  physicians 
and  druggists  of  a  portion  of  New  York  City  having  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  they  can  be  ter  their  mutual  interests  by 
combination,  have  formed  a  new  association,  to  be  known  as 
the  New  York  County  Medico- Pharmaceutical  League.  At 
the  inaugural  meeting  on  February  24  there  was  a  good 
attendance  of  both  doctors  and  druggists,  and  considerable 
enthusiasm  was  shown.  The  objects  of  the  new  society,  as 
set  forth  in  their  prospectus,  will  be  the  encouragement  of 
operations  at  home  where  practicable,  the  regulation  of  lodge- 
contracting,  of  dispensaries,  hospitals,  and  medical  charities, 
and  the  discussion  of  otber  matters  of  mutual  inteiest  to  the 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  professions. 

New  York  Doctors  never  dispense  their  prescriptions ; 
consequently  pharmacists  l^re  make  great  efforts  to  win  the 
favour  of  the  medical  men  in  their  neighbourhood.  The 
principal  dispensing-houses  keep  the  doctors  around  them 
supplied  with  prescription-blanks  in  pad  form,  the  physician's 
name,  address,  hours  of  consultation,  and  telephone  number 
being  printed  at  the  top,  and  the  name  of  the  pharmacist 
either  at  the  bottom  of  the  sheet  or  at  the  back.  Some  of 
the  first-class  firms  make  a  speciality  of  urine- analysis,  and 
give  full  analytical  and  microscopical  reports  free  to  those 
physicians  who  send  their  prescriptions  to  them.  This 
course  seems  to  take,  as  the  phjsician  finds  the  analysis  of 
urine  a  great  help  to  his  diagnosis.  The  telephone  is  in 
such  common  use  in  New  York  that  it  is  hardly  necessary 
to  add  the  best  dispensing-houses  and  the  better  class  of 
physicians  are  in  touch  day  and  night  through  this  medium. 
As  an  instance  of  the  use  the  telephone  is  put  to  in  America, 
the  Haas'  Pharmacy,  in  Fifth  Avenue,  New  York,  receives 
orders  daily  for  "  repeats  "  from  cities  as  far  away  as  Chicago, 
St.  Louis,  &c. 

Pharmacy  Legislation.— Senator  Wilcox  has  intro- 
duced a  Bill  into  the  United  States  Legislature  restricting 
the  sale  of  poison  or  poisonous  medicines  in  quantities 
of  less  than  8  oz.  Should  it  be  enacteJ,  this  Bill 
would  certainly  restrict  the  sale  of  such  drugs  as  morphia, 
prussic  acid,  and  cocaine  to  the  wealthy. — A  Bill  for  a  State 
board  of  pharmacy  has  been  introduced  into  the  New  York 
Legislature  by  Assembly-man  Cotton.  It  provides  that  the 
governor  shall  appoint  nine  members  to  the  board,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  Erie 
County,  three  of  the  Board  of  New  York  City,  and  the  rest 
from  the  other  counties  in  the  State.  The  members  are  to 
grant  two  classes  of  licences,  one  to  be  known  as  "licensed 
druggist"  and  one  "licensed  pharmacist" — A  druggist 
member  of  the  Cincinnati  Legislature  is  in  favour  of  shorter 
hours  for  druggists,  and  a  Bill  intended  to  provide  for  the 
same  will  probably  be  passed  this  session — In  the  Illinois 
Legislature  a  Bill  to  amend  the  pharcr  acy  law  by  providing 
that  all  physicians  who  have  had  eight  years'  practice  in 
medicine,  and  have  attained  the  age  of  40  years,  shall  on 
application  be  registered  as  pharmacists  without  examina- 
tion or  further  evidence  of  qualification.  As  an  off-set  to 
this  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  Illinois  Pharmaceutical 
Association  formulate  a  Bill  providing  that  pharmacists  of 
40  years  of  age,  and  eight  years'  experience  in  pharmacy, 
be  licensed  as  physicians  without  further  evidence  of 
qualification.  —  A  number  of  Bills  have  been  introduced 
in  the  Californian  Legislature  which  have  caused  a 
good  deal  of  discussion  among  pharmacists.  One  Bill 
would  enable  all  persons  who  had  been  employed  in 
a  drug-store  for  five  years  in  any  capacity  to  be  registered 
as  pharmacists.  Another  Bill  is  to  compel  the  Cali- 
fornia Board  of  Pharmacy  to  recognise  certificates  of 
other  State  boards  of  pharmacy.  Another,  introduced  at 
the  request  of  the  Board,  is  to  render  more  explicit  some  of 
the  provisions  of  the  original  law,  by  more  correctly  defining 
the  powers  of  the  Board  This  Bill  has  been  favourably 
reported  on  by  the  committee,  and  will  probably  pass.  There 
is  also  a  Bill  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  prepared  opium,  such  as 
is  used  by  smokers  and  eaters  of  the  drug.  There  is  already 
an  existing  law  that  prohibits  the  sale  of  crude  opium.

Drugs  and  Chemicals  to  the  value  of  310,2922.  were 
imported  into  Cape  ColoDy  in  1893,  as  compared  with 
288,2112.  for  1897. 

Medical  Men  Fined  — Martin,  the  supposed  doctor  who 
was  charged  before  the  Magistrate  at  Cape  Town  with  contra- 
vening the  Medical  Act  by  practising  without  registration, 
has  been  convicted  and  fined  52.  or  a  month.  The  line  was 
paid. — At  Pretoria,  on  February  17,  Dr.  Kolff  was  fined  82. 15.s\ 
for  practicing  without  a  licence,  in  terms  of  the  new  Licence 
Law.  Similar  cases  against  Drs.  Carte  and  Boesnach  were 
postponed. 

Rubber  Goods  and  Glass  Bottles. — Under  this  head- 
ing the  following  paragraph  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and 
DRUGGIST  of  January  21,  page  101  :— 

Consul-General  Stowe,  of  Cape  Town,  writing  to  a  Mew 
York  druggists'  sundriesman,  says  that  the  white  rubber 
goods  manufactured  in  the  United  States  will  soon  have  the 
trade  in  South  Africa,  for  no  other  foreign  manufacturer 
has  as  yet  been  able  to  produce  a  quality  which  will  stand 
the  climatic  conditions.  The  Consul  also  says  that  the  white 
glass  bottles  manufactured  by  the  United  States  are  superior 
to  those  of  any  other  make,  and  he  questions  if  they  can  be 
imitated. 

Our  correspondent  in  Cape  Town  has  made  some  inquiry 
regarding  this  matter,  and  reports  as  follows: — "While 
it  is  quite  true  no  British-made  white  rubber  reaches 
this  market  for  druggists'  trade,  the  reason  of  which 
I  am  unable  to  explain,  it  is  equally  true  that  no  American 
rubber  other  than  white  will  stand  this  climate.  And  this 
trade  does  not  want  or  call  for  white  rubber  of  any  kind.  A 
few  American-made  syringes  reach  this  country,  but  the 
demand  is  exceedingly  small  and  certainly  nor.  on  the 
increase.  The  American  white  rubber  tubing  is  about  half 
the  price  of  the  British  black ;  it  is  also  just  twice  as  heavy. 
It  is  probable  that  not  a  white  teat  nor  a  yard  of  white 
feeder-tubing  can  be  purchased  at  any  Cape  pharmacy. 
As  to  American  bottles,  it  is  true  that  the  shop-rounds 
are  nicer-looking  than  either  the  English  or  continental, 
but  their  dispensing-bottles  are  scarcely  adaptable  to  this 
trade,  and  the  price  is  against  them.  The  dispensing-bottle 
in  use  here  is  generally  a  second-grade  flat,  but  higher 
grades  are  in  demand  for  special  prescriptions.  From  my 
personal  knowledge  of  American  glassware,  I  am  assured 
that  the  Americans  cannot  compete  against  English  manu- 
facturers." 

A  Question  of  Salary.— Mr.  Samuel   B.  Morgenrood, 
Lecturer  at  Grey   College,   Bloemfontein,   has   sued  the 
Cape  Government  for  balance  of  salary  as  an  analyst  in  the 
Agricultural   Department's  laboratory.    It  appeared  from 
plaintiff's  evidence  that  Mr.  Juritz,    the  head  analyst, 
engaged  him  at  2002.  a  year.    Another  member  of  the  staff, 
Mr.  Watermejer,  was  absent,  and  Mr.  Juritz  proposed  to 
plaintiff  that  he  should  do  the  work  and  he  (Mr.  Juritz) 
would  recommend  his  salary  to  be  increased  to  300Z.  This 
was  in   September,    1896.     His  appointment  was  duly 
gazetted.    He  also  did  extra  work  when  others  of  the  staff 
were  absent.    He  now  claimed  1,000/.  damages  for  slander, 
but  did  not  press  the  claim,  and  farther  claimed  1492  13s.  Id. 
for  balance  of  salary,  or,  in  the  alternative,  1232.  as  a 
quantum  meruit.    Mr.  Juritz's  version  of  the  matter  was  that 
it  was  not  a  definite  contract.    At  any  rate,  the  Government 
repudiated  Mr.  Juritz's  right  to  come  to  a  definite  arrange- 
ment with  his  assistants;  indeed,  Sir  Picter  Faure,  who  was 
Secretary  for  Agriculture  in  September,  1896,  stated  in 
evidence  that  he  remembered  Mr.  Juritz  recommending  that 
Mr.  Morgenrood  should  be  paid  1002.  a  year  extra  during  the 
absence  of  Mr.  Watermeyer,  but  he  (Sir  Pieter)  did  not 
carry  out  the  recommendation.    The  Court  therefore  held 
that  Mr.  Juritz  had  no  power  to  enter  into  a  contract  on 
behalf  of  the  Government,  and  gave  judgment  for  the  de- 
fendants with  costs.    The  Owl,  a  Cape  Town  weekly,  has 
awarded  Sir  Pieter  Faure  the  Cake,  No.  93,  for  the  attitude 
he  held  in  expecting  to  get  otie  officer  to  perform  the  work 
of  his  senior  for  twelve  months  without  extra  pay,  in  spite 
of  Section  15  of  Government  notice  73,  1896. 


Colonial  ano  foreign  mewa. 


Smuggled  Opium. — A  German  exchange  says  that 
1,500  lbs.  of  smuggled  opium  have  recently  been  seized  at 
Honolulu. 

Potent  Powdebs  and  Tablets.— The  Grand  Duchy 
of  Baden  issued  an  order  on  February  25  forbidding 
apothekers  to  stock  potent  medicines  in  either  powder  or 
tablet  form. 

Prescribing:  by  Telephone  in  Gfrmany. — The 
Apothelter  Zeitwtg  reports  that  the  Medical  College  at 
Hamburg  has  reoriiuded  apothekers  of  the  rule  of  the 
Senate  of  August  28,  1896.  with  regard  to  the  dispensing  of 
medicines  containing  active  ingredients,  according  to  which 
such  medicines  ought  to  be  made  np  from  prescriptions  in 
writing,  with  the  date  and  signature  of  the  doctor.  Thir 
reminder  is  in  consequence  of  increased  prescribing  by 
telephone,  and  apothekers  are  warned  that,  if  found  out,  they 
will  be  liable  to  prosecution  and  a  fine  of  150m.,  or  im- 
prisonment. 

Selling  Castor-seeds. — The  Small  Cause  Court  at 
Madras  has  recently  decided  an  interesting  point  in  regard 
to  the  delivery  of  castor-seed.  A  merchant  called  Chetty 
sold  1,000  bags  of  castor-seed  to  Mr.  Unger,  who  trades  as 
Ramsay  &  Co.,  and  delivered  729  bags.  Mr.  Unger  refused 
delivery  of  the  other  271  bags,  because  they  were  not  accord- 
ing to  contract,  which  specified  "  new  crop— Jagapet,  best 
chalatial  castor-seeds" — chalatial  means  "  fair  average  of  the 
season."  There  is  a  custom  as  regards  castor-seeds  by  which 
impurities  not  exceeding  5  lbs.  per  bag,  are  accepted  by  the 
purchaser,  and  impurities  exceeding  5  lbs.  are  allowed  for 
by  the  seller.  Mr.  Unger  alleged  that  the  271  bags  contained 
impurities,  such  as  stones,  dust,  &c,  equal  to  an  average  of 
30J  lbs.  per  bag  of  164  lbs.,  or  25|  lbs.  over  that  allowed  for 
fair  average.  On  suing  for463r.,  the  Court  non-suited  plain- 
tiff, and  made  him  pay  the  defendant's  costs. 

News  from  Brazil. — A  correspondent  (213/38)  writes 
from  Pernambuco  on  February  24  as  follows: — "In  your 
issue  of  December  24  you  notice  the  proposed  tariff  increase 
in  Brazil — viz.,  payment  of  10  per  cent  of  import-duties  in 
gold  at  par.  This  most  vexatious  measure  came  into  opera- 
tion on  January  1,  causing  considerable  inconvenience  and 
litigation  between  the  commercial  houses  and  the  Govern- 
ment officials,  through  want  of  definite  and  clear  instructions 
as  to  how  it  was  to  be  collected,  seeing  there  is  rjo  gold  in 
the  country.  Besides  this  increase,  several  other  internal 
taxes  were  created  both  on  native  products  and  imported 
goods. — Through  the  efforts  of  the  Charity  Commissioners, 
Council  of  Hygiene,  and  private  assistance,  a  Pasteur  Insti- 
tute, fully  equipped  with  all  necessaries  for  which  it  is 
intended,  has  just  been  inaugurated  here  amidst  great  en- 
thusiasm, as  it  is  likely  to  render  valuable  service  in  this 
tropical  climate. — The  Council  of  Hygiene  are  taking  active 
measures  for  the  analysis  of  imported  foods  and  drugs,  con- 
demning several  whose  composition  is  prejudicial  to  the 
general  health  of  the  population,  and  not  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  the  country." 

Turkish  Customs  Regulations. — A  new  regulation  has 
come  into  force  in  Turkey  regarding  the  importation,  control, 
and  the  sale  of  medicines.  The  Custom  House  officials  are  to 
identify  all  such  goods  by  comparing  them  with  the  invoice, 
and  sulphur,  iodine.  Sea.,  will  be  tested  before  being  cleared. 
Other  chemicals  will  not  be  tested  unless  their  composition 
is  doubtful.  If  the  owner  is  dissatisfied  with  the  Custom 
House  test  of  his  goods  they  may  be  analysed  at  the  Imperial 
School  of  Medicine.  Inflammable  suostances  are  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Artillery  Department,  and  a'l  drugs  which  are 
of  a  noxious  character,  or  which  are  unknown,  or  of  which 
the  entry  is  unauthorised,  must  be  examined  at  the  School 
of  Medicine.  Chemists  and  druggists  who  require  certain 
inflammable  substances  must  get  them  at  the  Artillery 
Department.  Drag-stcres  and  dispensaries  are  to  be  subject 
to  inspection  by  the  Custom  House  officers.  We  may  add, 
in  this  connection,  that  there  is  general  complaint  in  the 
drug-trade  at  Constantinople  regarding  the  high-handed 
action  of  the  Custom  House  officers,  who  have  condemned 
pure  articles  for  no  special  reascn  except  that  the  importers 
were  not  free  with  palm  oil.

Imray's  Patent. 

In  ihs  Chancery  Division  on  Saturday,  Imray's  patent, 
'No.  6,057,  of  1893  relating  to  the  manufacture  of  sulphuric 
acid  was  mentioned.  Mr.  Walter,  for  the  respondent,  said 
the  patent  was  taken  out  by  Imray  for  a  firm  of  chemists  in 
Germany,  to  whom  the  patent  had  been  assigned.  Would 
his  Lordship  consent  to  their  being  made  respondents  in 
place  of  Imray  ?    Mr.  Justice  Stirling  assented. 


The  Chemist  and  his  Solicitor. 

At  the  Glamorgan  Assizes,  held  at  Cardiff  on  March  17,  Mr. 
W.  H.  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Mountain  Ash, 
brought  an  action  against  Mr.  David  Richards,  solicitor, 
Aberdare,  to  recover  damages  for  alleged  professional 
negligence.  The  case  arose  out  of  an  action  in  the  Chancery 
Division  brought  by  Mr  T.  Whitby  Evans,  chemist  and 
druggist,against  the  plaintiff,  to  enforce  the  carrying  cut  of  an 
agreement  to  take  over  a  shop  in  Oxford  Street,  Mountain 
Ash.  Plaintiff  then  alleged  tbat  he  had  not  carried  out  the 
.agreement  in  consequeoce  of  his  solicitor,  Mr.  Richards, 
representing  that  an  indemnity  against  proceedings  by 
another  person  which  was  necessary  had  not  been  promised 
by  Mr.  Evans,  whereas  it  afterwards  transpired  that  such  an 

-indemnity  was  in  reality  offered.  The  action  in  the  Chancery 
Division,  which  went  against  the  plaintiff,  cost  him  altogether 

-434/.  19s  6d.,  and  he  now  claimed  500Z.  from  the  defendant 
as  damages  for  his  negligence.  Mr.  Justice  Darling,  in 
addressing  the  jury,  said  if  the  defendant  advised  his  client 
to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and  did  not  make  such  mistakes 
as  were  due  to  not  taking  pains,  and  bringing  ordinary 
intelligence  to  bear,  he  was  not  liable.  But  if  he  neglected 
to  do  some  act  which  any  skilful,  intelligent,  attentive 
solicitor  would  have  dene,  whereby  the  p'aintiff's  interest 
had  suffered,  he  was  responsible.    His  Lordship  asked  the 

rjury  to  say  whether  the  defendant  took  the  indemnity  to 
Mr.  Evans  for  the  latter  to  sign,  and  whether  Mr.  Evans 
refused  to  sign  it,  because  it  was  upon  that  point  that  the 
whole  case  rested.  The  jury,  after  a  lengthy  consultation, 
said  tbey  w*re  unanimous  that  the  indemnity  was  never 
taken  by  defendant  to  Mr.  Evans,  and  they  awarded 
damages  to  the  plaimitf  for  250i!.  The  Judge  entered 
judgment  accordingly.  Mr.  Abel  Thomas,  Q.C.,  who  appealed 
for  the  defendant,  asked  for  stay  of  execution,  and  to  this 
iiis  Lordship  acceded. 


The  Eye  Trade  =  mark. 

At  Lincoln,  on  March  17,  John  Pennington,  chemist,  25 
Wtandish  8treet,  Wigan,  and  fly.  G.  Le  Grove,  oculist,  126 
Standish  Gate,  Wigan,  were  charged  with  unlawfully  forging 
the  tra^e-mark  of  Mr.  Thomas  Ison,  oculist,  of  Leeds,  on 
February  18,  by  causing  the  same  to  be  inserted  in  the 
Lincoln  Gazette.  Mr,  Child,  who  appeared  for  Mr.  Ison,  said 
his  client  was  an  eje-doctor  and  a  specialist  in  ear-complaints, 
and  his  predecessor  (Mr.  Mitchell)  registered  the  trade-mark 
in  question— a  picture  of  the  human  eye — on  July  16,  1877. 
Mr.  Ison  was  associated  with  Mr.  Mitchell  in  business,  and 
■on  the  retirement  of  the  latter  had  taken  over  the  business, 
and  on  July  16,  1B91,  re-registered  the  trade  mark.  The  two 
defendants  had  advertised  themselves  in  the  Lincoln  Gazette 
as  eye-specialists,  and  in  the  advertisement  plaintiff  saw 
the  facsimile  of  his  own  trade-mark.  He  wrote  to  de- 
fendants, informing  them  a  human  eye  was  his  registered 
'trade-mark,  and  gave  them  notice  to  refrain  from  infringe- 
ment. In  reply  he  received  a  letter  which  certainly  did  not 
trespass  too  much  on  the  lines  of  courtesy,  ard  on  the 
heading  of  which  the  trade-mark  was  flannted.  La  Grove, 
it  appeared,  had  carried  on  the  discussion,  and  the  advertise- 
ment complained  of  continued.  In  cross-examination  of  Mr. 
Ison  by  Le  Grove  he  admitted  that  his  predecessor 
■(Mitchell)  was  not  a  qualified  practitioner,  and  that  his 
only  training  was  from  him.  In  defence,  Mr.  Hazlehurst 
contended  that  the  simple  registering  of  a  trade-mark  was 
aot  sufficient— it  was  necessary  to  use  it ;  and  tbat  a  trade- 
mark registered  for  the  whole  of  a  certain  class  of  goods,  but 


used  on  certain  goods  only,  did  not  give  the  exclusive  right 
to  such  trade-mark  for  all  goods  of  that  class.  The  case 
against  Pennington  was  dismissed,  and  Le  Grove  was  fined 
11.  Is.,  including  costs ;  in  default,  a  month's  imprisonment 
without  hard  labour. 


The  Borax  Amalgamation. 

In  the  Chancery  Division,  on  March  16,  before  Mr.  Justice 
North,  the  adjourned  hearing  of  the  motion  in  the  case  of 
Foster  v.  the  Borax  Company  (Limited)  to  restrain  the 
company  from  parting  with  aoy  of  the  assets  of  the 
company,  and  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  and 
manager,  was  resumed.  The  plaintiff,  who  was  a  debenture- 
holder,  objected  to  the  proposed  sale  of  the  business  of  the 
company  to  Borax  Consolidated  (Limited).  The  sale  had 
been  sanctioned  by  the  majority  of  debenture-holders,  but 
the  plaintiff  submitted  that  the  proposed  arrangement 
would  be  prejudicial  to  his  interests,  and  that,  as  a  matter 
of  common  right,  he  was  entitled  to  the  relief  he  asked  for. 

Mr.  Terrell,  who  appeared  for  Mr.  Defries,  through  whom 
the  sale  was  effected,  submitted  that  the  plaintiff  had 
delayed  too  long  to  entitle  him  to  an  interlocutory  in- 
junction whatever  might  be  his  rights  at  the  trial. 
The  plaintiff  knew  from  the  commencement  of  the  pro- 
posed amalgamation,  but  he  allowed  it  to  proceed ;  he 
allowed  other  interests  to  be  created,  and  took  no  steps  for 
over  two  months.  He  agreed  tbat  if  the  transaction  was 
ultra  vires  then  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  say  that  the 
company  could  not  hand  over  its  property  to  a  new 
company.  But  he  contended  that  it  was  well  within  the 
objects  of  the  compary,  which  contemplated  the  possibility 
of  amalgamation  with  other  companies,  and  even  of  selling 
its  business  and  undertaking. 

Mr.  Justice  North  :  Do  yon  rely  upon  any  advantage  in  its 
being  an  Emalgamation  rather  than  a  sale? 

Mr.  Terrell  said  he  did  not.  It  did  not  matter,  because 
the  company  had  express  power  either  to  amalgamate  or  sell. 
To  say  that  this  transaction  put  an  end  to  their  business  was 
only  true  in  a  certain  sense.  Under  this  agreement  the 
company  would  not  of  necessity  cease  to  be  a  going 
concern. 

Mr.  Swinfen  Eady,  Q.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  Borax  Company 
(Limited),  said  the  nature  of  the  property  of  the  company 
had  changed,  but  the  plaintiff  had  a  first  charge  upon  the 
substituted  con sidei ation. 

Mr.  Justice  North :  What  you  call  the  "substituted  con- 
sideration "  has  above  it  a  million  debentures. 

Mr.  Swinfen  Eady  did  not  think  that  was  quite  correct.  The 
substituted  consideration  was  in  part  shares  and  in  part  de- 
bentures, and  the  plaintiff  still  had  a  charge  upon  new  con- 
sideration. It  was  part  of  a  much  larger  issue  secured  upon 
a  much  larger  property.  The  idea  that  the  Borax  Company 
was  going  into  liquidation  was  contrary  to  the  whole  scheme. 

On  jthe  hearing  being  resumed  on  March  21  Mr.  Eady 
continued  his  argument,  and  quoted  a  number  of  authorities 
to  show  that  so  long  as  there  was  only  a  change  in  the  assets 
of  the  company,  and  no  winding-up  or  ceasing  to  be  a  goiDg 
concern,  a  debenture- holder  could  not  contest  the  right  of 
the  company  to  do  what  they  had  done.  No  default  was 
made  in  the  present  case,  and  the  company  had  not  ceased 
to  he  a  going  concern.  All  that  had  been  done  was  to  chaDge 
the  nature  of  the  assets. 

After  hearing  Mr.  Vernon  Smith  in  reply,  his  Lordship,  in 
giviDg  judgment,  said  as  this  was  a  case  which  either  party 
would  no  doubt  desire  to  take  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  as  soon 
as  possible,  he  did  not  propose  to  reserve  judgment.  He  did 
not  think  there  was  much  difficulty  about  the  law.  The  real 
difficulty  was  in  applying  the  decisions  given  in  those  cases 
to  facts  which  it  seemed  to  him  were  totally  different  to 
those  found  in  any  of  the  quoted  cases.  It  was  clear  tbat 
the  Borax  Company  were  parting  with  all  the  available  assets 
of  every  kind  excepting  a  sum  of  about  23.C0OZ ,  and  they  had 
to  consider  what  would  be  the  position  of  the  debenture- 
hclders  tinder  the  proposed  arrangemett,  they  having  at 
present  a  floating  charge  upon  all  the  assets  of  the  compaty. 
It  was  suggested  tbat  they  would  still  have  a  charge  upon 
all  the  property  in  Borax  Consolidated,  but  it  would  not  be 
the  only  charge  as  at  present.  They  would  have  this  charge 
side  by  side  with  90O.0O0Z  other  debenture  stock  in  addition 
to  preference  and  ordinary  shaies.  The  question  was  whether 
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the  Borax  Company  could  so  deal  with  its  assets  as  to  effect 
suoh  a  change  in  tbe  position  of  the  debenture-holders  who  at 
present  bad  a  first  claim  upon  the  assets  of  the  company 
by  taking  that  away  from  them  and  giving  them  a  charge 
instead  upon  the  purchase  consideration.  What  seemed  to 
be  really  the  special  test  was,  Had  the  business  upon  which 
the  debenture-money  was  lent  come  to  an  end?  In  this 
case  they  were  selling  to  the  new  company  absolutely  and 
entirely  the  borax-busines3  carried  on  by  them,  and  they 
would  only  have  such  interest  in  it  as  arose  from  their 
having  received  the  purchase  consideration  in  the  shape  of 
debentures  and  other  stock.  It  was  said  that  under  their 
articles  the  Borax  Company  had  power  to  amalgamate  with 
other  companies  and  to  sell,  and  it  was  urged  that  there  was 
an  amalgamation,  and  not  an  out-and-out  sale.  It  did  not 
matter  much  whether  it  was  an  amalgamation  or  a  sale,  but, 
in  his  opinion,  it  was  a  sale.  In  either  event  he  thought 
that  a  transaction  which  amounted  to  ceasing  to  carry  on 
a  business  in  respect  of  which  the  debenture-money  was 
lent  was  one  which  entitled  the  debenture-holders  to  say 
that  it  should  not  be  carried  into  effect  against  their  wishes. 
He  would,  therefore,  grant  an  injunction  restraining  the 
defendant  company  from  carrying  out  the  proposed  sale 
without  first  making:  due  provision  for  the  payment  of  the 
debenture-holders  whose  assent  to  such  transfer  had  not 
been  obtained. 


County  Court  Cases. 

A  Question  of  Employees'  Liability. 

At  the  Nottingham  County  Court  on  March  14,  a  boy  named 
Swan,  15  years  of  age,  who  had  been  in  the  employment  of 
Boot's  Pure  Drug  Company  (Limited),  sued  that  company 
on  account  of  injuries  received  in  their  service.  Mr. 
Clayton,  who  represented  the  complainant,  sail  the  lad  was 
employed  at  the  respondents'  printing-factory  to  tie  up  book- 
wrappers  close  to  a  machine-press,  and  on  August  22  last,  in 
consequence  of  the  excessive  heat,  he  swooned,  and  on 
turning  to  leave  the  place  got  his  hand  and  arm  badly  injured 
in  the  machine,  which  hid  been  left  running.  As  a  result 
of  the  accident  he  was  in  the  General  Hospital  three  months, 
and  a  doctor  stated  that  the  boy's  right  arm  would  never  be 
much  good,  while  the  elbow-joint  would  be  permanently 
stiff.  For  the  respondents  evidence  was  called  to  the  effect 
that  the  bay  had  at  times  tampered  with  machinery,  f  >i 
which  he  had  been  reprimanded,  and  that  shortly  before  the 
accident  he  was  pretending  to  put  a  piece  of  paper  between 
the  rollers.  Mr.  Norton,  who  appeared  for  the  company, 
submitted  that  the  accident  did  not  happen  during  the 
course  of  the  boy's  employment,  and  his  Honour  holding 
that  view  found  for  the  respondents  with  costs. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Inaccurate  Dispensing. 

At  Dewsbury,  on  March  17,  Messrs.  Hughes  &  Welburn,  of 
Birkenshaw,  druggists,  were  summoned  at  the  instance  of 
the  County  Council  for  selling  drugs  which  were  not  of  tbe 
nature  and  substance  demanded.  One  of  the  Council's 
inspectors  went  to  the  shop  of  the  defendants  on  January  19, 
and,  banding  in  a  doctor's  prescription,  asked  for  it  to  be 
made  up.  The  compound  prescribed  was  a  preparation  of 
iron  and  quinine,  and  it  was  found  that,  instead  of  120  gr. 
of  citrate  of  iron  and  quinine  ordered,  149  gr.  were  given. 
The  son  of  one  of  the  defendants,  who  appeared,  said,  in  reply 
to  the  Bench,  that  neither  he  nor  his  father  was  a  qualified 
chemist.  The  Chairman  remarked  that  it  was  a  very  bad 
case,  and  he  and  his  colleagues  thought  they  were  dealing 
very  leniently  with  the  defendants  in  imposing,  as  they  did, 
a  fine  of  51.  and  costs. 


Milk  of  Sulphur  and  Camphorated  Oil. 

At  the  Ossett  Borough  Court,  on  March  20,  the  Ossett 
Industrial  Co-operative  Society,  John  Giggal,  grocer,  and 
J.  S.  Wilby,  grocer,  were  fined  Is.  each  and  costs  for  selling 
adulterated  milk  of  sulphur.  Giggal  was  also  fined  Is  and 
costs  for  selling  adulterated  camphorated  oil.  The  milk  of 
sulphur  obtained  from  one  of  the  society's  stores  contained 


79  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  calcium,  and  that  obtained  from 
Giggal  47  per  cent.  Wilby's  milk  of  sulphur  was  adulterated 
to  the  extent  of  62  per  cent.  All  the  defendants  pleaded 
ignorance,  and  the  society's  solicitor  urged  that  notice 
ought  to  have  been  given  that  a  standard  had  been  fixed 
before  the  proceedings  were  taken. 

The  inspector  said  the  standard  was  put  into  force  in 
February  last  year,  but  admitted  that  before  that  time  there 
was  no  standard.  The  Magistrates  decided  not  to  allow  the 
inspector's  fees,  and  they  only  allowed  the  analyst's  fees  in 
one  case.  They  held  that  the  offences  had  been  committed 
unwittingly,  and  said  it  was  unfair  that  tradesmen  should 
be  prosecuted  before  being  informed  of  the  change  in  the 
requirements. 


At  Sheffield  Police  Court,  on  March  21,  Charles  Ilobson, 
grocer,  Eccleslield,  was  summoned  for  selling  camphorated 
oil  which  contained  only  12  per  cent,  of  camphor  and  £8  per 
cent,  of  olive  oil.  The  inspector  who  pro  ecutcd  explained 
that  "  camphorated  oil"  was  now  a  synonym  for  l'ni- 
ment  of  camphor  in  the  new  13  P.,  and  said  the  prosecution 
was  brought  to  inform  the  country  shopkeepers  that  what 
was  sold  as  "camphorated  oil"  must  actually  be  liniment  of 
camphor,  and  not  a  solution  of  camphor  in  oil.  The  whole- 
sale chemist  from  whom  defendant  bought  the  oil  said  it 
was  manufactured  and  supplied  under  the  old  s  andard.  As 
a  nutter  of  fa  •it,  he  had  been  voluntarily  supplying  shop- 
keepers for  the  past  thirty  years  with  what  the  law  now 
required,  and  be  could  enly  account  for  the  deficiency  in 
tbe  present  instance  by  the  evaporation  of  the  camphor  in 
tbe  process  of  manufacture.  Another  case,  against  George 
Hemmingfield,  grocer,  Ecc'esfield,  for  selling  adulterated 
milk  of  sulphur,  was  heard.  A  similar  plea  of  ignorance  of 
the  altered  B.P.  s'andards  was  put  in,  and  both  cases  were 
allowed  to  be  wilhdrawn  on  payment  of  costs. 


Camphorated  Oil. 

At  Todmorden  Petty  Sessions,  on  March  16,  the  Bridge  End 
Equitable  Progressionists'  Co-operative  Society  (Limited) 
was  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil  alleged  to  be 
adulterated.  Inspector  Crabtree  said  that  on  February  10 
he  asked  at  defendants'  shop  for  some  milk  of  sulphur.  He 
was  told  that  they  did  not  sell  the  article,  and  he  then  asked 
to  be  supplied  with  three  bottles  of  camphorated  oil,  for 
which  he  paid  9d.  The  Public  Analyst  certified  that  the 
sample  sent  to  him  contained  5  per  cent,  of  camphor  and  95 
per  cent,  of  mineral  oil,  whereas,  according  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  the  contents  should  be  21  per  cent,  of 
camphor  and  79  per  cent,  of  olive  oil.  Tbe  label  represented 
that  the  article  had  been  prepared  with  "  the  finest  olive  oil 
and  pure  camphor."  It  had  been  supplied  by  the  Co- 
operative Sundries  Manufacturing  Society,  Droylesden.  In 
cross-examination  by  Mr.  Sager,  who  appeared  for  the 
defendant?,  the  inspector  said  the  bottles  were  made  up 
ready  for  sale,  and  he  was  not  tald  at  the  time  by  whom  the 
article  was  manufactured.  Mr.  Sager  said  his  clients  were 
unaware  at  the  time  of  the  sale  that  the  camphorated  oil 
was  other  than  as  appeared  upon  the  label.  He  was  not 
quite  sure  whether  he  would  be  in  a  position  to  have  the 
Co-operative  Sundries  Manufacturing  Society  brought  before 
the  Court,  but  he  pointed  out  that  they  issued  a  printed 
circular  to  the  defendants,  amongst  others,  asking,  as  this 
article  had  been  added  to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  old  stock 
might  be  returned  to  them  that  tbey  might  replace  it  with 
oil  prepared  according  to  the  new  law  requirements. 

The  Mayor  asked  for  the  date  of  tbat  communication. 

Mr.  Sager  replied  that  it  was  not  dated,  but  it  was  issued 
or  received  by  the  defendants  subsequent  to  the  sale  to  the 
inspector. 

The  Bench  imposed  a  penalty  of  40s.  and  1/.  Is.  6d.  costs. 


At  the  same  hearing  Samuel  Lee,  grocer,  Knowlwood, 
pleaded  guilty  to  selling  camphorated  oil  which,  according 
to  the  analyst's  certificate,  contained  only  1  5  per  cent,  of 
camphor  and  98  5  per  cent,  of  mineral  oil.  Defendant  told 
the  Bench  that  he  purchased  the  drug  from  a  wholesale 
dealer,  and  sold  it  to  the  inspector  just  as  he  had  purchased 
it.  He  did  not  know  but  that  it  was  right.  He  obtained  it  from

the  same  traveller  as  usual,  but  the  latter  had  got  it  from 
a  new  firm  in  Leeds.  The  Mayor,  after  perusing  a  letter 
handed  to  the  Bench  by  defendant,  remarked  that  here  it 
was  said  the  new  Act  came  into  force  on  January  1  of  this 
year,  and  that  the  writer  did  not  know  of  it.  The  inspector 
replied  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  was  published  last  October, 
and  came  into  force  then.  Previously  he  would  have  had  to 
ask  for  liniment  of  camphor,  and  not  camphorated  oil,  but 
the  Pharmacopoeia  now  stated  that  the  terms  were  synonym- 
ous.   Defendant  was  fined  40s.,  and  23s.  costs. 


At  the  Neath  County  Police  Court,  on  March  17,  Miriam 
Jones,  Skewen,  was  summoned  for  selling  camphorated  oil 
which  was  proved  on  analysis  to  contain  less  than  half  tbe 
requisite  amount  of  camphor.  Tbe  Chairman,  in  inflicting 
a  fine  of  10s.  and  costs,  said  the  wholesale  house  supplying 
defendant  ought  really  to  pay  the  penalty,  as  doubtless  the 
retailer  had  no  knowledge  of  the  quality  of  the  article. 


At  Swansea  Police  Court,  Mr.  E.  Skinner,  of  Mumbles,  was 
charged  with  selling  a  mixture  of  vaseline  oil  and  camphor  as 
camphorated  oil.  The  case,  however,  was  dismissed,  it  beiDg 
pointed  out  that  the  mixture  was  not  sold  as  camphorated 
oil,  and  that  the  police-officer  who  made  the  purchase  was 
informed  that  the  bottle  contained  camphor  embrocation, 
which  was  sold  as  camphorated  oil.

The  scheme  had  been 
approved  of  by  those  concerned,  and  his  Lordship  sanctioned 
the  reduction  as  asked. 

Vimbos  (Limited). — Before  Mr.  Justice  Wright,  in  the 
Companies  Winding-up  Court,  in  the  Chancery  Division,  the 
petition  of  Messrs.  J.  T.  Garner  &  Co.  (Limited),  for  the 
windiDg-up  of  Vimbos  (Limited)  was  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Peterson  on  Wednesday.  Mr.  Peterson  said  the  peti- 
tion stood  over  in  order  that  an  agreement  might  be 
arrived  at  for  the  sale  of  the  assets  to  Bovril  (Limited). 
The  company  did  not  now  oppose  the  winding-up  order,  but 
he  explained  that  after  a  resolution  had  bsen  passed  for 
voluntary  winding-up,  but  before  the  confirmatory  reso- 
lution, a  shareholder  had  commenced  an  action  for  the 
rescission  of  his  contract  to  take  shares  to  the  value  of 
1.000Z.  If  a  supervision  order  only  was  made  he  would  be 
able  to  continue  his  action,  and,  if  he  succeeded,  he  would 
get  off  the  register  and  recover  the  money  he  had  paid.  It 
might,  therefore,  be  detrimental  to  the  unsecured  creditors  if 
a  supervision  order  only  was  made.  Mr.  Ene,  Q.C.,  said  the 
company  was  solvent  to  the  extent  of  9  OOOZ ,  over  and  above 
its  liabilities.  Mr.  Peterson  said  that  was  only  an  estimate. 
Mr.  Chitty  said  he  appeared  for  other  creditors  repre- 
senting 5.000Z.  to  6.000Z.  They  were  satisfied  that  the 
assets  were  sufficient,  and  would  be  content  with  a  super- 
vision order.  In  answer  to  his  Lordship,  Mr.  Peterson  said 
the  petition  was  supported  by  creditors  to  the  extent  of 
1,100Z.  or  1.200Z.  Mr.  Kirby  said  he  appeared  for  creditors 
for  6  000Z.  on  uncalled  capital,  and  thty  had  also  security 
on  goods  deposited  to  the  extent  of  3, OOOZ.  He  would  be 
satisfied  with  a  provisional  order.     His  Lordship  said  he 
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could  not  see  his  way  to  make  a  compalsory  order  on  the 
ground  advanced  by  Mr.  Peterson. 

United  Alkali  Company  (Limited). — The  annual  meet- 
ing of  this  company  was  held  in  Liverpool  on  March  17.  The 
report  showed  a  net  profit  of  189,262?.,  and  the  directors 
proposed  a  dividend  on  the  preferenceishares  at  7s'.  per  share 
for  the  six  months  ending  December  31,  1898.  Mr.  Brock, 
the  Chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said  the 
new  United  States  tariff  had  reduced  their  trade  with  that 
country  to  very  small  proportions.  The  export  of  soda-ash 
from  this  country  to  the  United  States  had  fallen  from 
125,698  tons  in  1895  to  29,323  tons  in  1898.  Caustic  soda, 
likewise,  had  fallen  from  33,625  to  11,171  tons.  The 
American  manufacturer  was  not  only  able  to  meet  American 
requirements,  but  had  a  surplus  for  export.  All  over  Europe, 
too,  the  British  product  was  taxed.  German  manufacturers 
were  selling  electrically-made  bleaching-powder  in  the  home 
market  very  much  below  what  they  paid  for  it,  in  order,  as 
they  phrased  it,  to  keep  us  in  order.  With  reasonable  duties 
and  fair  play  the  English  chemical  industry  could  hold  its 
own,  and  hold  it  well;,  but  they  could  not  meet  a  duty  of 
11?.  13s  Id  per  ton  on  an  article  which  sold  at  about  30?. 
per  ton,  which  was  what  the  American  tariff  required  them 
to  do.  The  only  way  to  maintain  trade  was  to  have  an 
interest  in  manufacturing  in  the  protected  country.  They 
had  acquired  a  controlling  interest  in  the  North  American 
Chemical  Company,  at  Bay  City,  Michigan.  These  works, 
established  for  the  manufacture  of  chlorate  of  potash  by 
electrolysis,  began  operations  last  November,  and  promised 
to  prove  a  very  satisfactory  investment.  Last  year  the 
directors  had  extended  their  plant  for  the  manufacture  of 
cyanides  and  fertilisers,  which  was  expected  to  be  in  operation 
this  year.  Their  arrangements  with  other  alkali-manu- 
facturers had  steadied  prices,  which  was  an  important  matter 
to  those  using  their  goods.  They  still  had  the  ubiquitous 
inventor  to  deal  with,  and  were  almost  disposed  to  vote  him 
a  nuisance,  though  he  must  have  careful  attention.  But  it 
was  surprising  how  little  of  value  was  offered  them.  Their 
net  profits,  after  paving  debenture  interests,  were  about 
15,000?.  less  than  last  year.  The  reduction  was  disappoint- 
ing, but  it  was  less  than  might  have  been  expected  con- 
sidering the  oppressive  tariffs.  All  they  could  do  was  to 
use  increased  energy  to  extend  their  business  in  other 
directions.  He  considered  that  the  prospects  this  year  were 
hopeful.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Lewis  &  Burrows's  Drug-stores  (Limited). — The 
fourth  general  meeting  of  the  shareholders  in  this  company 
was  held  on  March  17  in  Winchester  House.  There  were 
about  sixty  shareholders  present,  iocluding  a  fair  sprinkling  of 
ladies.  Mr.  J.  K.  Brough,  Chairman  of  the  company,  pre- 
sided, and,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  referred  to 
a  clause  in  the  report  which  intimated  that  no  new  shops, 
other  than  those  in  hand  or  in  treaty  for  at  the  time  of  the 
last  meeting — in  August — had  been  acquired.  The  first  two 
of  these  three  new  shops  were  already  paying  fairly,  and  the 
third  showed  a  trifling  loss,  but  was  likely  to  be  a  profit- 
earner  during  the  current  half-year.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  four  or  five  shops  opened  before  these,  had  not,  at  Decem- 
ber 31,  reached  a  paying  stage,  though  most  of  them  by  their 
increasing  sales  promised  very  shortly  to  be  profit-earners. 
The  last  half-year,  however,  was  saddled  with  a  charge  of 
over  400?  excess  of  expenses  over  profit  on  these  shops. 
The  sales  for  the  last  eight  weeks  showed  an  increase  of 
takings  of  2,243?.  over  the  same  period  of  last  year,  which  at 
only  33  per  cent,  gross  profit — which  figure  they  had  never 
fallen  to — yielded  another  7501,  at  an  extra  cost  in  rents, 
salaries,  &c,  of  395? ,  giving  an  increase  of  profits  for  the 
eight  weeks  of  354?.  This  was  going  on  at  an  increasing 
rate.  '1  he  profit  for  the  second  half  of  the  year  is  always 
much  less  than  for  the  first  half-year.  This  was  due  largely 
to  the  falling-off  in  sales  at  West-end  shops  during  the 
absence  of  society  from  town.  Owing  to  the  hot  autumn  of 
1898  this  loss  of  sales  was  more  pronounced  than  usual,  and 
to  that,  extent  the  profit  of  the  half-year  suffered.  Aspscial 
loss,  re>ulting  from  theft  by  a  late  manager,  had  also 
come  into  the  same  half-year.  The  bonus  system  to 
managers,  inaugurated  about  two  years  ago,  had  been  found 
a  useful  incentive,  and  had  recently  been  modified  somewhat, 
as  the  result  of  experience  gained.  With  twenty-two  shops, 
they  were  not  holding  very  much  more  stock  than  they  held 


a  year  or  two  since  with  half  or  two-thirds  the  number  of 
shops,  so  that  the  stock  was  in  a  healthier  condition  than 
formerly.  Henceforth  they  proposed  to  terminate  the 
financial  year  on  September  30,  as  it  had  been  found  that 
December  31  was  inconvenient  for  stock-taking.  They 
would,  therefore,  have  the  next  annual  meeting  in  Novem- 
ber. It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Griffiths  at  the  August 
meeting  that  the  vendors,  though  now  entitled  to  claim  with 
other  shares  for  dividend,  should  forego  this  once  more  to 
enable  a  dividend  to  be  then  paid  ;  but  at  that  time  the 
Board  judged  it  advisable  to  postpone  the  payment  of  a 
dividend  on  the  ordinary  shares  till  the  year  had  been  com- 
pleted. Assuming  that  Mr.  Grilli'.hs's  oll'er  still  held  good, 
the  other  vendors  were  prepared  to  waive  their  dividend  this 
time,  and  the  directors  would  then  feel  justified  in  recom- 
mendingthepaymentnowof  adividend  on  the  ordinary  shares, 
other  than  vendors',  a*;  the  rate  of  3  per  cci  t.  per  annum  for 
the  second  half  of  1898.  Commenting  on  the  balance  sheet, 
the  Chairman  called  attention  to  the  item  of  416?  carried 
to  depreciation  reserve  account,  in  addition  to  a  sum 
of  over  500?.  similarly  set  aside  in  the  first  half  of  1898, 
and  to  the  item  of  157/.  10s.  for  preliminary  expenses, 
which  was  the  last  of  these  payments.  Depreciation  credits 
had  hitherto  been  used  in  strengthening  the  business  by  the 
acquisition  of  new  shops  and  leases ;  but  it  was  proposed  for 
the  future  to  specially  lock  up  or  earmark  these  reserve  sums 
by  the  purchase  of  Consols  or  other  trust  shares  easily  con- 
vertible into  cash  when  in  course  of  years  leases  begin  to  fall 
in  and  new  ones  have  to  be  acquired.  The  stock  had  been 
taken  with  extreme  caution  on  cost-book  basis,  and  this  had 
to  some  extent  affected  the  profits  for  the  past  half-year. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  movable  plant,  taken  at  a  careful 
valuation  at  present  value,  bad  been  found  to  be  worth  238?. 
more  than  previously  estimated,  but  the  accountants  had 
advised  the  Board  that  this  must  be  added  to  assets,  and  not 
treated  as  divisible  profit. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Trick  having  seconded  the  motion,  a  lengthy 
discussion  ensued.  Mr.  Mitchell  expressed  surprise  that 
the  directors  proposed  to  pay  a  dividend  on  the  ordinary 
shares,  and  thought  their  object  in  doing  so  was  to  lead 
their  shareholders  to  think  that  the  position  of  the 
company  was  improving.  They  had  a  miserable  224?. 
profit  for  six  months'  working — a  profit  which  any  one  of  the 
targe  shops  oaght  to  show  alone.  Bat  even  this  224?  had 
not  been  earned.  If  they  looked  on  the  right-hand  side  of 
the  balance-sheet  they  would  see  a  very  extraordinary  item 
under  movable  plant  and  utensils — "  add  surplus  on  re-valua- 
tion of  movable  plant,  238?.  5s  3d."  The  Chairman  :  This 
was  not  added  to  the  profit  Mr.  Mitchell :  Well,  I  will  not 
pursue  that.  During  the  year  a  profit  of  1,721?.  had  been 
made,  but  included  in  this  sum  was  an  item  of  361?.,  a  profit 
on  the  resale  of  the  lease  in  Piccadilly ;  that  was,  of  course, 
exceptional.  If  this  were  deducted,  the  profit  on  the  year's 
trading  was  1,360?.,  and  it  requires  1  500?.  to  pay  the  divi- 
dend on  the  preference  shares  alone.  Even  out  of  the  1,360?. 
profit,  500?.  had  been  realised  through  a  change  in  their 
managing  director.  The  bilance-sheet  was  worse,  in  his 
opinion,  than  any  they  had  had  before,  and  he  had  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  either  the  company  was  grossly  over- 
capitalised, or  it  was  badly  managed. 

m|  Mr.  Griffiths  said  he  had  been  asked  by  several  share- 
holders— about  twenty  in  all — to  go  back  on  the  Board — 
(cries  of  "  Name  !  ") — and  stop,  if  possible,  the  deplorable 
loss  that  was  going  on  ;  but  he  had  no  desire  to  rejoin  the 
Board  unless  it  was  the  wish  of  the  shareholders  present. 
The  result  of  the  past  half-year's  working  was  certainly  worse 
than  had  been  previously  shown,  and  he,  holding  a  large 
interest,  was  much  concerned  about  this.  He  was  satisfied 
from  his  experience  of  the  trade  that  the  business  could  bo 
worked  to  pay  10  or  even  15  or  20  per  cent.  The  businesses 
had  paid  that  in  the  past,  and  could  be  made  to  pay  it  again. 
He  did  not  see  why  he  should  consent  to  surrender  his  share 
in  the  dividend.  He  deeply  regretted  having  sold  his  interest 
in  these  businesses,  for  by  doing  so  he  had  lost  to  the  extent 
of  1,600?.  a  year. 

Mr.  Tapp  wanted  to  know  why  the  balance-sheet  had  been 
altered.  They  were  told  nothing  except  paltry  items  about 
the  reserve  fund  ;  nothing  about  rents,  salaries,  or  sales,  and, 
in  fact,  the  balance-sheet  was  nothing  more  or  less  than  a 
"  cooked  "  one.  Was  it  done  by  the  direction  of  the  directors, 
or  was  it  done  by  the  new  auditors  1 
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Mr.  Want  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  was  a  great  pity- 
Mr.  Griffiths  was  allowed  to  leave  the  Board,  and  thought 
that  as  things  were  a 5  present  they  had  not  sufficient 
confidence  in  the  present  Board  to  allow  them  to  carry  on 
the  business  for  the  next  nine  months.  Also  that  the 
presentation  of  the  balance-sheei  folly  twelve  weeks  after 
the  end  of  the  year  showed  that  things  were  lax. 

Mr.  Barman  asked  what  would  be  the  cost  of  the  altera- 
tion of  the  company's  title. 

The  Solicitor  said  the  legal  expenses  would  perhaps  be  51., 
and  the  Chairman  said  the  alteration  of  the  facias  would 
not  cost  much.  It  was  very  inconvenient  at  present  to  get 
the  full  title  on  small  labels. 

The  Chairman,  in  the  course  of  his  reply,  said  the  directors 
would  not  force  the  proposed  dividend  on  the  ordinary  share- 
holders if  they  did  not  want  i".  In  recommending  it, 
however,  they  did  so  with  their  eyes  open.  Their  returns 
and  profits  were  going  on  at  an  increasing  rate,  and  they 
felt  perfectly  safe  in  making  the  recommendation.  But  if 
Mr.  Griffiths  did  not  consent  to  forego  his  dividend  he  must 
certainly  recommend  the  meet'ng  to  defer  the  payment  of 
•any  on  tb.3  ordinary  shares,  for  it  would  be  obviously  unfair 
to  pay  it  on  the  shares  of  one  vendor  and  not  on  those  of 
the  others.  Dialing  with  the  comparison  made  with  the 
profits  of  the  previous  year,  the  Chairman  said  the  profits 
■earned  on  the  first  half  of  1897  were  1,700/.,  and  in  the 
second  half  500/.  That  5C0Z.  complied  with  224/.  for  the 
last  six  months  of  1898,  but  when  they  took  into  account  the 
300Z.  loss  owing  to  the  robbery  and  448/.  excess  of  expendi- 
ture on  the  five  shop3  previously  opened,  which  the  corre- 
sponding period  did  Eot  have  to  bear,  it  would  be  seen  that 
the  comparison  was  more  favourabie  to  1898  than  at  first 
appeared.  Referring  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  com- 
pany, he  said  the  amount  of  cash  sales  was  always  more 
than  sufficient  with  the  cash  in  the  bank  to  pay  everybody 
on  the  nail.  They  never  failed  to  jay  regularly  and  get 
the  b?st  cash  discount.  He  wer,t  into  the  figures  quoted  by 
Mr.  Mitchell  at  sorre  length,  to  show  that  the  prospects 
were  substantially  better  at  present  than  they  were  a  year 
ago,  and  reminded  the  shareholders  that  at  the  August  meet- 
ing the  Board  had  refused  to  recommend  a  dividend  on  the 
ordinary  shares,  although  they  were  pressed  to  do  so,  and 
seemed  to  have  stfloient  profit  available.  Now  they  felt 
confident  of  their  ability  to  pay  a  small  dividend,  and  he 
appealed  to  the  shareholders  to  trust  them  up  to  their  next 
annual  meeting,  by  which  time  he  was  satisfied  the  position 
would  have  considerably  improved.  If  it  did  not  he  would 
be  quite  willing  to  resign  his  office.  Alluding  to  the  stock- 
taking, he  said  those  not  in  the  trade  could  scarcely  imagine 
what  an  enormous  amount  of  work  it  involved.  Not  one 
chemist  in  fifty  took  stock  in  detail.  Their  staff  had  to  work 
far  into  the  night  to  do  it,  and  they  had  to  call  in  some  out- 
side assistance,  besides  paying  something  extra  to  their  own 
servants. 

Several  shareholders  spoke  in  complimentary  terms 
of  the  directors  after  the  Chairman's  speech,  and,  in  re- 
sponse to  an  appeal,  Mr.  Griffiths  consented  to  forego  his 
dividend.  Mr.  Tapp  also  explained  and  withdrew  his 
reference  to  "cooked"  accounts  The  report  and  accounts 
were  then  adopted,  and  the  dividends  declared.  Mr.  J.  H. 
Lewis  was  re-elected  a  director,  and  Messrs.  Viney,  Price  and 
Goodyear  were  re-appointed  auditors. 

Amalgamation  at  Brighton. — In  the  new  company  of 
Robinson,  Headland  &  Co.  (Limited),  an  amalgamation  of  a 
.novel  character  has  been  carried  out.  A  grocery  stores,  a 
bootmaker's  shop,  an  indiarubber  depot,  and  a  ladies'  tailor's 
business  have  been  associated  with  the  six  chemists'  s hops 
run  by  Headland  &  Co.,  and  preference  shares  in  the  whole 
are  offered  to  the  public.  No  exact  certificates  of  profits  are 
given,  and  there  is  a  curious  discrepancy  between  the 
accouutants'  statement  in  the  prospectus  (that  the  books 
show  sufficient  profits  to  pay  the  dividend  on  the  preference 
shares,  and  to  provide  for  a  considerable  increase  in  the  cost 
of  management  and  a  substantial  dividend  on  the  ordinary 
shares),  and  a  statement  made  by  Headland  &  Co.  in  a 
circular  issued  to  their  customers,  that  "  You  will  see  from 
the  prospectus  that  the  present  net  income  is  sufficient  to  pay 
5 g  per  cent,  interest  on  the  preference  shares  nearly  three 
times  over."  We  do  not  find  that  estimate  anywhere  on  the 
iprospsctus.

sharp  or  pointed  ends,  and  is  thus 
identified  as  dangerous  by  touch 
even  in  the  dark.    The  tablet  acts 
as  a  lever,  and  the  cork  can  be 
turned  or  twisted  out  of  the  bottle 
however    fast   it  may  be.  The 
tablets  can  be  made  of  tin,  brass, 
zinc  (plain  or  decorated),  or  of  any  suitable  material.  If 
the  points  are  too  sharp  this  can  be  regulated.

Mr.  Andrew  Bowers  (Portobello,  N.B.)  sends  two  corks 
which  have  been  made  distinctive,

A  Caution-shelf. 

"  B.  C."  (197/63)  sends  the  ant  exed  drawing  of  a  suggestion 
for  storing  poisons  to  meet  the  regulations.  It  consists  of  a 
bar  of  wood  fixed  between  the  uprights  on  each  side  of  shelf, 
fitting  close  behind  the  necks  of  the  bottles.  Another  bar  of 
wood  is  fixed,  either  by  a  hinge  or  ring  held  by  a  staple  to

the  upright,  at  the  one  end,  and  a  lock  or  hook  fitting  into 
an  eye,  at  the  other  or  loose  end  ;  this  bar  fits  immediately 
in  front  of  the  neck  of  the  bottles.  To  remove  a  bottle  it  is 
necessary  to  unlock  or  unhook  the  front  bar;  this  front  bar 


could  be  so  fixed  that  it  could  hang  down  the  front  of  the 
upright  while  one  is  using  the  bottle.  For  less  poisonous 
bottles  he  uses  I.R.  stopper-holder,  such  as  Woolley's. 

Anotitee  Humorist  Joins  in.

2  represents  a 
screw  -  stoppered 
stout-bottle, 
which,  placed  on 
shelves  in  a  cup- 
board, would  be 
apart  from  as  well 
as  distinguishable 
from  the  usual 
stock-bottles,  and  as  such  it  complies  with  sub-sections  a,  I 
and  c.  No.  3  is  a  mineral-water  bottle,  and  is  the  "  acme  of 
perfection"  as  complying  with  Regulation  3,  which  states 
that  liniments,  embrocations,  and  lotions  containing  poison 
are  to  be  sent  out  in  bottles  distinguishable  by  touch  from 
ordinary  medicine-bottles. 

Bottle-cap. 

For  tr.  opii  and  similar  frequently  required  shop-ronnds\ 
Mr.  R.  Blackie  (Bermondsey,  S  E.)  proposes  a  metal  cap, 

such  as  is  used  for  oil- 
bottles,  but  the  interior 
is  fitted  with  two  springs 
of  corrugated  tinplate, 
which  grip  the  lip  of  the 
bottle  as  in  the  section. 
On  removing  the  cap  the 
corrugations  cause  a  sharp 
rasping  sound,  quite  suffi- 
cient to  attract  attention  - 
Advantages :  Can  be  ap- 
plied to  any  bottle,  no 
waste  of  time  in  getting 
at  contents,  handy,  effi- 
cient, and  cheap. 

Clause  by  Clause. 

"In  Clause  1,"  numerous  systems  might  be  used;  for 
instance,  where  poisons  are  kept  in  a  box  it  would  be  well 
to  have  the  same  secured  by  a  small  padlock  and  the  lid 
marked  in  big  letters,  "Poison";  or,  if  in  parcels,  let  the 
paper  used  differ  altogether  in  colour  from  the  other,  say 
black  or  red,  and  a  label,  "Poison,"  in  white  or  black 
letters. 

I  append  sketches  of  two  different  bottles  which  are  well 
adapted  for  all  requirements  of  Clause  2,  both  of  which  I 
have  seen  in  use. 


Tiie  first  is  a  "  ribbed  round,"  with  space  at  the  bottom  for 
the  word  "  Poison,"  and  the  stopper  is  ribbed  or  made  in 
some  way  rough  to  the  touch.  The  secend  is  a  different  fhape 
from  ordinary  shop-round's,  and  therefore  quite  distinct  in.

itself,  but  the  stopper  is  flat  and  has  attached  a  small 
measure.  A  person  handling  this  could  not  mistake  it,  as 
the  stopper  could  not  be  handled  like  others,  and  the 
measure,  being  a  part  of  the  stopper,  would  not  get  used  for 
other  liquids.  In  both  cases  I  should  recommend  green 
glass  as  the  colour,  and  have  the  label  with  a  red  ground. 

For  clause  3  and  dispensing  I  know  of  nothing  better  than 
the  "hexagonal  blue  and  green  glass  bottle,"  ribbed,  a  label 
of  red  or  black  ground,  and  worded  as  shown  :  —

A  good  idea  would  be  to  have  a  "  Nota  Bene  "  paper  slip, 
with  ground  same  as  label,  stating  the  above  could  only  be 
"dispensed  by  duly  cualified  men,"  according  to  "  Pharmacy 
Act,"  &o.  Cantoe.  (205/52.) 

A  Label 

made  of  very  thick  scarlet  paper,  with  the  word  "  Poison  " 
cut  out  or  embossed  on  it,  should  be  affixed  to  the  sides  and 
across  the  front  of  every  bottle.  This  would  be  a  poison- 
label,  and  at  the  same  time  would  answer  the  same  purpose 
as  a  corrugated  bottle,  for  the  cut-out  word  would  render 
the  bottle  noticeable  to  touch  immediately  it  was  taken  in 
the  hand. 

I  believe  the  idea  is  a  good  one,  and  hope  that  the  label- 
printers  will  take  it  up.  The  labels  could  be  made  in  several 
sizes.  The  best  advertisement  we  can  make  of  the  regula- 
tions is  to  change  all  odd  bottles  brought  for  poisons  for 
proper  poison-bottles  and  give  information  to  customers 
regarding  the  new  regulations,  especially  impressing  upon 
them  that  this  has  been  done  by  chemists  for  the  public 
safety.

Seveeal  Suggestions. 

The  best  poison-bottle  is  an  actinic-green  flat  poison- 
bottle,  with  word  "  Poison "  on  bottom  of  front,  and  on 
back,  in  place  of  the  ordinary  rounded  fluting,  have  a 
diamond  pattern  similar  to  the  cutting  on  a  diamond- 
pattern  smelling-salts  bottle.  If  the  finger-skin  is  hard  it  is 
not  easy  to  feel  the  fluting,  whereas  the  diamond- pattern  is 
easily  felt.  The  same  svstem  could  be  applied  to  shop- 
rounds  (sandpaper  and  labels  are  apt 
to  fall  off  in  damp  weather).  Shop- 
drawers  containing  poisons  are  best 
secured  with  a  small  brass  catch  which 
turns  easily  on  its  screw  and  falls  down 
over  the  top  of  drawer. 

Casks  are  easily  secured  by  a  piece 
of  chain,  staples,  and  bolt  or  padlock. 

A  system  I  have  had  in  use  for  fifteen  years,  and  which  I 
have  found  to  answer  admirably,  is  to  tie  round  the  neck  of 
each  shop-round  containing  poison  a  small  bell  (an  ordinary 
jingling  or  sleigh  bell).  These  I  have  in  three  different 
tones,  and  tie  them  on  to  the  neck  of  the  shop-round  with 
string,  letting  them  hang  down  in  three  different  lengths — 
short  length  and  highest  tone  represents  third-grade  poison  ; 
medium  length  and  lower  tone  represents  second-giade 
poison ;  longest  and  deepest  tone  represents  first-grade 
poison.  By  this  method  I  can  pick  up  in  the  dark  any 
bottle  containing  a  poison,  and  can  not  only  at  once  know  I 
am  handling  a  bottle  containing  a  poison,  but  can  also  tell 
which  grade  of  poison  it  is. 

First-grade  poisons  are  morphia,  strychnine,  pot.  cyanide, 
&c,  and  are  kept  in  poison-cupboard.  Tr.  opii  I  rank  as 
second  grade  on  shop-shelf.  Lin.  aconiti,  &c,  if  too  much 
in  quantity  to  put  in  cupboard,  are  placed  on  highest  shelf  in 


shop  with  first-grade  bell,  and  so  on.  This  system  answers 
all  purposes,  as  bottles  thus  equipped  are  distinguishable  to 
touch,  sight,  and  hearing. 

For  large  quantities  of  poisons  (cans  of  weed- killer,  &c.) 
I  have  a  metal  label  with  word  "  Poison  "  stamped  on.  This 
is  tied  on  neck  or  handle.

Instead  of  the  usual  na-row  ribs  on  poison-bottle3  (and 
for  shop-rounds,  at  any

or  spirally.  If  thought 
desirable,  such  shop-bottles 
might  be  made  of  trans- 
parent coloured  glass.

A  Net  to  Make  Distinguishable. 

This  is  an  idea 
by  Mr.  R.  W.  Brown- 
low,  chemist,  Melton 
Mowbray,  who  has  a 
friend  associated 
with  him  in  the 
matter.  For  shop- 
roucds  and  pots  wire 
netting,  as  on  gazo- 
genes, may  be  used, 
but  the  inventors  in- 
tend to  make  the  nets 
of  cotton  in  all  sizes 
suitable  for  bottles 
from  \  oz.  to  1  quart, 
and  so  cheap  that  they  can 
chemist. 

Othee  Bottle  Ideas. 

Like  some  of  my  pharmaceutical  brethren  I  have  been 
turning  my  thoughts 
towards  a  "  poison- 
bottle,'"  a  rough  speci- 
men of  which  I  for- 
ward for  your  inspec- 
tion.

Banding  the  Stopper. 

For  those  who  do  not  wish  to  incur  any  expense  in  con- 
forming with  the  regulations,  and  who  wish  to  retain  shop- 
rounds  in  their  original  positions  on  the  shelves,  I  have 
found  the  simplest  plan  to  adopt  is  to  place  over  the  stopper 
a  piece  of  ordinary  I.R.  tubing  sufficient  toreachabout  ^inch 
below  lip  of  bottle,  and  tightly  tie  round  the  bottle  a  piece 
of  fine  string  so  as  to  get  a  good  grip  of  tubing.  This  can  be 
moved  to  one  side  when  opening  the  bottle,  and  afterwards 
replaced  in  position.

The  funnel 
is  for  filling  it,  but  we  fancy  no  chemist  would  require  the 
funnel.  No.  2  is  sent  in  by  a  competitor  who  informs  us 
that  the  bottle  is  constructed  on  the  principle  of  the 
unspillable  ink-bottle.  In  this  case  a  pipette  is  needed  to 
get  at  the  liquid.

JEbitorial  Comments. 


The  Poisons  Regulations. 

Good  service  has  been  done  by  the  symposium  on  the 
poisons  regulations  which  closes  in  this  issue.  It  has  helped 
tj  demonstrate  the  fact  that  the  regulations  are  not  a 
formidable  addition  to  the  chemist  and  druggist's  responsi- 
bilities, for  all  that  they  require  of  him  in  regard  to  storage 
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in  to  do  one  of  three  things  with  each  scheduled  poison — ■ 
viz.,  (1)  secure  the  stopper  of  the  bottle,  lid  of  the  pot,  &c. ; 
or  (2)  keep  it  in  a  container  distinguishable  by  touch;  or 
(3)  keep  it  in  a  poison- cupboard,  the  container  in  any  case 
being  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  article  and  some  dis- 
tinctive mark  to  indicate  that  it  is  poison.  The  retailing  or 
dispensing  regulation  merely  requires  that  embrocations, 
liniments,  and  lotions  containing  a  scheduled  poison  shall 
he  sent  out  in  bottles  distinguishable  by  touch  from  ordinary 
■niedicine-bottles.  A  great  deal  of  ingenuity  has  been  spent 
in  devising  distinctive  corks  and  stoppers,  which  the  regula- 
tions do  not  touch  at  all,  and  which  are  a  comparatively 
ineffectual  protection,  as  they  may  be  mislaid,  while  the 
poison  remains  in  its  container;  they  are  useful  adjunct?, 
however. 

The  chief  problem  to  many  in  the  trade  is  how  to  carry 
out  the  regulations  at  a  minimum  cost.  The  enforcement  of 
the  regulations  has  served  to  show  that  a  goodly  propor- 
tion of  the  trade  had  not  previously  conformed  with  them, 
for  bottle-manufacturers  and  sundries  houses  are  excep- 
tionally busy  in  filling  orders  for  distinctive  bottles,  &c, 
and  the  wealth  of  ingenuity  exercised  in  devising  caps,  new 
bottles,  and  lock  up  arrangements  also  indicates  a  spirit 
of  insecurity  previously  undreamt  of.  We  regret  to 
note  a  tendency  to  carry  out  the  regulations  "  on  the 
cheap,"  which  is  probably  induced  by  the  idea  that 
the  law  requires  retailers  to  obtain  new  and  distinctive 
[-.hop-rounds.  This  is  desirable,  but  not  imperative.  Where 
it  is  not  possible  to  the  retailer  he  is,  in  most  cases,  one 
whose  business  is  not  of  that  brisk  nature  to  prevent  the 
first  or  security  method  of  storage  being  adopted;  for 
instance,  the  stopper  may  be  secured  by  an  elastic  strap, 
such  as  the  '  Boval"  guard,  or  the  substitute  for  it  sug- 
gested by  one  competitor  in  this  issue,  while  a  leather 
cap  or  a  metal  one  also  meets  the  regulation.  Several 
irjgenious  modifications  of  the  shelving  have  been  brought 
forward,  notably  Messrs.  Southall's  and  one  by  Mr.  Cart- 
wright,  consisting  of  a  lath  fixed  to  the  shelf  from  end  to 
end,  so  that  the  bottle  cannot  be  removed  in  the  ordinary 
fashion.  An  excellent  stopper-guard  comes  to  us  too  late 
for  inclusion  in  the  competition  ;  it  consists  of  a  metal  clip- 
band,  with  the  word  "  Poison "  embossed  upon  it,  which 
goes  round  the  neck  of  the  bottle,  and  to  this  is  attached 
a  metal  stirrup,  which  lisss  over  the  stopper,  preventing  its 
s  amoval  until  the  little  ringer  moves  the  stirrup  to  one  side. 
This  and  similar  arrangements  can  be  purchased  at  a  few 
shillings  a  dozen,  so  that  by  an  expenditure  of  five  shillings 
the  retailer  can  make  ordinary  shop-rounds  meet  the  regula- 
tions. This  is  all  that  i3  required  by  the  law;  but  the 
careful  retailer  will  still  endeavour  to  increase  security  by 
•arranging  his  stock  sensibly.  We  know  no  better  system 
jCor  quick  business  than  putting  shop-rounds  for  poisonous 
liquids  amoDgst  the  powder-bott'.es.  The  idea  of  putting 
tinctures  and  other  alcoholic  preparations  on  the  highest 
shelf  is  bad,  because  they  rapidly  undergo  deterioration 
there.  It  is  good  to  put  preparations  of  allied  potency 
together — eg.,  tr.  opii,  liq.  morphinre,  and  tr.  chlorof.  et 
morph.  co.  by  themselves  in  a  group  of  powder-bottles ; 
lin.  aconiti,  lin.  belladonna;,  and  lin.  opii  far  removed  from 
them  in  another  section  of  powders ;  and  so  on.  Exceed- 
ingly toxic  preparations  such  as  lin.  aconiti  may  also  be 
eaclosed  in  tins  painted  black  and  labelled  like  the  bottles  ; 
such  tins  are  used  in  some  pharmacies  for  all  poisons  kept 
in  shop-rounds,  especially  where  a  definite  system  of  stock 
arrangement  is  followed.  The  main  thing  to  bear  in  mind 
is  that  only  frequently-required  poisons  should  be  kept  in 
shop-rounds ;  all  others  should  be  stored  according  to  the  B 
or  C  systems  of  the  regulations.  I 


The  B,  or  distinctive-bottle,  system  is  the  one  which  must 
ultimately  be  general  for  store-room  stock,  as  wholesale 
houses  have  commenced  to  send  out  poisons  in  recognised 
poison-bottles.  Fanciful  shapes  in  bottle3  are  to  be  depre- 
cated, distinctive  touch  being  the  sole  reqiirement  of  the 
regulation,  and  for  that  there  is  nothing  to  beat  the  ribbed 
bottle.  Nothing  has  yet  been  done,  as  far  as  we  have 
observed,  regarding  poisonous  extracts  and  other  preparations 
usually  kept  in  pots.  It  is  true  that  the  liability  to  error 
with  them  is  much  less  thin  with  liquids,  but  the  regulations 
apply  equally  to  these  solids.  On  the  Continent  pots  are 
used  whose  lids  are  shaped  like  a  Maltese  cross,  but  these  do 
not  meet  the  security  regulation.  Pots  with  bayonet-catoh 
lids,  such  as  are  used  for  dispensing,  meet  the  requirement ; 
so  would  an  elastic  band  fixed  to  go  over  the  lid.  Whole- 
salers might  send  out  all  pots  of  poisons  enclosed  in  tins. 

The  poison-cupboard  prevents  few  difficulties  ;  it  is  the 
all-embracing  regulation,  and  the  most  dangerous,  because  it 
is  apt  to  become  the  resting-place  of  new  remedies  and  other 
rarely-required  articles.  We  distinctly  disapprove  of  one 
cupboard  for  all  poisons.  Only  the  most  potent  articles,  or 
those  least  used,  should  be  kept  there.  The  Evans  cupboard 
appears  to  us  an  excellent  device  for  several  articles  which 
are  frequently  required  and  are  too  potent  to  put  amongst 
shop-rounds.  Amongst  these  are  syr.  Eastoni,  liq.  arsenicalis, 
liq.  epispasticus,  liq.  hydrarg.  perchlor.,  liq.  strychnicaj,  tr. 
aconiti,  tr.  nucis  vomica;,  lin.  opii,  and  other  toxic  liniments. 
A  pharmaceutical  councillor  (Mr.  C.  B.  Allen)  stated  last 
week  that  "pharmacists  who  have  a  poison-cupboard  in 
actual  use  must  also  affix  the  distinctive  mark  to  indicate 
that  the  bottles  contain  poison,  as  the  enclosure  without  this 
mark  does  not  fully  comply  with  the  regulations."  This 
may  be  read  as  meaning  that  the  cupboard  must  be  marked, 
which  is  erroneous  ;  it  is  the  thing  containing  the  poison 
which  must  bear  a  distinctive  mark— in  other  words,  the 
container,  and  a  cupboard  or  other  enclosure  holding  various 
,  containers  of  poison  cannot  be  so  regarded,  although  a  bin 
or  drawer  of  oxalic  acid  would  be. 

Apart  from  ordinary  stock,  which  the  retailer  dispenses 
or  sells  in  measured  or  weighed  quantities,  some  attention 
may  be  given  to  picked  goods  containing  scheduled  poisons. 
We  do  not  happen  to  know  any  of  these  which,  for  purposes 
of  storage,  require  special  treatment  by  chemists.  Collis 
Browne's  chlorodyne  is  "  secured "  as  Regulation  2a  de- 
mands ;  so  are  weed-killers  and  other  potent  articles.  Mr. 
C.  B.  Allen  holds  that  Regulation  1  gives  the  retailer 
"  authority  to  affix  a  distinctive  mark "  to  such  poisons. 
This  is  in  a  sense  true,  and  Mr.  Macpherson's  S.P.  label 
will  serve  the  purpose ;  but  our  reading  of  the  regulations 
is  that  "  keeping  "  was  intended  to  refer  to  stock  and  shop 
bottles,  &c,  which  might  be  mistaken  for  each  other.  There 
is  scarcely  a  poisonous  proprietary  article  which  is  not 
per  se  distinctly  marked ;  they  should  in  all  cases  be 
labelled  "  Poison "  on  the  wrapper — as  well  as  on  the 
container — by  the  manufacturers,  and  it  will  then  suffice  for 
Ihe  retailer  to  keep  such  articles  by  themselves  in  a  cup- 
board or  locker.  If  he  is  ever  in  doubt  as  to  how  he  should 
keep  any  poison  he  should  refer  to  the  sheet  of  regulations 
printed  in  our  issue  of  March  11,  and  bear  in  mind  that  he 
can  never  be  too  careful. 

Regulation  3,  which  requires  embrocations,  liniments,  and 
lotions  containing  poisons  to  be  dispensed  or  sold  only  in 
poison-bottles  labelled  "  Not  to  be  taken  internally  "  (i.e , 
"  for  external  use  only  "),  might  be  passed  without  comment 
were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  there  is  a  somewhat  general  im- 
pression that  the  tjing-over  and  capping  regulation  also 
applies  in  this  case.  When  it  originally  suggested  poison 
regulations,  the  Privy  Council  was  not  at  all  concerned  about 
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how  the  public  keeps  its  poisons ;  it  is  only  the  chemist  and 
druggist — the  man.  in  whom  liability  to  mistake  has  by 
education  and  training  been  reduced  to  a  minimum — 
who  is  bound  down  to  the  regulations  for  careful  storage. 
Nevertheless,  every  retailer  should  supplement  the  regulations 
by  giving  the  purchaser  of  poisonous  liniments,  &c, ,  a  warning 
that  they  should  be  kept  apart  from  other  medicines  or 
substances  likely  to  be  mistaken  for  them.  A  label  to  this 
effect  is  good;  but  the  verbal  warning  is  frequently  more 
effective,  and  neither  should  be  omitted.  We  agree  with 
Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  that  Regulation  3  is  inconsistent,  and 
"should  be  amended,"  not  "speedily,"  as  be  suggests,  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  cannot  obtain  sufficient  evidence 
of  insufficiency  until  the  regulations  have  been  working  at 
least  a  year,  and  extension  of  Regulation  3  will  require 
most  deliberate  consideration.  At  present  it  is  a  generalisa- 
tion intended  to  prevent  external  remedies  being  taken 
internally,  and  if  this  be  narrowed  down  to  individual 
poisons  we  may  land  into  either  dangerous  uniformity  or  a 
multiplicity  of  containers  which  will  hamper  trade.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  done  very  well  in  the  matter  so 
far,  and  has,  we  trust,  by  its  action  merited  the  approbation 
of  the  Privy  Council.  If  so,  the  scheduling  of  the  carbolic 
arch-poison  should  be  immediate,  for  the  Privy  Council's 
habit  is  to  act  on  the  advice  of  representative  bodies 
charged  by  the  State  with  specific  matters,  and  poisons  are 
what  Parliament  have  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council, 


Lewis  &  Burrows's  Profits. 

As  we  made  some  strictures  last  week  on  the  report  and 
accounts  just  then  issued  by  the  directors  of  Lewis  & 
Burrows's  Drug  Stores  (Limited),  it  is  only  fair  that  we 
should  give  equal  prominence  to  the  reply  made  at  the 
meeting  to  criticisms  corresponding  exactly  with  our  own 
which  were  offered  by  some  of  the  shareholders.  Some  of 
the  language  used  was  strong,  and  for  a  time  the  tide  of 
opinion  seemed  to  run  very  high  against  the  Board.  But 
the  Chairman's  candour  and  skill  met  every  comment,  and  in 
the  end  triumphed  completely.  "  A  profit  of  224Z.  for  the 
half-year  on  twenty-two  shops  !  "  exclaimed  one  shareholder  ; 
"  why,  each  shop  ought  to  yield  that  if  properly  managed. 
To  pay  a  dividend  out  of  such  a  result  was  monstrous."  "  The 
profit  shown,  poor  as  it  is,  for  the  whole  year,  has  not  been 
earned  in  trade,"  said  another.  "A  sum  of  361Z.  was 
made  out  of  the  sale  of  the  Piccadilly  lease,  and  a  good  part 
of  the  balance  of  profit  is  the  result  of  exceptional  savings." 
"Why  were  no  details  given  showing  the  working  expenses? 
Why  is  the  report  so  late  1  Surely  a  month  after  stock- 
taking should  be  sufficient  !  How  much  will  it  cost  to 
change  the  'name  of  the  company  as  you  propose  1 "  To 
these  and  other  queries  Mr.  Brough  replied  :—"  We  made  a 
profit  of  1,500Z.  in  the  first  half  of  1898,  and  it  is  true  we 
only  made  2242.  in  the  second  half.  But  it  has  always  been 
the  case  that  the  first  half  of  the  year  is  much  more 
profitable  than  the  second,  and  last  year  the  warm  weather 
lasting  till  late,  kept  West-end  customers  away  from  London 
longer  than  usual.  In  addition,  several  exceptional  expenses 
fell  on  that  half-year."  And  he  went  on  to  demonstrate 
that  the  condition  of  affairs  was  much  more  healthy  than 
the  balance-sheet  made  it  appear,  and  that,  barring  excep- 
tional circumstances,  there  was  still  reason  to  hope  for  a  big 
dividend  in  the  future.  The  meeting  glowed  with  the  rosy 
hues  which  the  Chairman's  eloquence  spread  over  it ;  the 
bitterest  critic  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Brough  ;  the 
obstructing  vendor  gracefully  abandoned  his  opposition  to 
the  propossd  dividend ;  the  vehement  gentleman  who  had 


(declared  that  the  accounts  were  "cooked"  said  he  only 
meant  they  wanted  a  little  explaining ;  and  all  ended  happily. 
It  still  remains  the  fact,  however,  as  the  directors  of  Lewis 
&  Burrows  well  know,  that  nothing  is  much  more  certain 
to  happen  every  year  than  exceptional  circumstances  of  one 
kind  or  another. 


Match = making. 

We  referred  last  week  to  the  Blue-book  which  has  been 
published  on  the  use  of  phosphorus  in  the  manufacture  of 
matches.  The  inquiry,  which  must  have  cost  the  countiy  a 
large  sum,  shows  to  what  pains  the  State  may  go  in  order 
to  protect  the  health  of  workers  in  dangerous  industries. 
There  have  been  recorded  during  the  past  six  years  only 
37  fatal  cases  of  necrosis  directly  due  to  phosphorus-poison- 
ing. This  is  not  a  very  grievous  record,  but  such  fatalities 
can  be  prevented,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department  was  well  advised  in  instituting  the  inquiry  now 
reported  on,  especially  as  the  results  point  to  the  immediate 
necessity  of  more  stringent  regulation  of  match- factories. 

Professor  Thorpe  in  his  report  gives  a  short  history  of  the 
discovery,  manufacture  and  properties  of  phosphorus,  pro- 
ceeding to  show  that  the  "  fume  "  produced  in  match-making 
consists  chiefly  of  about  70  per  cent,  of  phosphoric  <  xide  and 
3  to  9  per  cent,  of  phosphorous  oxide,  the  balance  being 
phosphorus-vapour.  This  "  fume  "  he  finds  to  have  a  distinct 
solvent  action  upon  teeth,  and  as  it  exists  in  the  air  of  the 
dipping  and  boxing  rooms  of  match-factories,  while  the 
hands  of  the  operatives  are  always  more  or  less  impregnated 
with  phosphorus  and  its  oxides,  direct  injury  to  health  is 
traceable  to  it.  In  the  United  Kingdom  there  are  25  match- 
factories,  which  give  employment  to  4  311  workers.  In 
London  there  are  2,256  of  the  workers,  in  the  rest  of  England 
and  Wales  1.557,  in  Scotland  261,  and  in  Ireland  237.  Of 
the  total,  3  298  are  females.  Professor  Thorpe  finds  that 
the  total  amount  of  ordinary  phosphorus  u;ed  in  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  in  the  manufacture  of  matches  does  not 
exceed  60  tons  annually,  and  of  red  phosphorus  not  more 
than  3|  tons  is  used  throughout  the  kingdom,  and  of  this 
nearly  three-fourths  is  used  by  one  firm.  Bryant  &  May 
(Limited),  R.  Bell  &  Co.  (Limited),  and  the  Diamond  Match 
Company  employ  2,900  hands,  so  that  the  bulk  of  the  trade 
is  with  them.  Professor  Thorpe  goes  very  critically  into  the 
whole  of  the  operations  involved  in  the  manufacture  of 
matches,  and  his  conclusions  are  distinctly  adverse  to  the 
older  established  firms.  The  Diamond  Match  Company, 
Liverpool,  was  recently  formed  to  work  several  mechanical 
patents  of  American  origin,  and  this  company  does  by 
machinery  all  the  more  dangerous  parts  of  match-making, 
which  in  other  works  are  done  by  hand.  It  is,  therefore,  not 
astonishing  to  find  that  Professor  Thorpe  gives  this  company 
a  magnificent  testimonial  regarding  the  conduct  of  its 
factory.    This  is  what  he  says  : — 

With  the  exception  of  the  Diamond  Match  Company's 
machine,  and  of  the  dipping-tables  of  Bryant  &  May,  who  have 
recently  placed  them  in  connection  with  fans,  and  have  provided  a 
simple  but  effective  means  of  causing  a  current  of  air  to  sweep 
over  the  paste  as  spread  upon  the  table,  there  is  really  no 
adequate  method  for  removing  the  fumes  from  the  immediate 
proximity  of  the  dipper  in  any  one  of  the  works  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  But  even  at  Bryant  &  May's  there  is  as  yet  no 
sufficient  method  of  protecting  the  dipper  and  his  assistant  from 
the  fumes  evolved  from  the  "  batch  "  of  composition  placed  close 
to  the  dipping-table. 

In  the  manufacture  of  matches  wood-splints  double  the 
length  of  the  matches  are  used,  and  both  ends  are  dipped. 
The  first  "dip"  is  paraffin,  stearin,  or  Japan  wax,  which  were 
introduced  for  this  purpose  by  Letchford  in  1861  to  replace 
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sulphur.  The  second  dip  is  the  phosphorus  composition, 
which  is  made  by  melting  glue  in  water  heated  by  steam, 
and  adding  the  phosphorus  to  it  little  by  little.  As  the  phos- 
phorus melts  it  is  thoroughly  incorporated  with  the  glue, 
with  which  it  forms  a  thick  white  emulsion,  giving  off  more 
or  less  "fume."  The  colouring-matter  is  then  added,  and 
afterwards  the  mixture  of  potassium- chlorate,  whiting, 
powdered  glass,  &c,  previously  intimately  mixed  in  a  mill 
with  sufficient  water  to  make  the  whole  thoroughly  wet.  The 
entire  piste  is  then  once  more  thoroughly  mixed.  The 
pasty  mass  is  poured — a  ladlef  q1  or  so  at  a  time — on  to  an 
iron  slab  heated  by  steam  or  hot- water  jacket,  and  is  spread 
out  to  a  layer  of  uniform  depth  by  means  of  a  gauge.  The 
workman  dips  the  ends  of  the  splints  on  one  side  of  the 
"frame"  into  the  mass,  which  is  then  taken  to  the  drying- 
room,  where  the  composition  gradually  sets,  when  the 
second  ends  are  dipped  in  the  same  way.  When  these 
are  dried  girls  cut  the  splints  through  the  middle  and 
box  them.  This  is  the  process  employed  in  all  British 
factories  except  the  Diamond  Company's,  where  machinery 
does  everything  up  to  the  boxing  of  the  finished  matches. 
In  spite  of  all  precautions  and  ventilation  it  follows  that 
the  workers  live  during  the  day  in  an  atmosphere  containing 
phosphorus  and  its  oxides.  The  only  effectual  remedy  for 
this  would  be  the  suppression  of  hand-labour,  as  far  as 
possible,  and  that  would  mean  the  practical  suppression  of 
the  industry  as  now  carried  on  in  this  country.  This  is  too 
extreme  a  remedy,  and  none  of  the  reporters  goes  so  far  as  to 
recommend  it.  Professor  Thorpe  thinks,  however,  that  the 
environment  of  the  workers  and  prophylactic  measures 
might  be  much  improved.  He  finds  that  the  sanitary 
arrangements  in  most  factories  are  not  what  they  should  be. 
The  Diamond  Match  Company  is  held  up  as  a  pattern  to 
all  other  manufactories,  as  it  urges  its  employes  to 
thoroughly  cleanse  their  mouth  and  teeth  after  meals,  using 
a  brush  and  a  tooth-powder  (composed  of  Castille  soap  and 
borax)  every  morning  and  evening.  The  company  gives 
employes  tooth  brushes  and  powder  free,  and  adequate 
lavatory  arrangements  are  also  provided.  It  has  often 
been  urged  that  safety-matches  only  should  be  permitted, 
but  Professor  Thorpe  doubts  if  that  could  be  carried  out,  as 
there  appears  to  be  a  distinct  demand  for  matches  that  will 
strike  anywhere.  In  this  connection  we  notice  that  the 
Times  of  Tuesday  reports  a  solution  of  this  problem,  a 
correspondent  having  submitted  a  sample  of  matches  made 
with  amorphous  phosphorus  which  light  anywhere.  There 
is  much  in  the  Blue-book  of  interest  to  chemists.  It  is 
amply  illustrated,  and  gives  a  full  description  of  the  process 
of  manufacture  as  pursued  both  in  this  country  and  abroad. 
Professor  Oliver  deals  fully  with  the  medical  aspects  of  the 
matter,  and  shows  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  female  operatives 
are  anasmic,  28  per  cent,  suffer  from  bronchitis,  dyspepsia 
is  a  common  complaint,  and  some  suffer  from  albuminuria. 
He  makes  specific  recommendations  for  structural  altera- 
tions in  the  factories  in  order  to  insure  more  thorough 
ventilation,  for  better  lavatory  arrangements,  provision  of 
gargles,  overalls,  medical  and  dental  inspection,  and  pre- 
paration of  the  phosphorus  composition  in  closed  vessels. 
Dr.  Cunningham's  report  on  the  dental  aspects  of  the  matter 
is  ambitious  and  lengthy,  and,  we  fancy,  is  somewhat  too 
professional  to  put  before  Parliamentarians ;  but  dentists 
cannot  get  elsewhere  a  cheaper  or  more  thorough  treatise 
on  necrosis ;  and  the  report,  as  a  whole,  is  an  admirable 
technical  and  physiological  exposition  of  the  industry. 

"Guaranteed"  Oil  of  Lemon. 

Since  the  discovery  that  citral  is  the  principal  odorous 
constituent  of  oil  of  lemon,  some  essential-oil  analysts  have 
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insisted  that  the  article  should  be  judged  by  the  percentage 
of  this  body  present  in  it,  and  practically  the  whole  of  the 
so-called  "guaranteed '' oil  of  lemon  now  offered  is  judjjed 
upon  this  basis.  It  has  frequently  been  pointed  out  in  this 
journal,  and  is  now  generally  admitted  by  analysts,  that  a 
definite  percentage  of  citral  is  in  itself  no  guarantee  at  all, 
because,  in  the  first  place,  it  is  not  the  sole  odorous  con- 
stituent. In  the  second  place,  citral  is  obtainable  from  oil 
of  lemongrass  in  very  much  larger  proportion  than  from  oil 
of  lemon,  and  is  now  actually  produced  on  a  manufacturing 
scale  at  a  price  representing  but  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of 
pure  oil  of  lemon.  As  a  consequence,  it  is  becoming  the 
practice  of  a  section  of  the  essential-oil  trade  to  add  sufficient 
of  the  citral  from  this  source  to  poor  or  mixed  oil  of  lemon 
in  order  to  bring  it  up  to  the  supposed  standard — namely. 
7  to  7  3  per  cent.  In  the  third  place,  enormous  quantities  of 
citreDe  are  now  sold  for  exportation  to  Italy  for  use  by 
manufacturers  of  oil  of  lemon.  Citrene  is  the  worthless  by-- 
product  obtained  in  making  terpeneless  oil  of  lemon,  and  is' 
rejected  by  the  manufacturers  of  this  and  other  concentrated 
lemon  oils  because  it  has  neither  odour  nor  flavour  worth 
notice.  Within  the  past  month  we  know  of  several  tons  of 
this  citrene  having  been  sold  for  exportation  to  lemon-oil 
manufacturers,  and  we  do  not  doubt  that  the  whole  of  it, 
plus  a  quotum  of  citral  and  a  dash  of  true  oil  of  lemon,  will 
come  back  to  us  as  guaranteed  oil  of  leincn.  These 
facts  are  not  a  revelation  by  any  means ;  it  is  well 
knownl  to  dealers  that  sophistication  is  going  on,  and 
nothing  but  a  change  of  the  basis  of  guarantee  is  likely 
to  stop  it.  A  good  basis  would  be  a  conjunction  of  three 
tests.  First,  opticity  of  the  original  sample  compared  with 
that  of  the  first  10  per  cent,  of  the  distillate.  This  has 
been  shown  by  two  well-known  observers,  who  wrote  in  this 
journal,  to  be  the  most  reliable  of  all  methods.  The  second 
test  should  be  the  specific  gravity,  and  the  third  may  be  the 
citral  content.  It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  get  an  agree- 
ment regarding  the  standard  of  this  character  without  the 
co-operation  of  the  leading  essential  oil  analysts,  and  we 
would  suggest  that  they  express  their  views  on  the  matter 
through  this  journal,  and  eventually  have  a  conference  with 
dealers  in  essential  oils,  so  that  common  ground  of  agreement 
in  regard  to  analytical  certificates  may  be  arrived  at.  Oils 
are  being  sold  under  "certificates"  or  "analyses"  which 
mean  so  little  as  to  be  absolutely  misleading,  and  better  in 
such  circumstances  to  have  no  certificate  at  all,  and  to  rely 
upon  taste  and  smell,  which  are  never  deceived  by  oils  com- 
posed of  lemongrass-citral,  citrene,  and  a  dash  of  the  real 
thing. 


A  COLD  WEEK. 
This  has  been  a  week  of  low  temperature ;  the  first  snow 
of  ths  season  (so  far  as  London  is  concerned),  and  the 
lowest  measured  temperature  on  record — 253°  C.  The  latter 
has  been  observed  by  Professor  Dewar  only.  We  learn  that 
since  the  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Sjciety  last  week  he  has 
taken  the  boiling-point  of  liquid  hydrcgen  by  means  of  a 
hydrogen  thermometer  (i.e.,  a  thermometer  filled  with 
hydrogen  under  reduced  pressure),  and  finds  that  it  is  20° 
absolute,  equal  to  253:  below  zero  Centigrade.  The  tem- 
perature recorded  by  the  rhodium-platinum  resistance 
thermometer  was  27;  absolute. 

TWO  NEW  "SQUARE-'  BOOKS. 
Professor  J.  Reynolds  Green,  of  the  School  ct  Pharmacy, 
has  written  a  book  on  "  The  Soluble  Ferments  and  Fermen- 
tation," which  will  be  published  soon  by  Messrs.  C.  J.  Clay 
&  Sons  in  their  biological  series,  edited  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Shipley. 
We  learn  that  the  book  treats  the  subject  more  broadly  than 
ha?  been  usual,  and  contains  an  excsllent  discussion  of  the 
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relation  of  the  soluble  ferments  or  enzymes  to  the  general 
problems  of  fermentation.  Professor  Green  also  enters 
into  the  f-'pecial  peculiarities  of  soluble  ferments,  and  the 
resemblances  and  differences  between  them  and  (he  so- 
called  organised  ferments  or  microbes'.  Messrs.  J.  &  A. 
Churchill  have  aho  in  the  press  a  book  on  materia  medica 
by  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish.  This  work,  we  understand, 
is  likely  to  make  a  new  record  in  English  works  on  this 
subject,  as  it  will  cot  only  be  amply  illustrated,  but  will 
deal  with  the  kinds  of  drugs  which  actually  exist  in 
commerce,  at  the  same  time  retaining  the  best  characteristics 
of  a  students*'  te  st-book.  In  some  respects  it  will  resemble  the 
"  Pharmacographia  "  in  character,  but  the  arrangement  will 
differ  from  it,  and  the  historical  notes  will  be  brief. 

WIETRIC  PRESCRIPTIONS. 

Sir  Frederick  Bramwell  has  reopened  in  the  Times  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  comparative  merits  cf  the  metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures,  and  the  beautiful  jumble  with  which 
we  are  familiar.  He  is  an  inveterate  opponent  of  the  pro- 
posal to  render  the  French  system  compulsory  in  this 
•country,  and  declares  that  calculations  would  be  hindered 
•and  not  accelerated  if  this  were  done.  He  gets  a  curious 
supporter  in  Professor  W.  H.  Corfield,  who  is  particularly 
-alarmed  lest  decimals  should  be  introduced  into  medical 
prescriptions.  "I  cannot  regard  without  dismay,''  writes 
the  Professor,  "the  possibility  of  decimals  being  introduced 
-into  medical  prescriptions,  but  of  course  this  would  never 
be  done  whatever  the  system  of  notation."  Professor 
Corfield  can  hardly  bs  unaware  tint  moJern  prescriptions 
all  over  the  Continent  are  written  with  the  weights  and 
measures  in  decimals — that  is,  according  to  the  metric 
system.  He  also  must  know,  we  should  think,  that  the 
latest  British  Pharmacopoeia  has  b2en  compiled  with  the 
"two  systems  side  by  side  with  the  express  object  of 
familiarising  prescribes  in  this  country  with  the  system, 
and  with  the  hope  that  they  may  sooner  or  later  adopt  it  for 
their  prescriptions  We  should  be  interested  to  know  from 
chemists  whether  any  British  or  Irish  physicians  have  yet 
begun  to  use  the  metric  system  in  their  prescriptions. 

SCHEDULING  CARBOLIC  ACID. 

We  last  week  urged  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  to  press 
with  insistence  for  the  addition  of  carbolic  acid  to  the 
schedule  of  poisons,  and  we  said  it  could  easily  secure 
the  support  of  medical  men.  The  following,  from  last 
week's  British  Medical  Journal,  supports  this  view  :  — 

The  lamentable  mistake  which  caused  the  death  of  Dr. 
A.  K.  H.  Boyd  is  a  further  proof  of  the  necessity  for  includ- 
ing carbolic  acid  in  the  poison  schedule,  as  the  supply  of  the 
article  would  then  be  subject  to  the  regulations  and  require 
observance  of  other  precautions  besides  the  mere  "poison" 
label,  which  is  not  actually  necessary  in  the  sale  of  carbolic 
acid  under  existing  conditions.  The  adoption  of  regulations 
as  to  the  keeping,  dispensing,  and  selling  of  poisons  can 
only  be  partially  effectual  in  preventing  accidents  so  long  as 
carbolic  acid  and  many  other  daDgerous  or  deadly  drugs 
remain  unscheduled  as  poisons.  We  trust,  therefore,  that 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  is  em- 
powered to  take  the  initiative  in  this  matter  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public,  will  not  fail  to  discharge  that  important 
duty,  and  press  its  recommendations  upon  the  Privy  Council 
for  approval,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Let  the  Privy  Council  give  their  reason  for  refusing  to 
take  the  course  submitted  to  them.  They  can  give  no 
logical  excuse  whatever.  Let  them  hatch  their  new  Bill  if 
they  like,  and  then  let  us  have  a  fair  tight  in  the  open. 
There  ia  scarcely  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  in  a  well- 
conducted  campaign  we  should  be  sure  of  victory. 

JOHN  BRIGHT  ON  ADULTERATION. 

The  late  John  Bright  has  often  been  quoted  as  having 
declared  in  one  of  his  speeches  that  "adulteration  is  merely 


a  form  of  competition."  Accordirg  to  Dr.  Malet,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  Wolverhampton,  in  a  paper  which  we 
find  referred  to  in  the  British  Food  Journal,  Mr.  Bright 
never  made  that  foolish  remark,  nor  used  any  expression 
which  might  fairly  be  condensed  into  such  a  phrase.  It  is 
true  that  in  1872  he  opposed  the  then  suggested  legislation 
in  regard  to  adulteration,  and  Dr.  Malet  extract  from  the 
speech  he  then  made  the  following  passage  from  which  the 
oft-quoted  declaration  is  said  to  have  been  derived  : — ■ 

"  My  own  impression  with  regard  to  this  adulteration  is 
that  it  arises  from  the  very  great,  and  perhaps  inevitable, 
competition  in  business;  and  that  to  a  great  extent  it  is 
promoted  by  the  ignorance  of  customers.    As  the  ignorance 
of  customers  generally  is  diminishing,  we  may  hope  that 
before  long  the  adulteration  of  food  may  also  diminish.  The 
noble  lord  appears  to  ask  that  something  more  extensive  and 
stringent  should  be  done  by  Parliament.    The  fact  is.it  is 
vain  to  attempt  by  the  power  of  Parliament  to  penetrate  into 
I  and  to  track  out  evils  such  as  those  on  which  the  noble  lord 
has  dwelt  at  such  length.    It  is  quite  impossible  that  ycu 
|  should  have  the  oversight  of  the  shops  of  the  country  by 
j  inspectors,  and  that  you  should  have  persons  going  into  shops 
to  buy  sugar,  pickles,  and  Cayenne  pepper  to  get  them 
;  analysed,  and  then  raise  complaints  against  shopkeepers  and 
j  bring  them  before  the  magistrates.    If  men  in  their  private 
!  businesses  were  to  be  tracked  by  Goverrment  officers  and 
J  inspectors  every  hour  of  the  day,  life  would  not  be  worth 
i  having ;  and  I  recommend  them  to  move  to  another  country, 

where  they  would  not  be  subject  to  such  annoyance." 
I     It  should  make  all  of  us  a  little  modest  in  our  prophecies 
when  we  note  how  easily  the  system  of  inspectors  going  into 
shops  to  buy  sugar,  pickles,  and  Cayenne  pepper  for  analysis, 
which  Mr.  Bright  declared  to  be  quite  impossible,  has  worked. 

B.P.   STANDARD  IN  CANADA. 

Canadian  Government  analysts  have  turned  their  attention 
to  tiocture  of  opiun  and  citrate  of  quinine  and  iron  with 
the  object  of  seeing  how  these  drugs  conform  to  the 
Pharmacopoeia  standards.  Fifteen  samples  of  tincture  cf 
opium  were  examined,  and  out  of  that  number  five  were 
below  the  B  P.  morphine  limit,  but  only  one  to  a  serious 
extent.  Judging  from  the  extractive  in  two  cases,  the 
analyst  thinks  that  moist  opium  was  used  in  place  of  the 
dry  powder — which  shows  that  the  analyst  is  not  "  up  "  in  the 
new  B  P.  One  sample  contained  the  average  amount  of 
solids,  but  had  evidently  been  made  from  a  low-grade  opium. 
Two  samples  are  returned  as  a  little  too  strong,  which  the 
analysts  say  is  as  serious  as  being  under  strength,  and  if 
much  over  the  limit  ought  to  be  considered  an  adulteration. 
The  seven  samples  of  citrate  of  iron  and  quinine  came  out — 
two  of  them  very  deficient  in  quinine,  the  others  practioally 
all  of  the  B.P.  standard.  These  two  preparations  were 
probably  of  the  BP.  1885,  but  it  happens  that  there  is 
practically  no  difference  in  the  reqiirements  of  the  old  and 
new  Pharmacopoeia.  The  report  serves  a  useful  purpose  iu 
putting  chemists  on  their  guard  against  laxness  in  the 
preparation  of  galenicals  and  chemioals  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia, and,  by  pointing  out  the  cause  of  the  errors,  shows) 
what  pitfalls  to  avoid. 

THE   DOCTOR'S   UNQUALIFIED  DISPENSER. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Medical  Council, 
who  were  recently  called  upon  to  consider  communications 
from  the  Privy  Council  in  reference  to  the  employment  cf 
unqualified  persons  as  dispensers  to  medical  men,  could  not 
do  otherwise  than  "recommend  the  subject  to  the  consider- 
ation of  the  General  Medical  Council."  They  would  have 
been  well  advised  if  their  resolution  had  ended  there.  The 
reply  on  the  whole  subject,  which  they  thought  fit  to  address 
to  the  Privy  Council,  was  not  distinguished  either  by 
wisdom  or  by  consideration  for  the  public  safety.  They 
fear,  they  say,  that  occasional  accidents  may  arise  from  the 
employment,  by  qualified  medical  men,  of  careless  or  in 
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competent  dispensers.  One  such  case  was  the  occasion  of 
the  communication  referred  to.  What  ground  the  committee 
may  have  for  their  opinion  that  such  case3  are  very  rare  we 
do  not  know,  and  we  do  not  see  that  they  can  have  ai  y 
better  means  than  we  have  of  forming  a  judgment.  If  they 
have  aEy  reason  for  the  assertion  they  should  state  it,  for 
this  is  the  essence  of  the  complaint.  It  is  the  one  alarming 
consideration  that  in  90  per  cent,  of  the  fatal  cases,  if  there 
are  any,  the  medical  practitioner  has  the  opportunity  of 
keeping  them  quiet.  The  public  are  getting  to  realise  this, 
and  it  is  ridiculous  to  say  that  "  the  best  protection  is 
afforded  to  the  public  by  the  responsibility  of  the  practi- 
tioner for  the  acts  of  the  servants  whom  he  employs."  The 
practitioner's  responsibility  is  not  of  much  value  when  the 
fatal  mistake  has  been  made.  The  comparative  improba- 
bility of  his  unqualified  assistant's  blunder  being  discovered 
reduces  still  further  the  value  of  his  responsibility.  When 
once  this  is  fully  understood  by  the  public,  qualification  of 
the  dispenser  will  be  insisted  on,  and  we  hope,  when  the 
subject  comes  before  the  General  Medical  Council,  it  will  be 
dealt  with  with  the  courage  and  candour  which  should  be 
applied  to  it. 

COMMISSION  TO   MEDICAL  MEN. 

The  Medical  Times  is  not  at  all  in  doubt  as  to  the  truth  of 
the  statements  made  to  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce 
regarding  the  payment  of  commissions  to  doctors.  "A 
Peripatetic  Correspondent "  of  our  contemporary,  who  is  a 
weekly  contributor,  and  seams  to  write  with  editorial 
authority,  refers  to  the  statement  by  a  chemist  that  25  to 
50  psr  cent,  was  paid  to  physicians  on  their  prescriptions, 
and  remarks : — 

I  freely  believe  this,  as  numerous  patients  of  my  own  have 
informed  me  that  consulting  physicians  on  handing  them  a  pre- 
scription have  instructed  them  to  go  only  to  a  particular  chem'st 
for  the  medicines,  and  the  prices  charged  have  been  so  much 
above  the  ordinary  prices  that  they  would  permit  of  at  least 
50  per  cent,  commission,  and  then  leave  a  handsome  profit  for 
the  chemist.  In  some  cases  I  have  known  the  prescriptions 
written  in  such  a  maimer  that  only  the  chemist  to  whom  the 
patients  were  sent  could  decipher  the  characters  used  on  the 
prescriptions.  Doctors  do  not  employ  secret  signs  on  prescrip- 
tions and  prescribe  formulae  known  only  to  their  own  chemist, 
unless  they  gain  some  advantage  thereby.  The  report  states 
also  that  an  optician,  jeweller,  and  silversmith  of  fifty  years' 
business-experience  stated  that  "  it  is  an  open  secret  that 
hospitals  received  commissions  from  makers  of  surgical  instru- 
ments," and  he  gave  as  an  instance  "a  man  of  scientific  eminence 
in  Scotland  received  a  very  large  commission  for  recommending 
a  certain  make  of  microscopes."  I  believe  I  know  the  optician 
who  is  responsible  for  the  above  statements,  and  I  am  confident 
that  he  would  not  make  the  statement  unless  be  could  prove  it  to 
the  satisfaction  of  any  impartial  persons.  This  exposure  will 
not  have  the  smallest  effect  in  checking  the  practice.  The  only 
thing  likely  to  put  a  stop  to  such  fraudulent  practices  would  be 
for  the  General  Medical  Council  to  pass  a  resolution  declaring  it 
to  be  infamous  professional  conduct  to  receive  secret  commissions 
from  tradespeople. 

From  the  chemist's  point  of  view  the  head  and  front  of  the 
offence  is  that  doctors  send  prescriptions  to  particular 
chemists,  and  it  is  frequently  assumed  that  that  is  done 
because  a  commi:sioa  is  paid.  This,  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  is  erroneous,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  members  and 
fellows  of  tte  Royal  College  of  Physicians  are  prohibited 
from  receiving  gain  by  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  and 
we  have  no  doubt  that  the  College  would  be  very  much 
obliged  to  anyone  who  would  inform  them  of  infractions  of 
the  rule.  As  to  general  practitioners,  there  is  also  no  ques- 
tion that  a  resolution  from  headquarters  would  diminish  the 
evil ;  but  no  resolution  can  prevent  a  medical  man  giving 
patients  the  benefit  of  his  opinion  regarding  dispensers,  and 
chemists  who  have  medical  lriends  would  object  to  any  reso- 
lution of  the  kind. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  SUPPLIES. 
Although  at  the  time  of  writing  t-h-}  weather  scarcely  sug- 
gests outdoor  photog'aphy,  it  is  now  the  time  cf  year  when 


amateurs  begin  to  overhaul  their  apparatus  and  prepare  for 
the.  exercise  of  their  art  in  the  bright  days  which  should  bi 
in  store  for  them.  In  ths  winter  they  have  secreted  vigour, 
and  chemists  feel  the  spurt  now  in  as  great  a  degree  as  in 
the  holiday  months.  It  is  time  to  lay  in  fresh  stocks  of 
plates  and  papers,  and  Jo  decide  on  what  new  apparatus: 
and  preparations  shall  be  leading-lines  in  the  coming 
season. 

A  few  years  ago,  when  we  advocated  the  taking  up  of  thc- 
photographic  supplies  side-line,  we  w<  re  often  reminded 
that  amateur  photography  was  but  a  fad  which  would  soon 
die  out.    These  pessimistic  views  have  net  been  realised,  and 
to-day  it  is  apparent  that  amateur  photography  is  no  mere 
plaything  of  a  season,  but  a  hobby,  which  has  come  to  stay, 
and  every  year  attracts  a  fresh  number  cf  recruits.    We  have 
spoken  to  several  chemists  of  late  who  do  business  in  phofco- 
p;oods,  and  the  results  of  our  conversation  have  convinced  us- 
that  it  is  a  side-line  which  yields  a  gooi]  return  for  the  out- 
lay involved,  and  in  no  case  did  we  find  regret  that  this 
branch  had  been  added  to  the  chemists'  business.  Most 
chemists  get  a  demand  for  some  photograhic  chemicals,  and 
those  who  have  not  pone  into  the  business  in  earnest  should 
at  least  cultivate  the  supply  of  photographic  dsvelop3rs 
and  solutions.     For  this  purpose  the  outlay  on  labels  is 
very  trifling,  and  past  numbers  of  The  G'iiemist  and 
Deuggist  have  indicated  what  are  most  in  demand.  The 
stock,  to  start  with,  sboald  include  at  lesst  three  developers, 
pyro-soda,  quinol,  and  metol,  an  intensifying  solution,  and  a 
mountant.    The  best  intensifier  is  the  mercuric-chloride  one, 
and  the  Pharmacy  Act  by  confining  the  sale  of  this  to 
the  registered  chemists  gives  them  a  distinct  advantage  over 
other  traders.    It  will  be  necessary  also  to  keep  a  stock  of 
hyposulphite   of   soda  (this  is  best  kept  weighed  up  in- 
pound  parcels),  chloride  of  gold,  sulphite  of  soda,  sulpho- 
cyanide  of  ammonia,  in  addition  to  the  ingredients  required 
for  making  up  the  solutions  just  mentioned.    When  the 
chemist  has  been  at  pains  to  cultivate  this  trade  he  will 
soon  find  the  necessity  for  keeping  the  most  popular  dry- 
plates  and  printing- papers  also.    The  stock  of  these  need 
not  be  large,  as  they  can  be  procured  from  most  proprietary - 
medicine  houses  and  photographic  dealers  in  a  very  short 
time.    Often  plates  and  paper,  printing  frames  and  dishes, 
and  apparatus  follow,  till  gradually  a  good  slice  of  the 
pharmacy  is  occupied  with  the  photographic  and  general 
scientific  stock.    It  has  become  wise  by  this  time  to  fit  up 
a  dark-room  for  customers'  u3e,  and  if  this  is  done  and  made 
known  in  a  business-like  manner  it  cannot  fail  to  advertise 
the  nature  of  the  business  the  chemist  is  cultivating.  More 
could  be  accomplished  than  is  already  done  in  undertaking 
developing  and  printing  for  customers.    Many  amateurs  be- 
come so  fascinated  with  the  pastime,  that  they  are  encouraged 
by  hand-cameras  to  expose  more  plates  than  they  have  time 
to  develop  themselves.     In  the  case  of  printing  from 
negatives  many  persons  eDgaged  in  business  have  not  a 
large  amount  of  daylight  at  their  disposal,  and  are  glad  to 
have  the  work  done  for  them  if  they  can  get  it  done  at  a 
reasonable  rate. 


A  fire  destroyed  Cobb's  Traders'  Warehouse.  West  Randolph 
Street,  Chicago,  on  February  14.  Several  firms  connected 
with  the  drug-trade  had  goods  in  it,  amongst  them  the 
Wells  &  Richardson  Company,  who  the  day  before  put  in  it 
three  carloads  of  Paine's  celery  compound,  diamond  dves, 
butter-colours,  lactated  food,  and  other  preparations.  The 
Lydia  E.  PiDkham  Medicine  Company's  loss  was  $20,000  ; 
Henry  K.  Wampole  &  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  had  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  valued  at  £2,000  ;  the  Huber  & 
Fuhrman  Drug  Mills  lost  $3  000  worth  of  crude  and  p-essed 
drugs;  Herf  &  Frerichs'  Chemicf.1  Company  <S'2  5C0  worth  o? 
bromides  and  iodides  ;  and  the  Emerson  Drtg  Compaty  lest 
$1  COO  worth  of  bromo-ieltzer.

Chemical  Society. 

The  meeting  held  at  Burlington  House  on  Thursday, 
March  16,  wa3  rather  poorly  attended.  Professor  James 
I>8war,  F.R.S.,  occupied  the  chair,  and  after  the  preliminary 
business  he  presented  to  the  Society,  as  a  slight  reminder  of 
his  presidency,  the  only  daguerrotype  of 

John  Dalton 

which  exists.  This  daguerrotype  formerly  belonged  to  Mr. 
Dancer,  a  Manchester  philosophical  instrument- maker,  who 
made  apparatus  for  Joule.  It  is  the  one  from  which  the 
well-known  engraving  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Jeens  was  made.  The 
engraving  is  one  of  the  "Nature"  series  of  portraits  of 
scientific  worthies  published  by  Messrs.  Macmillan  &  Co., 
but  it  differs  in  facing  the  right  instead  of  the  left  as  in  the 
original.  The  latter  also  shows  Dalton  with  spectacles  on. 
The  old  man  was  rarely  seen  without  these  heavy  horn- 
rimmed spectacles.  Professor  Dewar  also  presented  the 
Society,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  S.  W.  Woolley,  with  another 
interesting  Dalton  relic,  consisting  of  a  visiting  card  used 
by  him  when  the  British  Association  met  for  the  first  time 
in  Manchester  in  1842  The  visiting-card  ha3  a  florid  lace- 
like border,  similar  to  those  on  old-fashioned  valentines,  and 
on  the  top  is  an  embossed  head.  Written  on  this  card  in 
Dalton's  own  hand  was  his  name,  "  John  Dalton,  D.C.L , 
Ti'.R.S.,  &c,"  and  the  date.  Along  with  this  card  was  pre- 
sented a  sheet  of  the  symbols  used  by  Dalton  to  represent 
the  elements.  Hydrogen,  for  example,  was  given  as  a  circle ; 
oxygen,  as  a  circle  with  a  dot  in  the  centre ;  azote,  a  circle 
with  a  line  down  the  centre,  and  so  on.  This  sheet  was  used 
to  illustrate  a  paper  by  Dalton  read  at  the  Association  meet- 
ing. We  may  add  that  when  the  British  Association  met  in 
Manchester  in  1842,  it  was  intended  that  Dalton  should 
have  been  the  President  cf  the  year,  but  the  feeble  state  of 
his  health  prevented  this,  aid  Lord  Francis  Egerton  was 
elected  President.  In  his  address  Lord  Egerton  made  a 
■very  feeling  reference  to  Dalton.  It  is  questionable  if  the 
Association  has  ever  met  under  exactly  similar  conditions  to 
those  experienced  in  1842.  Although  Dalton  was  not 
President,  univirsal  feeling  was  that  he  was  the  man 
peculiarly  honoured.  The  card  was  apparently  sent  by 
Dalton  to  the  most  distinguished  scientific  visitors,  as  he 
was  then  far  too  feeble  to  undertake  social  duties.  The 
caligraphy  indicate?  a  tremulous  band. 

Professor  Tilden,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the 
;Society,  thanked  Professor  Dewar  for  these  gifts.  He  said 
that  it  was  exceedingly  interesting  to  have  in  the  Society's 
possession  the  only  sun-picture  of  the  famous  old  chemist. 
It  gave  one  a  peculiar  thrill  to  feel  that  such  a  link  con- 
nected them  with  the  beginnings  of  the  atomic  theory. 
The  autographs  were  also  of  great  interest. 

Paper?. 

Dr.  M.  0.  Foster  was  first  called  upon,  his  communication 
being  upon  the  optical  rotation  of  alkyl  derivatives  of 
bornylamine.  It  was  hoped  to  substantiate  Crum  Brown's 
theory  that  optical  rotation  increases  with  increased  mass 
of  a  molecule  due  to  substitution  by  CH.„  02H5,  C3H„  and  so 
on,  but,  as  Frankland  and  Macgregor  have  already  shown, 
this  is  true  only  for  methyl  and  ethyl,  and  Dr.  Foster  found 
that  multiplication  of  the  substituents  may  reduce  or  reverse 
the  rotation. 

Dr.  Wynne  (Hon.  Secretary)  read  a  brief  note  by  Pro- 
fessor Ladenburg  in  reply  to  a  recent  criticism  by  Professor 
Stanley  Kipping  and  Mr.  Pope  on  his  theory  in  regard  to 
racemic  compounds.  Professor  Ladenburg  now  gave  a 
different  version  to  his  theory,  and  the  method  of  proving 
it — viz.,  to  characterise  an  inactive  substance,  determine  its 
solubility  with  and  without  the  addition  of  one  or  other  of 
its  optically  active  components  at  the  same  temperature  and 
with  the  same  solvent.  If  the  solubilities  are  different,  the 
substance  is  a  racemic  compound ;  if  the  same,  it  is  an 
enantiomorphous  mixture.  Mr.  Pope  said  this  only  made 
matters  worse,  and  the  Professor  seemed  not  to  be  accurate 
in  his  experiments,] 


It  was  now  scarcely  nine  o'clock,  and  the  programme  of 
the  evening  was  complete  (a  third  paper  beiDg  taken  as  read). 
The  President  stated  that  he  did  not  care  to  adjourn  the 
meeting  before  nine,  and  if  they  would  bear  with  him  for 
ten  minutes  he  would  have  something  to  say  if  Professor 
Armstrong  would  take  the  chair.  This  was  done,  whereupon 
Professor  Dewar  said  that  he  wanted  to  tell  them  generally 
about  some  experiments  that  he  had  been  able  to  make  with 

Liquid  Hydrogen. 

He  would  have  to  give  a  full  account  of  the  experiments  to 
the  Royal  Society  shortly,  as  they  followed  up  some  work 
previously  reported  to  that  Society.  He  reminded  the 
members  that  there  is  great  difficulty  in  getting  a  snmcient 
amount  of  liquid  hydrogen  for  physical  experiments,  because 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  exclude  air  from  the  apparatus, 
and  when  it  gets  into  the  pipes  the  air  freezes  and  becomes 
so  hard  as  to  block  up  the  orifice.  It  is  only  after  standing 
over  night  that  the  air  melts.  A  few  days  ago  he  was 
fortunate  enough  to  get  about  £  litre  of  liquid  hydrogen 
— (cheers) — and  he  thought  it  was  a  good  opportunity 
to  obtain  some  physical  constants.  Previously  he  had  shown 
that  with  a  platinum  thermometer  he  could  not  determine 
absolutely  the  boiling-point  of  liquid  hydrogen,  because  of 
an  anomaly  in  the  electrical-resistance  of  the  platinum. 
With  his  old  thermometer  he  had  found  the  boiling-point  to 
be— 238°  C,  and  a  new  one  also  gave  that  figure.  He 
explained  why  this  is  probably  incorrect,  the  reason  being 
that  pure  metals  become  perfect  conductors  of  electricity 
before  the  temperature  reaches  absolute  zero,  so  that  obser- 
vations with  the  electrical-resistance  thermometer  at  very 
low  temperatures  must  be  fallacious.  On  the  other  hand, 
alloys  do  not  show  the  anomaly  presented  by  pure  metals, 
therefore  he  had  a  thermometer  made  with  rhodium  and 
platinum,  containing  10  per  cent,  of  rhodium,  and  this  gave 
—  246°  C.  as  the  boiling-point  of  hydrogen,  or  27°  absolute. 
As  this  figure  agrees  well  with  the  theoretical  number  he 
thought  it  might  be  taken  as  correct,  but  he  proposed  to 
make  another  determination  with  an  air  thermometer  con- 
taining hydrogen  under  diminished  pressure. 

This  extempore  communication  by  the  President  gave  the 
members  obvious  pleasure,  and  Professor  Armstrong  voiced 
the  sentiments  of  the  meeting  when  he  said  that  Professor 
Dewar  had  most  appropriately  ended  his  period  of  office,  he 
bad  remained  cool  to  the  last.  (Laughter.)  Research  at  low 
temperatures  implied  a  great  deal  more  than  anyone  not 
directly  acquainted  with  it  could  imagine.  The  ability, 
patience  and  courage  necessary  were  tremendous.  Professor 
Armstrong  them  vacated  the  chair,  and  Professor  Dewar 
closed  the  meeting  by  reminding  the  members  that  the 
annual  meeting  would  be  held  on  March  29. 


Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

Evening  Meeting. 

At  Dublin,  on  March  13,  the  usual  fortnightly  meeting  was 
held  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  the  President  (Mr.  Robert  J. 
Downes)  in  the  chair.  After  the  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  H. 
O'Connor,  M.P.S.I.)  had  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting, 

Dr.  Walsh  referred  to  the  examination  in  chemistry  and 
to  the  supply  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  in  country 
districts.  There  was  a  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  severity 
of  the  test  in  chemistry.  One  person  held  that  the  pre- 
scribed course  was  inadequate,  and  another  took  an  exactly 
opposite  view.  Personally  he  believed  that  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  chemistry  was  essential  to  a  pharmacist,  and 
went  on  to  speak  of  the  advisability  of  starting  a  post- 
graduate course  for  chemists.  He  thought  a  six  months' 
course  in  practical  and  organic  chemistry  could  be  ensured 
if  even  two  dozen  persons  entered  for,  say,  three  nights  a 
week.  He  referred  to  the  teaching  of  chemistry  in  the 
technical  schools  at  Kevin  Street,  and  thought  the  instruc- 
tion given  at  classes  connected  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  would  be  more  advantageous  generally. 

The  President  said  he  understood  that  the  Kevin  Street 
classes  were  governed  by  result-fees,  and  that  organic  and 
inorganic  chemistry  was  taught  in  separate  classes. 

Dr.  Walsh  said  if  the  young  men  in  pharmacy  could  be 
got  to  take  a  solid  interest  in  a  post-graduate  course  it  would 
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be  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  Assistants'  Association, 
he  understood,  favoured  the  project. 

The  President  gave  his  views  on  the  matter  at  some 
length.  He  was  distinctly  in  favour  oE  a  post-graduate 
course,  and  would  bs  prepared  to  go  still  farther  in  the 
matter,  but  the  time  had  not  jet  come  for  a  fuller  declara- 
tion of  his  ideas  in  that  direction.  They  would  want  a 
laboratory  for  practical  work,  but  in  any  case  a  student  could 
easily  rig  up  one  for  himself.  When  he  (the  speaker) 
qualified  he  had  bis  own  laboratory,  but  having  no  incentive 
to  after- work  he  did  not  follow  up  his  chemical  studies 
beyond  a  certain  stage. 

Some  other  observations  on  the  subject  having  been  made, 
the  remainder  of  the  evening  was  devoted  to  a  discussion  on 
the  commercial  aspects  of  pharmacy  and  the  safe-keeping  of 
poisonous  drugs.  The  scheduling  of  carbolic  acid  was 
referred  to  by  Dr.  Walsh,  who  made  mention  of  the  reply 
on  the  subject  given  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

At  the  meeting  held  at  the  rooms  in  Newman  Street,  W., 
last  week,  Mr.  Gamble  (President),  in  the  chair,  a  paper  on 

The  Commercial  Study  op  Druc4S 

was  read  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Heap.  It  was  a  plea  for  thorough 
revision  of  written  materia  medica  in  the  light  of  the  com- 
mercial supplies  of  to-day,  especially  departure  from 
traditional  and  text-book  statements  which  have  been 
collected  in  museums  and  libraries,  instead  of  in  the  drug- 
market.  He  remarked  that  whilst  modern  inquirers  would 
not  dream  of  conducting  fresh  investigations  into  drugs 
without  the  aid  of  recent  scientific  knowledge,  they,  as  a 
rule,  either  do  not  trouble  at  all  about  commercial  conditions, 
or  they  assume  that  these  have  not  been  altered.  Fliickiger 
and  Han  bury  regretted  that  the  sections  in  their  book  on 
the  production  and  commerce  of  drags  were  of  unequal 
value,  but  they  earnestly  tried  to  give  the  most  trustworthy 
information  of  this  nature  that  was  possible.  Since  their 
■day  the  means  of  obtaining  this  information  have  been 
greatly  extended,  yet  writers  of  text-books,  instead  of  taking 
advantage  of  this,  have  bean  content  to  repeat  the  state- 
ments, and  perpetuate  the  inequalities  of  "  Pharmacographia." 
We  are  carefully  told  of  tne  botanical  and  histological 
characters  and  chemical  constitution  of  drugs,  and  such  a 
humble  thing  as  rhubarb  may  on  these  lines  be  described  in 
a  way  that  would  fog  a  buyer,  and  never  tell  him  a  bit  of  the 
characteristics  of  the  three  classes  of  Chinese  rhubarb  which 
come  into  the  market.  Trade  designations  of  drugs  are 
essential  bits  of  information  which  should  be  included  in 
text-books. 

Mr.  Heap  proceeded  to  show  that  it  is  equally  requisite 
that  traditional  incorrect  information  should  be  eliminated 
from  text-books.  He  instanced  the  case  of  Indian  gums. 
In  Dr.  George  Watts's  "  Dictionary  of  the  Economic  Products 
of  India"  it  is  said  that  most  of  the  so-called  East  Indian 
gum  arabic  is  not  Indian  gum  at  all,  but  is  imported  from 
Red  Sea  ports  into  Bombay  to  be  re-exported  to  other 
countries.  Much  the  same  statement  had  been  made  in 
"Pharmacographia";  but  the  authors  give  the  figures  of 
the  imports  of  gum  into  Bombay  from  the  Red  Sea  ports, 
Aden,  and  the  African  coast  for  the  latest  year  available, 
and  the  exports  of  the  same  article  for  the  same  period,  by 
which  they  show  how  very  much  more  Bombay  imported 
than  it  exported  for  that  year.  This  does  not  prove  their 
statement,  but  it  is  a  piece  of  evidence  in  that  direction. 
When  later  writers  make  the  same  statement  they  ought  to 
have  obtained  similar  evidence;  but  some  of  them  go  on 
repeating  what  "  Pharmacographia "  says,  although  fresh 
light  was  thrown  upon  the  whole  subject  by  Mr.  J.  G. 
Trebble,  while  investigating  the  origin  of  the  Indian  gums 
found  in  the  Bombay  market.  The  author  pointed  out  how 
serious  misstatements  as  to  origin  are  to  investigators, 
saying  that  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  botanical  origins  of 
dregs  have  long  been  obscured  through  imperfect  com- 
mercial information  as  to  their  sources.  He  instanced 
Curacao  aloes,  satsaparilla,  cardamoms  and  benzoin,  as 
articles  of  which  there  are  numerous  commercial  varieties 
which  are  familiar  to  Mincirg  Lane  buyers,  but  are  practi- 
cally unknown  to  those  outside  that  circle.  Turning  to  con- 
sideration of  the  commercial  study  of  drags  as  an  aid  to 


utilising  their  commercial  possibilities,  the  author  showed 
that  there  is  money  in  introducing  new  kinds  of  drugs. 

If,  years  ago,  pharmacists  had  noticed  the  properties  of 
one  variety  of  Indian  gum,  and  its  price  [Ghatti  is  here 
apparently  referred  to],  they  might  have  utilised  it  with 
material  profit  in  many  common  non-pharmacopceial  pre- 
parations. Kino  furnishes  another  case.  When  African 
kino  was  again  tapped  for  the  London  market  a  year  or  two 
ago ;  14.<.  per  lb.,  or  thereabouts,  was  asked  for  it.  It 
excited  a  little  notice  at  first,  but  this  soon  abated,  and  it 
has  hung  lately.  But  certain  exporters  have  not  ceased  to 
keep  their  eye  on  it,  and  the  inevitable  decline  in  its  price 
has  enabled  these  exporters  to  fill  some  customers'  require- 
ments for  kino  with  an  article  at  3.«.  per  lb.  which  has  cost 
them  Is.  6d. 

In  the  regular  demand  for  old  drugs  to  be  applied  to 
old  uses  the  same  commercial  study  is  necessary ;  yet 
there  is  neglect  even  here.  In  regard  to  rhubarb,  for 
instance,  we  may  say  with  confidence  that  there  must  have 
been  hundreds  of  occasions  on  which  men  have  paid  the 
price  of  the  best  variety  of  rhubarb  for  the  root  of  second 
value.  Sr>  also  with  sarsaparilla  It  would  not  be  hard  to 
find  more  tban  one  man  in  the  Mincing  Lane  district  who 
makes  a  good  income  through  the  neglect  of  others  in 
acquainting  themselves  with  commercial  varieties.  Men 
pay  for  drugs  10  per  cent,  more  to  intermediate  sellers  than 
the  price  at  which  they  could  buy  first  hand  in  smaller  quan- 
tities. In  mary  cases  even  the  conscientious  pharmacist  is 
content  with  buyirig  from  a  house  of  repute  and  taking 
care  his  parcels  have  the  word  "  Opt "  or  "  Elect "  written  on 
them  after  the  name  of  the  article  they  contain. 

Mr.  Heap  then  showed  a  namber  of  lantern-slides,  com- 
mencing with  the  London  Docks,  the  drug-warehouses,  and 
Commercial  Salerooms,  and  going  on  to  Marseilles,  Alex- 
andria, Suez,  Bombay,  Calcutta,  Singapore,  Java,  the 
Nilgiris,  and  Central  America 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  paper,  the  President  remarked 
that  the  subject  of  it  was  new  to  the  Association. 

Mr.  Fothergill  remarked  upon  the  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing commercial  knowledge  from  text-books,  which,  in  his 
opinion,  were  too  exclusively  scientific. 

Mr.  Hymans  thought  thai  the  prices  asked  by  brokers  for 
drugs  were  very  often  based  more  upon  their  appearance 
than  their  actual  pharmaceutical  value. 


Plymouth,    Devonport,    Stonehouse  and 
District  Chemists'  Association. 

A  SPECIAL  meeting  of  members  was  held  on  the  evening 
of  March  15,  when  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : — 

That  this  meeting  desires  to  express  the  fullest  confidence  in 
the  conduct  of  Mr.  C.  J.  Park  as  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  and  pledges  itself  to  render  all  possible  assistance  iu 
promoting  his  return  at  the  forthcoming  election. 

The  discussion  on  "Suggestions  for  a  New  Pharmacy 
Act "  was  continued  from  last  meeting,  and  the  following 
resolutions  were  agreed  to  : — 

That  the  term  "medicines"  should  be  more  clearly  defined  aud 
made  to  include  the  preparation  and  dispensing  of  such  drugs 
only  as  are  intended  to  be  used  in  medical  treatment,  and  not  to 
cover  ordinary  drugs  intended  for  general  household  uses. 

That  the  clause  in  the  present  Pharmacy  Act  known  as  the 
widows'  clause  should  be  withdrawn,  and  one  substituted 
fixing  a  definite  time  of  twelve  months  during  which  the 
business  of  a  deceased  chemist  might  be  carried  on  by  his  widow 
or  executors,  but  that  the  Councd  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  have  the  power  to  extend  the  period  to  an  additional 
term  not  exceeding  six  months,  if  special  circumstances  should 
in  their  opinion  warrant  it. 

That  wherever  the  word  "  person  "  is  used  in  the  Pharmacy 
Act  the  words  "or  persons"  should  be  added,  and  that  the  pro- 
prietor or  proprietors  of  every  retail  drug-business  should  be 
qualified  by  examination  under  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

The  meeting,  having  discussed  Sir  John  Lubbock's  Shops  Early 
Closing  Bill,  whilst  of  opinion  that  some  amendments  are 
required  to  enable  the  objects  of  the  proposed  measure  being 
carried  out  without  inconvenience  to  the  public  and  injustice  to 
traders,  is  in  full  accord  with  the  principles  of  the  Bill  and  dedres 
to  give  it  hearty  support,  and  requests  the  President  to  sign  on 
its  behalf  the  petitions  in  favour  thereof. 

The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Bill,  brought  into  the  House 
of  Commons  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 
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was  also  discussed,  and  a  resolution  in  favour  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Board  cf  Reference  recommended  by  the 
Select  Committee  was  passed.  The  meeting  also  considered 
"  that  where  the  focd  or  drug  is  unavoidably  mixed  with 
some  extraneous  matter  in  ihe  process  of  collection  or 
preparation,  the  seller  shall  not  be  considered  to  have  com- 
mitted ancffence  under  the  Act.  That  whenevera  prosecution 
is  carried  out,  and  the  reserved  portion  cf  the  article  in  dispute 
has  been  examined  by  the  chemists  of  Somerset  House,  or 
other  official  referee,  and  declared  to  be  pure,  and  the 
defendant  therefore  not  guilty  of  an  offence  under  the  Act=, 
all  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  the  inquiry  shall  be  ordered 
by  the  court  belore  whom  the  case  is  tried  to  be  paid  by  the 
prosecutor."

— with  variations,  catches,  and  time-beating  extraordinary 
by  the  Secretary,  aimed  with  a  pet  tie  and  wearing  a  solemn 
visage. 

The  Peesident  Dines  at  Stoke. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  North  Staffordshire  Chemists' and 
Druggists'  Association  was  held  at  the  Copeland  Arms,  Stoke- 
on-Trent,  on  March  16.  The  company  included  Messrs.  Walter 
Hills  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society),  W.  G.  Cross 
(Shrewsbury),  and  Rymer  Young  (of  Wa'rington).  After  the 
usual  loyal  toasts  the  Chairman,  Alderman  J.  Averill  (of  Staf- 
ford), proposed  "Success  to  the  Pharmaceuiical  Society," 
and  said  they  owed  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  founders 
of  the  Society  for  obtaining  the  Charter  by  which  they  were 
enabled  to  establish  a  system  of  education  for  the  better 
qualification  of  the  chemist  and  druggist.  That  sj  stem  of 
education  had  from  time  to  time  been  greatly  improved, 
and  students  now  had  advantages  in  education  far  greater 
than  those  existing  ye  ars  ago. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  responded  in  a  lengthy  speech,  at  the 
outset  of  which  he  expressed  regret  that  unanimity  did  not 
exist  amongst  the  members  of  the  Society  with  regard  to 
local  representation  on  the  Council.  He  detailed  the 
numerous  advantages  to  be  obtained  through  membership 
of  the  Society,  and  commented  on  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1898.  That  Act  was  an  absolute  necessity.  Many  ot  them 
regretted  tbat  the  Act  of  1868  did  rot  require  the  qualifica- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  chemitt  being  acquired  as  the 
statutory  qualification  for  all  persons  who  called  themselves 


chemists  and  druggists  or  who  dealt  in  or  dispensed  poisons 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  something  like  87  percent,  of  those  who 
obtained  the  statutory  qualification  were  satisfied  with\that. 
qualification,  or  did  not  see  their  way  to  go  on  to  the  higher 
qualification.  The  Act  of  last  year  enabled  these  persona 
to  become  members  of  the  Society.  He,  as  the  mouthpiece 
of  the  Society,  some  few  weeks  ago  addressed  a  letter  to 
some  10.0CO  chemists  and  druggists  not  connected  with  the 
Society.  He  was  glad  to  say  that  a  large  number  had 
responded  favourably,  and  up  to  Wednesday  night  very 
nearly  1,500  bad  either  been  elected  this  year  or  had  applied 
for  membership.  Still,  he  was  not  altogether  satisfied;  h3 
hoped  there  would  be  twice  that  number  within  the  next 
two  months.  Mr.  Hills  then  read  some  of  the  replies  he  had 
received  in  answer  to  his  letter,  giving  reasons  why  the 
writers  did  not  join  the  Society.  Alluding  to  the  suggestions 
for  a  new  Bill,  now  under  the  consideration  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  be  said  it  had  been  a  source  of  sorrow  to  hira 
and  others  that  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868  was  in  many 
respects  only  a  poisons  Act.  It  was  a  Bill  to  protect  titles, 
to  a  certain  extent,  and  it  was  also  for  the  protection  of  the 
public  as  regarded  the  sale  of  poisons.  But  in  their  business 
as  chemists  and  druggists,  they  knew  there  was  no  line  ot 
demarcation  between  poisons  and  non-poisons,  and  therefore 
he  thought  the  dispensing  of  all  medicines  should  be  iu  the 
hands  of  qualified  persons,  whether  such  medicines  con- 
tained scheduled  poisons  or  not.  With  regard  to  medical 
men  dispensing  medicines,  he  did  not  think  the  medical 
men  did  always  personally  dispense  their  own  medicines, 
but  left  it  in  the  hands  of  assistants;  and  he  thought  tbat 
when  the  dispensing  was  not  done  by  their  own  hands,  or 
under  their  direct  supervision,  they  should  see  that  it  waa 
not  done  for  them  by  unqualified  persons.  But  they,  at) 
chemists  and  druggists,  ought  to  see  that  their  own  record 
was  clean  in  this  respect.  Except  in  the  case  of  simple 
ailments,  he  held  it  was  the  duty  of  every  chemist  and 
druggist  to  send  all  cases  received  by  him  to  a  medical 
man,  although  he  agreed  that  it  was  very  hard  for  a  chemisr 
and  druggist  who  found  it  difficult  to  make  both  ends  meet 
to  send  a  customer  away  to  a  more  qualified  man  and  then 
to  see  nothing  of  the  prescription. 

Mr.  Cross  also  responded,  and  commented  on  the  unfavour- 
able, and  what  he  called  unfair,  criticism  which  was  from 
time  to  time  being  made  of  the  Society's  doings.  They  had, 
amongst  other  things,  been  accused  of  "looking  for  guineas." 
He  wished  to  totally  refute  that  statement.  It  was  not 
guineas  particularly  that  the  Society  wanted  but  members, 
as  it  was  no  use  for  a  handful  of  men  to  approach  an  assembly 
which  represented  the  whole  of  the  nation  unless  they  had  u 
large  constituency  at  their  back.  The  Society  was  now  well 
established,  and  now  was  the  time  fcr  them  to  rectify  any 
errors  they  had  made  in  the  past  and  pursue  a  thoroughly 
democratic  policy. 

"  The  Medical  Profession"  was  toasted  on  the  propositior 
of  Mr.  Croydon.  Dr.  Hatton,  in  responding,  said  he  agreed 
with  the  correspondent  who  declined  to  join  the  Society 
until  some  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  unqualified  mei- 
dispensing  medicines.  He  also  was  quite  in  sympathy  with 
another  who  thought  chemists  and  druggists,  who  had  t» 
pas3  examinations  to  be  recognised  as  qualified,  should  be 
exempt  from  serving  on  juries. 

The  toast  of  "  The  Association  "  was  given  by  Mr.  Young, 
who  aho  spoke  of  the  criticisms  of  the  Society's  action.  16 
was:  impossible  to  please  everybody.  It  was  often  charged 
against  them  that  they  followed  their  leaders  like  sheep— that , 
in  point  of  fact,  they  were  not  capable  of  even  doing  a  little 
ticy  bleat  of  their  own  account.

Tabloid  Developebs. 
Messes.  Burroughs,  Wellcome&Co.  have  added  another 
developing-tabloid  to  their  already  long  list,  the  latest  being 
"Tabloid  Pyro-soda  Developer,"  representing  the  Uford 
formula.  Two  of  the  "  pyro  tabloids  "  in  an  ounce  of  water 
make  solution  No.  1;  two  of  the  "  soda-compound  tabloids" 
in  a  like  quantity  forming  No.  2  solution.  The  Is.  cases 
contain  enough  tabloids  to  make  developer  for  forty  quarter- 
plates.  There  is  likely  to  be  a  good  demand  for  ihem  as 
they  are  mentioned  on  the  label  of  the  Ilford  plates  as  an 
alternative  to  the  regular  developing-solution,  and  from 
trials  I  have  made  with  them  I  find  they  answer  splendidly. 

"Practical  Points" 
is  the  title  of  a  new  pamphlet  which  Messrs.  Burroughs, 
Wellcome  &  Co.  are  bringing  out.  From  an  advance  copy 
I  find  it  is  a  concise  resume  of  the  practical  points  concern- 
ing "  tabloid  "  photographic  chemicals.  The  greater  part  is 
devoted  to  actual  working  directions  of  the  numerous 
developers  and  toning- baths  which  are  now  to  be  obtained  in 
tabloid  form.  There  are  in  addition  some  interesting  notes 
concerning  the  new  formate  toning-bath,  and  the  use  of 
ammonium  persulphate  as  a  density-corrector  Chemists  can 
obtain  a  copy  of  the  booklet  by  appljiDg  for  it. 

At  Houghton's, 

88  and  89  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  I  found  that  rapid  progress 
is  being  made  in  the  rebuilding  of  the  premises.  Part  of  the 
premises  are  as  yet  incomplete,  but  the  rebuilt  portion,  in 
which  the  firm  are  now  housed,  is  very  roomy  and  comfortable, 
and  gives  more  space  than  they 
had  before  for  filling  orders.  Mr. 
Chas.  Houghton  told  me  that 
there  is  every  sign  of  a  good 
photographic  season,  and  that 
dealers  are  ordering  earlier  than 
usual.  This  was,  perhaps,  a  hint 
to  me  to  give  my  season-order,  so 
I  had  a  look  round,  and  ended  by 
ordering  several  new  things.  The 
"Sanderson  Popular"  camera-set 
is  new.  It  has  the  "  Sanderson" 
front,  which  gives  a  greater  range 
to  the  lens  than  other  cameras. 
The  camera  has  an  extension  of 
20  inches  (in  the  half-plate  size), 
and  is  fitted  with  a  KR  lens  and 
Thornton-Pickard  time  and  instan- 
taneous shutter.  The  set,  with  stand,  sells  at  51  5s.  The 
"  Victo  "  set,  which  was  new  last  year,  has  been  improved 
by  the  addition  of  a  turntable  top  to  the  tripod,  the  price, 
however,  remaining  as  before— 31.  10s.  for  the  half-plate  set. 
The  "Holborn"  guinea  hand-camera  now  takes  a  dozen 
plates  instead  of  half-a-dozen  as  formerly.  The  plunger 
method  of  changing  used  with  this  camera  has  now  quite 
established  its  reliability. 

Pebsulphate  of  Ammonia. 
A  TEAB  ago  I  mentioned  the  uses  to  which  this  salt  had 
been  put  in  photography;  further  uses  are  now  being  found 
for  it.  If  an  over-exposed  carbon-print  be  soaked  for  a  time 
in  a  weak  sulphutic-acid  solution  to  which  5  per  cent,  of 
ammonium  persulphate  has  been  added,  it  is  possible  to  get 
a  passable  print  on  subsequent  development  with  warm 
water.  Mr.  Marriage  has  been  experimenting  with  the  salt 
to  see  if  it  had  any  value  as  a  reducer  for  lantern-slides.  He 
finds  a  marked  reduction  of  contrast  and  modification  of 
colours  after  soaking  in  a  5-per-cent.  solution,  with  apparently 
no  detriment  to  detail.  Messrs.  Griffin  &  Sons  (Limited), 
20  to  26  Sardinia  Street,  W.C.,  are  offering  a  brand  of 
ammonium  persulphate,  which  I  find  readily  soluble.  The 
salt  sells  at  Qd.  or  6d.  an  ounce.  I  sell  it  put  up  in  1-oz.  and 
4-oz  wide-mouth  bottles,  which  sell  lor  6d.  and  Is.  Cd. 


Barclay's  50s.  Hand-cameua, 

which  has  been  a  leading  line  for  the  last  few  seasons,  is 
again  improved.  It  has  now  a  KR  lens,  and  a  very  smooth- 
working  time  and  instantaneous  shutter.  The  threading  of 
the  sheaths  on  the  holder  has  given  way  to  a  simpler  method 
— a  point  which  will  be  appreciated  by  anyone  who  has  ha<i 
to  perform  that  operation  in  the  dark-room. 
As  the  70*.  '  plate  camera-outfit  is  likely  to  be  in  demand 


this  year,  Barclay's  have  not  been  behindhand  in  producing; 
a  set  to  sell  at  that  price.  Their  set  is  good  value  for  the 
money,  and  includes  a  time  and  instantaneous  RR  lens  anil 
turntable  baseboard.  Mr.  Barclay  states  that  chemists  are- 
increasing  their  photographic  trade,  and  that  orders  for 
plates  and  papers  are  getting  more  frequent  than  orders  for 
popular  proprietary  pills.  In  proof  of  the  stock  the  firm, 
lieep  to  meet  the  demand,  I  was  shown  the  paper-stock  room, 
where,  in  a  large  room,  the  walls  of  which  are  covered  with 
pigeon-holes,  all  sizes  and  kinds  of  photographic  papers  are- 
stored. 

Gbavuba 

is  the  latest  variety  of   printing-paper  added  to  this, 
store-room.    It  is  a  slow-printing  piper  used  for  artificial- 
light  printing  and  enlarging.    Mounts  are  stored  in  & 
similar  manner  to  papers,  and,  being  arranged  systematically, 
all  kinds  can  be  readily  found  for  tilling  orders. 

The  Victoe  Fixing-salt 

is  a  preparation  introduced  by  Messrs.  Fuerst  Brothers, 
17  Philpot  Lane,  E.C.,  as  a  new  form  of  hypo.  When- 
dissolved  in  water,  which  it  does  very  readily,  it  forms  an. 
acid  fixing-batb,  the  advantages  of  which  1  have  pointed.' 
out  iQ  this  column  on  previous  occasions.  Anhydrous- 
hyposulphite  of  soda  is  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  Victor 
fait,  consequently  it  is  only  half  the  bulk  of  the  crystallised 
salt.  For  use  it  is  dissolved  in  the  proportion  of  2  oz.  to- 
25  cz.  of  water.  The  bath  has  also  a  slightly  hardening 
effect  on  the  gelatine.  It  is  put  up  in  £-lb.  tins  and  in- 
packets  containing  §  Lb.  and  1  lb. 

Adubol 

is  the  latest  of  the  new  developers.  It  is  said  to  be  obtained 
from  hydroquinone,  over  which  many  advantages  are  claimed 
for  it.  The  following  are  the  instructions  sent  out  with/ 
adurol  by  Messrs.  A.  &  M.  Zimmermann,  the  agents  for  it : —

Mr.  F.  Charles,  an  advertisement-agent,  of  36  Maiden  Lane, 
Covent  Garden,  is  showing  at  his  offices  a  patent  advertising- 
mirror,  which  may  find  its  way  into  popularity.  An  ordinary 
mirror,  framed  in  any  style  to  suit  its  surroundings,  forms 
the  front  of  the  shallow  oox  within  which  the  advertisement 
to  be  displayed  is  fixed.  The  advertisement  may  be  words, 
or  a  picture,  or  both  combined,  and  in  any  or  all  colours. 
The  box  is  also  fitted  with  electric  lamps  and  a  clockwork 
arrangement  which  switches  on  or  off  the  light  at  any 
intervals  which  may  be  decided  on  ;  so  that,  while  one  is 
looking  at  what  seems  to  be  a  perfectly  innocent  mirror, 
its  surface  is  suddenly  irradiated  with  the  announcement  of 
someone's  soap,  or  pills,  or  whisky,  or,  it  may  be,  the  portrait 
of  an  actress  or  a  prince.  The  design  is  flashed  through 
the  mirror,  and  may  be  used  either  with  electric  light  or 
with  gas.  A  mirror  28  inches  by  18  inches,  fitted  com- 
pletely, costs  ten  guineas. 

"  Saesapaeilla  "  Manufacture. 

The  subjoined  sketch  illustrates  a  window-display  showing 
the  manufacture  of  "  Sarsaparilla"  as  described  by  Mr.  W.  A. 
Dawson  in  the  American  Druggist.  The  drugs,  consisting  of 
sarsaparilla,  stillingia,  yellow  dock,  mandrake  and  liquorice- 
roots,  prickly-ash  bark,  senna-leaves,  and  celery  seeds,  all  in 
No.  40  powder,  were  packed  in  glass  percolators  of  various 
sizes,  and  macerated  for  a  week  in  a  back  room.  A  1-inch 
board  was  fitted  in  the  back  part  of  the  window  about 
5  feet  from  the  floor.  This  board  was  placed  on  wooden 
supports  equidistant  from  each  other,  and  was  also  fixed  at 


the  sides  by  cleats.  Holes  were  cut  in  this  shelf  into  which 
-each  of  the  eight  percolators  were  fitted.  The  receptacle 
used  was  a  Holland  gin-barrel  placed  on  a  cradle,  all  the 
wooden  appurtenances  being  painted  over  with  a  thin  coat 
of  shellac  to  make  them  look  new.  In  the  bunghole  of  the 
barrel  was  placed  a  small  percolator,  the  top  of  this  perco- 
lator being  fitted  with  a  flat  cork  through  which  passed  eight 
glass-tube.  The  percolators  in  the  rack  were  attached  to  the 
glass-tubes  by  means  of  long  indiarubber  tabes.  The  men- 
struum was  contained  in  gallon  bottles  which  were  inverted 
over  the  percolator. 

French  Advebtising. 

The  "  reclame"  an  advertisement  inserted  as  an  article 
in  French  newspapers,  is  a  favourite  method  of  publicity.  A 
provincial  pharmacien  thus  adopts  it : — He  informs  the 
readers  that  his  officine  was  founded  by  a  military  phar- 
macist of  Napoleon's  armies,  who  re-entered  civil  life  after 
the  battle  of  Waterloo.    This  favourably-placed  and  well- 


arranged  establishment,  he  continues,  contains  not  only  the 
"vulgar  carboys,"  but  everything  connected  with  hygienic 
alimentations,  antiseptic  perfumery,  orthopcedics,  and  optics 
of  a  quality  superior  and  a  larger  choice  than  can  be  found 
in  the  ordinary  shops  of  small  towns.  The  "  vast  verandah  " 
behind  the  pharmacy  contains  a  special  analytical  laboratory, 
where  food,  medical,  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  carried 
out ;  nor  is  a  photographic  operating-room  forgotten.  Then 
comes  the  pharmaceutical  laboratory,  with  its  furnace  and 
gas-engines,  where  half-a-dozen  specialities  (cod-liver  oil, 
Dalms,  ointments,  pills,  &c),  duly  earned  and  described  in 
the  article,  are  manufactured.  Finally,  we  are  reminded 
that  our  friend  has  passed  three  years  as  assistant  in  a 
superior  school  of  pharmacy,  and  has  written  original  papers 
on  tablets,  chocolate-pastilles,  the  utilisation  of  honey,  the 
therapeutics  and  materia  medica  of  the  sixteenth  century, 
and  other  interesting  subjects. 

The  proprietors  of  the  "  Rhum  St.  James,"  in  a  booklet 
addressed  to  the  medical  profession,  state  that  several 
thousands  of  doctors  in  France  are  among  their  customers, 
and  not  only  prescribe  it,  but  also  take  it  themselves.  "  In 
England,  where  anti-alcoholic  crusades  are  common,  and 
where  physicians  combat  the  use  of  spirits  without  truce  or 
mercy,"  it  is  suggested  that  this  rhum  is  somewhat  of  an 
exception.  Some  of  the  testimonials  quoted  from  English 
doctors  are  curiously  given.  One  doctor  is  described  as  "of 
the  Royal  College  of  Professors,"  London ;  another  as  an 
"ex-surgeon  at  the  Central,"  London  ;  another  a  3  "member 
of  the  Royal  Faculty  of  Medicine,"  London;  and  another  as 
a  "  member  of  the  Indian  Council,"  London.  But  the  gem 
testimonial  is  quoted  from  a  doctor  at  Pontardulais,  who 
says:— "I  have  tested  the  Rhum  St  James  in  comparison 
with  certain  brandies,  gins,  and  whiskies  of  the  best  marks 
by  macerating  in  each  2  drachms  of  fresh  liver  in  4  drachms 
of  the  respective  spirits.  The  results  have  decided  me  to 
adopt  the  Rhum  St.  James's  in  all  cases  where  an  alcoholic 
stimulant  is  required." 

A  new  form  of  advertising  now  adopted  in  some  French 
provincial  towns  is  by  means  of  a  shield  or  escutcheon  on 
the  lamp-posts,  a  little  below  the  lamp.  In  a  recent  journey 
(writes  our  French  coi respondent)  I  noticed  at  Nantes  that 
Nestle  had  adopted  this  system  largely  for  his  milk  food. 
The  Swiss  makers  naturally  advertise  largely  in  France ;  one 
sees  Maggi's  concentrated-soup  announcements  everywhere. 
Liebig's  have  got  up  a  neat  littl  e  metal  affair  like  a  public- 
house  signboard,  with  a  gilded  bullock  above,  which  is  very 
conspicuous  just  now  in  many  big  provincial  towns.  The 
"  Sparklets "  people  have  posters  everywhere,  and  I  saw 
samples  of  their  invention  in  pharmacies  at  Bayonne  and 
other  towns.  They  have,  likewise,  a  very  conspicuous 
illuminated  sign  on  the  Grand  Boulevards  at  Paris.  A  comic 
French  showcard  now  much  in  evidence  is  that  of  "Phenol 
Boboeaf  "  (for  disinfecting).  It  is  in  many  pharmacy  win- 
dows and  represents  a  winged  gentleman  in  spectacles 
(presumably  the  pharmacien-inventor)  who  swoops  down  on 
and  puts  to  flight  a  host  of  insanitary  and  dangerous  pests.

They  are  very  tiny  tabloids,  a  roll  of 
80  of  tnein  going  into  an  inch  space,  but  they  do  the  work 
all  right — viz  ,  colour  corneal  ulcers  or  denuded  epithelium 
green  and  healthy  parts  yellow.  The  colour  persists  for  an 
hour  or  two.

PHENALGIN. — Mr.  E.  J.  Reid,  11  Basinghall  Street,  E.C  , 
agent  in  this  country  for  the  Etna  Chemical  Company,  New 
York,  sends  us  a  sample  of  phenalgin,  manufactured  by  that 
company.    It  is  an  amido-benzene  derivative,  and  occurs  as 


a  white  powder  with  the  odour  and  taste  of  ammonia.  It  is 
administered  in  5  to  10  gr.  doses,  and  has  antimalarial, 
antipyretic,  and  antineurnlgic  properties.  The  remedy 
appears  to  enjoy  a  good  reputation  in  the  United  States,  and 
in  this  country  it  is  steadily  making  headway.  Chemists 
can  obtain  the  remedy  as  a  powder  in  1  oz.  bottles,  also  in 
compressed  tablets  each  containing  2h  gr.  of  phenalgin.  Mr. 
Reid  will  supply  any  chemist  with  literature  respecting 
phenalgin,  and  with  a  physician's  sample. 

Beraudine  Peat-wool. — Messrs.  Brion,  Pate,  Burke  & 
Co.,  6  Wool  Exchange,  Basinghall  Street,  E.C,  are  the  manu- 
facturers of  a  number  of  articles  from  peat,  which  ought  to 
be  useful  additions  to  the  chemists'  stock,  as  medical  men 
now  appreciate  the  remarkable  absorptive  properties  of  peat- 
moss. The  wool  is  simply  vegetable  debris  obtained  from 
the  peat-moss  of  France,  and  purified  so  that  nothing  remains 
except  the  vegetable  fibre  perfectly  free  from  dust.  In  the 
compressed  state  this  fibre  is  used  for  veterinary  and  surgical 
purposes,  as  well  as  in  the  manufacture  of  several  fabrics. 
It  is  only  the  coarsest  kind  of  fibres  that  are  used  for 
veterinary-purpose3 ;  the  finest  are  reserved  for  human  use. 
We  are  told  that  no  fewer  than  sixty  distinct  kinds  of  vas- 
cular tissue  are  represented  in  the  wool.  Amongst  the 
articles  manufactured  are  the  following  :  surgical  pads,  con- 
sisting of  a  layer  of  beraudine  enclosed  in  gauze.  These 
pads  are  6  inches  square,  and  a  hermetically-sealed  package 
containing  a  dozen  of  them  measures  about  5  inches  high, 
but,  when  released,  each  pad  swells  up  to  nearly  2  inches 
in  thickness.  The  pad  absorbs  many  times  its  weight  of 
moisture,  or  about  double  its  volume.  From  this  fact  it  can 
be  judged  that  the  pads  are  of  great  value  in  surgery.  There 
are  also  made  from  beraudine  towel-lines  (for  ladies'  use), 
accouchement  -  sheets,  babies'  cot  -  blankets,  and  closet- 
covers,  which  are  not  only  comfortable  but  antiseptic.  A 
similar  composition,  felted,  and  going  by  the  name  of  Tiger 
felt,  is  used  for  making  chest-protectors,  &c. ;  1\  to  Yl\  per 
cent,  composition  is  known  as  pantanelle,  and  tweeds  con- 
taining up  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  peat- wool  are  also  produced, 
which  are  a  third  warmer  than  the  wool  itself  because  of 
the  highly  non-conducting  properties  of  the  peat.  The  firm 
use  the  dusty  fibre,  obtained  in  purifying  the  peat,  as  the 
basis  of  disinfecting-powder,  which  presents  the  absorptive 
properties  of  the  basis  while  diffusing  a  very  pleasant  odour 
wherever  it  is  employed.  Medicated  surgical  dressings  are 
prepared  from  beraudine  by  Mr  John  Milne  ;  a  list  of  these 
can  be  obtained  from  Messrs.  Brion,  Pate\  Burke  &  Co.

Borax  in  Bacon. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Monday  Mr.  Kilbride  a^ked 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  whether  he  was 
aware  that  foreign  bacon  imported  into  this  country  had 
been  found  to  contain  0  33  per  cent,  of  boric  acid,  and  that  the 
French  authorities  had  refused  to  admit  the  importation  of 
bacon  thus  preserved  on  the  ground  that  it  was  injurious  to 
health;  whether  he  was  aware  that  the  law  in  Brazil  pro- 
hibited the  use  of  borax  as  a  food-preservative  ;  and  whether, 
in  view  of  the  action  taken  by  other  Governments,  inquiry 
would  be  made  into  the  use  of  borax  in  the  interest  ot  the 
public  health. 

Mr.  Chaplin  asked  permission  to  aDstver  the  question.  He 
was  not  aware  of  the  facts  alleged,  but  he  had  been  con- 
sidering the  desirability  of  instituting  an  inquiry  such  as 
that  suggested,  and  if  it  should  appear  to  be  necessary  or 
desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  public  health,  it  would  be 
ius  duty  to  direct  it. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Bill. 

The  motion  for  the  committal  of  this  Bill  stands  on  the 
orders  at  present  for  Monday  next ;  there  are  ten  pages  of 
amendments  set  down  for  consideration.  Sir  Charles 
Cameron,  Mr.  Kearley,  Mr.  Lough,  Mr.  Hiywood  Johnstone, 
Mr.  Kilbride,  Mr.  Lambert,  Mr.  Jeffreys,  Mr.  Strachey,  Mr. 
Galloway,  and  Mr.  Phillips  are  among  the  members  who  are 
interesting  themselves  in  the  Bill.  A  Urge  cumber  of  the 
amendments  aim  at  increasing  the  severity  of  the  penalties, 
but  Sir  Charles  Cameron  is  anxious  to  graft  on  to  the 
Government  measure  several  of  the  more  important  clauses 
recommended  by  the  Select  Committee.  He  seeks,  for 
instance,  to  establish  the  Standing  Committee  of  Reference 
on  food  standards.  He  would  make  the  provisions  of  the 
original  Act  apply  as  well  to  wholesale  as  to  retail  dealers, 
;ind  he  proposes  that  the  law  shall  assume  an  implied 
warranty  of  every  article  of  food  or  drug  sold  by  wholesale. 
That  is  to  say,  instead  of  requiring  the  wholesale  firm  as 
now  to  give  a  specific  written  warranty  before  liability  can  be 
.assumed,  such  firm  will  be  held  liable  unless  a  specific 
written  repudiation  of  guarantee  be  given. 

The  Metric  System. 

A  deputation  organised  by  the  Decimal  Association  waited 
■on  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Wednesday.  Sir 
Samuel  Montagu,  M  T.,  Sir  Henry  Roscoe,  Mr.  Arnold-Forster, 
M.P.,  and  others,  urged  the  compulsory  adoption  of  the 
metric  system  from  January  1.  190 L.  Mr.  Ritchie,  in  reply, 
reminded  the  deputation  of  the  Act  passed  in  1E98  making 
the  metric  system  legal,  and  said  there  was  no  reason  now 
why  exporters  should  not  adopt  the  system  at  once  The 
latest  revised  instructions  of  the  Education  Department 
made  the  teaching  of  the  metric  system  compulsory  in  Board 
Schools.  The  Board  of  Trade  were  prepared  with  metric 
standards,  but  only  seventeen  of  the  whole  of  the  local 
authorities  in  the  country  had  come  to  them  to  verify  their 
standards.  He  thought  the  compulsory  adoption  of  the 
system  would  only  lead  to  chaos  and  confusion. 

Keen  interest  (says  H.  W.  L.  in  the  Daily  News)  is  taken 
in  the  House  of  Commons  by  the  advocates  of  the  metric 
system  in  the  course  that  will  be  adopted  by  the  United 
States  in  respect  of  the  Philippines,  Porto  Rico,  and  Cuba. 
In  all  these  countries  the  metric  system  is  in  vogue,  whereas 
in  the  United  States,  as  in  England,  a  more  cumbersome 
system  prevails.  Will  the  United  States  insist  on  her  new 
acquisitions  taking  a  retrograde  step  in  this  respect,  or  will 
they  be  permitted  to  conduct  their  business  as  heretofore  1 

Condensed  Milk. 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Long,  President  of  the  Board  of  Agri- 
culture, on  Monday  received  a  deputation  consisting  of 
representatives  of  metropolitan  and  provincial  local  autho- 
rities, whose  principal  object  was  to  ask  for  a  clause  in  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Bill  to  make  it  imperative  for  manufacturers 
to  label  tins  of  condensed  skimmed  or  separated  milk  so  as 
to  indicate  that  it  was  unfit  for  the  food  of  children  and 
inva'ids. 


Dr.  Smith,  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of 
the  Camberwell  Vestry,  declared  that  children  brought  up 
on  condensed  milk  invariably  suffered  from  rickets,  and  Dr. 
Stocker  (Willesden)  declared  that  piuctically  40  per  cent, 
of  the  children  who  died  in  his  district  last  summer  expired 
from  the  effects  of  taking  condensed  milk. 

Mr.  Long  :  Is  that  children  under  three  years  of  age  ? 

Dr.  Stocker  :  No,  sir,  under  one  year.  He  suggested  that 
the  word  milk  should  not  be  used  at  all  for  such  an  article. 
He  suggestel  "  Kasine  "  as  a  suitable  word.  He  would  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  condensed  milk  when  it  contained  less  than 
3  per  cent,  of  milk-fat 

Mr.  Cassall  (the  Public  Analyst  oE  Kensington)  stated 
that  in  some  cases  condensed  milk  contained  less  than  2  per 
cent,  of  milk-fat. 

Mr.  Long,  in  reply,  indicated  that  prohibition  of  the  sale 
of  condensed  skimmed-milk  would  not  be  tolerated  by  the 
people,  but  he  thought  some  provision  should  be  made 
to  ensure  that  the  public  would  know  what  they  were 
getting  when  they  bought  cheap  articles.  The  Bill  would  be 
considered  after  Easter  by  a  Grand  Committee,  and  any 
practical  suggestions  would  be  considered  by  the  Govern- 
ment. 

Legal  Assassination. 
Mr.  Jesse  Collings  is  perhaps  the  most  benevolent  looking 
member  of  the  House  of  Commons.  There  is  a  suspicion 
that  he  is  a  little  ashamed  of  his  gentle  appearance,  and 
that  for  this  reason  he  is  fond  of  assuming  a  truculent 
manner  which  is  almost  ludicrously  out  of  harmony  with  the 
rest  of  him.  It  was  rather  curious  that  Mr.  Collings  should 
have  been  required  to  officially  defend  those  two  monstro- 
sities of  our  law,  un-scheduled  carbolic  acid  and  low-flash 
petroleum,  within  a  few  days  of  ea;h  other  last  week.  In 
replying  to  Dr.  Farquharson  about  the  former  Mr.  Collings 
did  not  appropriate  to  himself  personally  any  share  of  the 
guilt  which  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  seem  to  be  so 
proud  of.  Bat  he  rather  s?emed  to  enjoy  conveying 
to  Parliament  the  refusal  of  the  authorities  to  adopt  what 
every  humane  and  logically- minded  person  would  regard 
as  the  proper  course  in  relation  to  a  substance  which  ha* 
acquired  such  pre-eminence  as  an  actual  though  not  a 
statutory  poison.  But  Mr.  Collinss's  resistance  to  the 
humanitarian  objects  of  Mr.  Reckitt's  Petroleum  Bill  was 
apparently  most  earnest,  not  to  say  violent  The  contempt 
with  which  the  Government  treat  the  conclusions  of  the 
Select  Committees  appointed  for  the  express  purpose  of 
sifting  the  details  of  proposed  legislation  must,  we  should 
think,  in  course  of  time  discourage  members  from  giving  up 
so  much  valuable  time  to  the  work  connected  with  them.  In 
the  instances  of  the  Shop-hours  Bill,  the  Adulteration  Acts,

the  Metric  Measures  legislation,  and  now  of  the  Petroleum 
Acts,  the  conclusions  of  the  Committees,  arrived  at  after 
long  and  patient  investigation,  have  been  generally  dis- 
regarded. But  of  this  flash-point  question  we  shall  hear 
much  more.  Mr.  Collings  is  somewhat  va;j,ue  as  yet  as  to 
when  the  Government  Petroleum  Bill  will  be  submitted. 
Probably  he  has  not  made  np  his  mind  how  little  he  dare 
propose.  He  may  or  may  not  have  seen  his  way  to  a  scheme 
to  regulate  lamps,  but  such  an  interference  with  a  manu- 
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facture  which  is  both  home  and  foreign  will  necessarily 
involve  very  complicated  arrangements.  It  is  rumoured 
that  the  Government  will  try  to  compromise  on  the  flash- 
point question  by  suggesting  85°  F.  as  the  limit  of  petroleum 
which  may  be  dealt  in  without  restriction,  instead  of  73°  F., 
which  is  the  present  limit. 

The  history  of  this  flash-point  controversy  is  briefly  this. 
In  1868  Professor  Abel,  Professor  Attfield,  and  Dr.  Letheby 
were  employed  by  the  Government  to  experiment  and  advise. 
They  recommended  the  use  of  a  half  filled  cup  (to  screen 
the  oil  from  draughts')  and  100°  F.  limit.  This  was  accepted, 
and  inserted  in  the  Bill  of  1868 ;  but  the  trade  demanded 
a  filled  cup,  with  nothing  to  screen  the  oil  from  draughts. 
Professor  Attfield  protested,  but  the  Government  yielded, 
and  the  result  was  a  practical  lowering  of  the  flash-point 
temperature  by  27°.  Subsequently  Professor  Abel  devised 
the  closed  apparatus  now  in  use,  and  in  the  Act  of  1879  this 
was  substituted  for  the  open  test,  and  the  corresponding 
temperature  of  73°,  which  was  practically  what  had  come  to 
be  the  test,  was  prescribed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  100° 
was  what  was  originally  intended.  That  which  was  substi- 
tuted for  it  (73°)  is  a  common  room-temperature  in  these 
islands.  An  oil  that  gives  off  vapour  sufficiently  fast  at  73° 
to  form  an  explosive  mixture  with  the  adjacent  air  must  be 
dangerous.  The  purpose  of  the  Act  is,  roughly,  to  separate 
spirit  from  oil.  It  nowhere  prohibits  the  use  of  the  former, 
but  it  places  it  under  special  restrictions.  There  is  abundant 
evidence  that  if  the  flash-point  were  raised  to  100°,  the  price 
of  oil  would  be  scarcely  affected — not  more  than  \d.  per 
gallon.  The  real  objection  of  the  American  refiners  is  that 
they  would  have  so  much  more  spirit  on  their  hands  than  the 
market  demands  at  present,  that  they  fear  the  loss  there- 
upon would  be  considerable. 


i£tbpl  IFUtnte. 

A  Simple  Apparatus  for  Preparing  it. 

By  P.  F.  White. 


THE  apparatus  here  illustrated  can  be  made  with  materials 
at  hand  in  most  pharmacies,  and  is  suitable  for  making 
about  3  oz.  of  ethyl  nitrite  at  a  time.  The  stand  A  is  about 
2  feet  high,  and  may  be  a  retort-stand  or  a  similar  con- 
struction of  wood.  A  wide-mouth  30-oz.  bottle,  b,  is  fitted 
with  a  good  cork  bored  with  three  holes.  One  of  these  is 
for  the  thermometer.  Another  is  fitted  with 
a  long  tube  reaching  to  the  bottom,  and 
slightly  curved  at  the  top  to  assist  fitting 
The  remaining  hole  is  fitted  with  the  tube  G, 
the  limb  inside  being  long  enough  to  reach 
nearly  to  the  middle  of  the  bottle,  the  out- 
side limb  being  shorter.  C  is  a  narrow-mouth 
bottle  fitted  with  a  cork  bored  for  two  tubes, 
one  of  which,  B,  reaches  to  the  bottom  and 
is  bent  in  the  form  of  a  (J  at  one  end.  The 
other,  D,  is  just  long  enough  to  reach  through 
fa  the  cork,  and  is  curved  outside  the  bottle  to 
facilitate  connection 
with  the  long  tube 
in  B.  The  connection 
is  made  with  india- 
rubber  tube,  and  can 
be  opened  or  closed 
by  the  pinchcock  H. 
In  using  the  appa- 
ratus the  bottle  b  is 
surrounded  by  a  mix- 
ture of  ice  and  salt, 
and  in  it  is  placed  a 
solution  of  sodium 
nitrite  72  grammes  in 
water  to  250  c.c.  The 
_\  bottle  c  is  discon- 
nected, and  the  follow- 
ing solution  at  0°  C. 
is  placed  in  it: — Sulphuric  acid  27  c.c,  water  200  c.c, 
mix  and  add  alcohol  (90  per  cent.)  64  c.c.  Keconnect  the 
bottles  and  place  C  on  the  stand,  as  in  the  illustration. 
Allow  the  acid  solution  to  run  into  b  a  few  drops  at  a  time 


by  means  of  the  pinchcock.  If  the  temperature  rises  above 
4°  C.  stop  runniDg  the  solution  in  until  it  is  down  again  to 
0°  O.  When  all  the  solution  is  in,  shake  B  well  and  allow  to 
stand.  The  ethyl  nitrite  will  float  on  the  surface  of  the 
liquid  in  B.  The  tube  G  is  pushed  down  until  the  lower  end 
is  just  above  the  line  of  demarcation  between  the  two 
liquids,  and  the  tube  D  is  drawn  up  until  clear  of  the 
liquids  (first  disconnecting  the  rubber  tube),  and  on  gently 
blowing  through  it  the  ethyl  nitrite  can  be  blown  through  G 
into  a  separator  and  parified  in  the  usual  manner.

A  Complete  System  of  Nursing.  Written  by  medical  men 
and  nurses.

Different  diseases  require  different  styles  of  nursing* 
This  is  apparently  the  argument  of  this  book.  It  begins  with 
a  chapter  on  the  hygiene  of  the  sick-room,  then  takes  up 
diseases  in  order — eg.,  those  of  the  respiratory  system, 
heart,  kidneys,  skin,  fevers,  &c.  The  plan  is  to  describe  the 
more  pronounced  symptoms  of  the  diseases,  the  "  turns " 
they  are  apt  to  take,  the  common  treatment,  and  what  the 
nurse  is  expected  to  do.  Following  the  chapters  devoted  to 
these  matters  are  one  on  drugs  and  their  administration, 
and  others  on  surgical  work,  district,  private,  and  infirmary 
nursing,  and  sick-room  cookery.    It  is  a  most  valuable  book. 

llie  Manufacture  of  Varnishes,  Oil  Crushing,  Befining  and 
Boiling,  and  Kindred  Industries :  Translated  from  the 
French  of  Ach.  Livache.  Adapted  to  English  practice 
by  John  Geddes  McIntosh  (lecturer  and  demonstrator 
on  the  manufacture  of  painters'  oils,  colours,  and 
varnishes,  Kegent  Street  Polytechnic,  W.).  London, 
1899 :  Smith  &  Greenwood.  8vo.  Pp.  viii  +  403.  12s.  6d. 

This  volume  begins  with  descriptions  of  the  raw  materials 
used  in  varnish-making — viz.,  the  resins- — each  being  treated 
fully  as  to  origin,  classification  when  there  are  varieties  of 
a  specific  kind,  properties  (including  durability,  hardness, 
and  solubility),  and  in  most  cases  the  commercial  aspects  of 
the  resins  are  also  dealt  with.  In  the  second  chapter  colour- 
ing agents  are  treated,  the  third  deals  with  solvents,  and  the 
fourth  with  cleansing  and  garbling  of  resins.  These  matters 
occupy  up  to  page  151,  and  may  be  considered  preliminary, 
as  the  book  then  proceeds  to  discuss  technical  matters,  such 
as  the  fusing  of  resins  and  the  apparatus  used  for  this  pur- 
pose, the  manufacture  of  spirit- varnishes,  the  boiling  of  oils, 
preparation  and  composition  of  driers,  and  the  manufacture 
of  oil  and  resin  varnishes,  printers'  ink,  and  japans. 
Numerous  formula: — many  of  them  explicit,  but  a  large  pro- 
portion ambiguous — are  included  in  the  later  chapters. 

There  is  no  question  that  this  is  a  useful  book.  What  we 
cannot  understand  is  why  it  should  have  been  thought  neces- 
sary to  go  to  France  for  the  basis  of  it.  Had  Mr.  Mcintosh 
written  from  his  personal  knowledge  solely  he  would  have 
escaped  several  obvious  blunders,  and  we  should  have  had  a 
work  on  English  varnish-making  which  is  distinctly  wanted. 
But  whether  the  latter  is  achieved  or  not  by  avoiding  French 
varnish-books,  one  can  be  sure  of  avoiding  such  blunders  as 
the  following : — "  Nitric  ether  is  easily  procured  cheaply," 
and  "  many  shellac-varnishes  are  grossly  adulterated 
with  manilla  [copal]  and  resin  "  (page  20) ;  "  mastic  .... 
is  secreted  by  Bistachio  lentiscius"  (page  35),  and  "consists 
of  tears  from  J  to  J  inch  in  length  "  (page  36)  ;  "  benzoin 
is  the  product  of  Benzoin  officinale  hayne,  of  the  family  of 
the  Styracccc  "  (page  42),  and  in  three  paragraphs  on  page 
43  we  have  three  varieties  of  it  described — Siam  (correct), 
Sumatra  (quite  wrong),  and  common  or  Calcutta  benzoin 
(pure  nonsense).  We  cannot  place  the  onus  for  such 
blunders — and  there  are  many  more  of  the  same  nature  in 
the  book — entirely  on  the  French  author :  the  English  editor 
should  have  seen  that  the  English  text  was  brought  into  line 
with  English  knowledge.  The  absence  of  this  careful  editing 
is  particularly  noticeable  in  the  formulas,  where  quantities 
are  sometimes  stated  in  1,000  parts  or  2,000  parts,  and  no 
indication  is  given  as  to  whether  liquids  are  to  be  weighed 
or  measured.

The  Determination  of  Strychnine. 
Sib, — Referring  to  Mr.  Wippel  Gadd's  letter  in  your  issue 
of  March  4,  I  may  add  to  what  I  said  formerly  that  the 
strychnine  residues  which  I  obtain  are  white,  and  decrepitate 
strongly  when  moistened  with  chloroform  and  heated,  thus 
showing  approximate  purity.  I  modify  the  B.P.  method 
somewhat  by  warming  gently  with  the  sodium  carbonate, 
using  rather  less  water  and  more  chloroform,  and  agitating 
but  gently  the  first  time,  when  separation  occurs  immedi- 
ately. I  also  filter  the  acid  liquids  through  a  wet  filter  before 
precipitating.  Regarding  the  quantity  of  wash-water  desir- 
able further  experiment  is  necessary,  as  it  is  an  easy  matter 
by  slight  modifications  to  obtain  the  strychnine  ferrocyanide, 
either  in  coarse  or  in  very  fine  crystals,  and,  strange  to  say, 
the  coarse  are  much  more  soluble  in  the  wash-water  than  the 
fine. 

For  the  present  I  submit  tentatively  the  following  pre- 
cautious : — 

(a)  Gently  warm  the  syrupy  extract  with  strong  sodium- 
carbonate  solution. 

(*)  Filter  the  acid-alkaloidal  solution  through  wet  paper. 

(e)  Precipitate  in  a  beaker,  and  stir  immediately  after 
adding  ferrocyanide  solution. 

(d)  Avoid  excessive  washing.

Linimentum  Terebinthinee. 

Sib, — This  liniment  is  again  the  subject  of  discussion. 
By  many  it  was  thought  it  had  been  finally  settled,  but  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  compound  soon  convinces  one 
that  it  requires  more  than  ordinary  care  to  produce  a  lini- 
ment of  a  creamlike  consistence  that  will  not  separate. 

In  September  of  last  year  I  made  my  first  batch,  and  I 
remember  how  confidently  I  went  to  work  with  the  new 
formula,  feeling  sure  that  the  compilers  of  the  B.P.  had  now 
given  us  an  easier  method  of  producing  the  liniment.  I 
soon  found  that  by  ordinary  treatment  it  could  not  be  made, 
and,  as  time  did  not  allow  me  to  commence  again,  I  used  a 
rotary  egg- mixer,  which  in  a  few  minutes  made  a  liniment 
which  was  most  satisfactory,  and  which  remained  per- 
manently creamlike.  Since  then  I  have  found  others  come 
to  grief  in  a  similar  manner,  so  I  was  prompted  to  make 
some  experiments  to  find  an  easier  method  of  production.  I 
found  that  the  application  of  a  little  heat  often  brought 
about  the  desired  change,  and  sometimes  the  addition  of  a 
little  water  greatly  accelerated  matters.  TakiDg  the  B.P. 
formula  as  it  stands,  I  do  not  think  it  can  be  improved, 
because,  if  time  is  no  object,  it  produces  a  splendid  pre- 
paration, providing  the  turpentine  be  added  in  very  small 
quantities.  Two  samples  made  six  months  ago  are  now  as 
homogeneous  as  when  first  made,  which  cannot  be  said  of 
others  made  by  modifications  of  the  formula.  I  have 
noticed  one  curious  feature — viz.,  that  when  a  period  of  rest 
was  allowed  to  what  looked  like  a  bad  mixture,  little 
difficulty  was  found  in  properly  finishing  it.  One  of  the 
difficulties  is  to  dissolve  the  soap  in  the  water ;  it  can  be 
overcome  by  the  aid  of  heat,  or  by  a  few  strokes  of  the 
egg-mixer,  and  when  the  latter  is  used  the  turpentine  can 
be  added  in  three  or  four  portions,  and  the  liniment  made 
in  less  than  five  minutes,  the  only  objection  being  that  it 
froths  a  good  deal. 

The  method  I  adopt  now  is  to  put  all  the  ingredients  into 
a  large  wide-mouthed  bottle  and  allow  them  to  remain  till 
the  soap  has  dissolved,  which  with  some  kinds  takes  nearly 
a  week ;  then  the  bottle  is  well  shaken,  and  a  liniment  is 
made  which  is  as  satisfactory  as  any  I  have  seen.    For  this 


purpose  I  have  two  bottles,  one  with  the  liniment  in  use  and 
the  other  in  preparation.  Should  it  show  any  tendency  to 
separate  after  an  hour  it  should  be  again  shaken,  then  it 
usually  remains  permanent. 

By  the  following  processes  liniments  have  been  made 
which  have  kept  their  creamlike  appearance  for  some  con- 
siderable time,  depending  upon  the  kind  of  soap  used,  the 
sapo.  mollis  viridis  answering  best: — 

1.  Soap  dissolved  in  boiling  water,  then  added  while  hot 
to  the  turpentine  and  camphor  in  a  bottle. 

2  Soap  dissolved  in  the  turpentine  warmed,  water  added 
all  at  once,  stirred,  and  then  shaken  in  a  bottle. 

3.  Dissolve  the  soap  in  the  turpentine  in  a  mortar,  add 
water  all  at  once,  allow  to  rest  for  half  an  hour,  and  then  mix. 

4.  As  above,  pour  in  bottle,  and  shake  occasionally. 

I  cannot  say  that  these  compare  well  with  the  B.P. 
method  when  much  time  has  been  taken  in  making,  bat 
they  may  be  of  service  where  it  is  not  possible  to  give  the 
time  necessary  to  follow  the  Pharmacopoeia  instructions.

Analysts  and  Essential  Oils. 

Sir, — Your  readers  are  aware  that  a  'crusade  has  been 
started  against  eucalyptus  oil  by  certain  public  analysts — so 
far,  with  disastrous  results  to  the  retailer.  I  should  like  to 
draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  is  the  commencement  of 
an  active  attack  on  essential  oils  generally.  A  number  of 
samples  of  juniper  oil  have  already  been  taken,  and  it  is 
alleged  that  these  consist  of  juniper-wood  oil  (so-called). 
Summonses  have  actually  been  served,  and  the  cases  are  down 
for  heariDg  shortly.  1  believe  several  most  respected  whole- 
salers in  London  are  involved.  I  have  good  reason  for  stating 
that  oils  of  rosemary,  lemon,  aniseed,  and  several  others  will 
ere  long  follow,  and  it  is  to  the  interests  of  chemists  to  be 
exceedingly  careful  with  their  stocks  of  these  articles  just 
now.  This  is  rendered  the  more  important  by  the  fact  that 
the  London  dealers  are  in  this  matter  frequently  in  the  hands 
of  foreign  distillers.  Out  of  about  eighty  samples  of  the 
oils  mentioned  which  I  have  examined  during  January  and 
February,  all  from  usual  trade  sources,  I  found  no  fewer 
than  twenty,  or  25  per  cent.,  adulterated.

Wanted,  Details  abovit  Digitoxin. 

Sir, — An  interesting  little  monograph  about  digitoxin  has 
recently  been  issued,  but  the  references  to  the  pharmacology 
are  rather  meagre. 

Information  is  lacking  on  the  point  whether  digitoxin  is 
compatible  with  alkalies,  such  as  soda  or  potash.  Singer 
asserts  that  the  fixed  alkalies  are  incompatible  with  the 
belladonna  alkaloids.  Also,  if  it  can  be  prescribed  with 
mineral  or  vegetable  acids,  with  iron  salts,  with  vegetable 
infusions,  with  albuminoids. 

On  the  Continent  the  practice  prevails  of  giving  one 
remedy  at  a  time,  and  then  the  formulas  given  may  be  of 
use ;  but  in  these  parts  remedies  are  usually  prescribed  in 
combination,  hence  the  importance  of  such  details.

Sir,— I  have  just  dispensed  the  following,  and  the 
anomaly  of  sending  out  the  two  bottles,  each  containing 
the  same  ingredients,  struck  me  as  peculiar  in  the  light  of 
the  new  poisons  enactment : —

Sig. :  A  teaspoonful  thrice  daily  after  food.  ■ 

Lotio  hydrarg.  perchlor.  (1-1,000)...  gij 
Sig. :  Apply  with  a  piece  of  lint. 

The  lotion,  of  course,  was  sent  out  in  a  bottle  distinguish- 
able by  touch,  with  a  poison-lpbel  attached ;  while  three 
times  the  amount  of  the  same  "  poison "  was  sent  out  in 
an  "  ordinary  medicine-bottle."

Sib, — The  suggestion  of  your  correspondent.  Mr.  Clark 2, 
of  Gravesend,  is  very  good,  but  a  bstter  still  was  in  a 
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previous  number — viz.,  to  have  "  caps  "  of  a  very  descriptive 
character  to  go  over  the  stoppers  of  each  bottle. 

If  the  "  Stipendum"  or  other  company  would  prepare 
some  corrugated  caps  of  different  sizes,  which  by  touch 
alone  would  give  what  is  required  by  the  regulations,  they 
would  answer  all  purposes,  and  the  makers  would  find  a 
ready  sale  for  them.  Ti3  the  pride  of  all  good  chemists  to 
have  as  much  uniformity  as  possible  in  their  rows  of  bottles, 
but  this  would  be  entirely  destroyed  if  any  of  a  different 
shape  and  character  were  used.  It  is  too  bad  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  to  bind  us  with  these  regulatious, 
which  most  of  us  have  adopted  years  ago,  while  all  medical 
•men  are  still  allowed  to  go  scot-free.  [The  Council  is  not 
to  blame  for  that,  but  the  Act— Ed.  (J.  $  Z>.]  Only  this 
week  I  visited  a  friend  who  was  ill  and  confined  to  his 
bedroom.  On  the  mantelpiece  I  noticed,  side  by  side,  a 
<5-oz.  bottle  containing  his  medicine,  and  a  3  oz.  one — same 
shape  and  description — containing  a  liniment,  which  I  found 
to  be  lin.  bellad.  and  lin.  saponis.  What  would  have  become 
of  a  poor  chemist  if  he  had  sent  it  out  in  this  fashion  and 
an  accident  occurred  ?  Five  years'  penal  servitude,  I 
suppose.

Sis, — I  am  fully  aware  that  the  time  limit  for  receiving 
-•any  communications  from  competitors  for  the  prizj  offered 
by  the  proprietors  has  been  exceeded,  and  I  am  not  so 
-conceited  as  to  suppose  that  my  suggestion  which  I  am 
.going  to  make  would  be  far  superior  to  others  that  have 
been  sent  to  you ;  but  my  chief  object  is  to  point  out  how 
'bottles  for  private  use  might  be  made  that  would  not  be 
more  expensive  than  those  in  use  now,  and  less  liable  to 
be  injurious  by  the  carelessness  of  persons  taking  the  wrong 
tiottle  where,  for  some  purposes,  others  are  on  the  same 
table  or  shelf.  It  is  most  likely  that  my  idea  may  b3 
considered  too  simple,  bat  this,  in  my  opinion,  is  rather  an 
.advantage.  I  claim  for  it  three  things — simplicity,  safety, 
-economy.  In  your  directions  to  competitors  you  lay  much 
stress  upon  the  sense  of  feeling,  and  the  word  "  touch " 
frequently  occurs.  If  something  different  in  the  shape  of 
a  bottle  had  been  used,  the  valuable  life  of  the  Rev.  A.  K. 
Boyd  would  not  have  been  sacrificed.  Oiher  cases  from 
similar  defect  may  be  in  your  recollection.  I  enclose  a 
rough  sketch,  which  will  show  the  addition  I  suggest,  which 
in  the  process  of  making  such  bottles  would  not  add  to  their

The  New  "Weapon  against  the  Companies. 

Sib, — If  "Legitimate  Chemist's"  business  mefchods^are  so 
■irreproachable  as  his  letter  in  your  issue  of  March  4  sug- 
gests, why  hide  himself  behind  a  nom  de  plume  1  We  so 
little  feared  criticism  of  our  circular  to  which  he  refers  that 
we  sent  a  complete  copy  of  it  to  The  Chemist  and 
Dbuggist  for  publication  as  a  weapon  against  the  com- 
panies. We  also  received  commendatory  letters  both  from 
•retail  and  wholesale  houses,  and  in  several  cases  were  asked 
for  copies  for  its  reproduction  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

"Legitimate  Chemist"  is  wrong  in  stating  that  we  are 
championing  the  cause  against  "  cutters."  Competition  is, 
and  always  will  be,  one  of  the  most  desirable  conditions  of 
commercial  life.  NothiDg  can  put  an  end  to  it,  and  one  of 
the  best  weapons  against  the  companies  which  chemists  can 
«mploy  is  by  meeting  them  on  their  own  ground.  Com- 
panies are  continually  going  out  of  their  way  to  impress 
upon  the  public  that  chemists  are  legalised  highwaymen  and 
that  they  themselves  are  public  benefactors.  Shall  we  keep 
silence,  and  allow  the  public  to  believe  that  the  only  drog- 
establishment3  where  honest  value  can  be  obtained  are  the 
stores  of  the  limited  companies  ?  Emphatically,  no.  What 
we  are  contending  for  is  the  use  of  what  we  consider  per- 
fectly justifiable  and  legitimate  means  to  put  down  unjust 
-competition,  and  we  maintain,  to  put  the  subject  on  a 
military  footing,  that  when  an  assistant  declares  his  inten- 
tion of  transferring  his  services  to  the  enemy,  it  is  anything 
font  modest  on  his  part  to  ask  you  to  supply  him  witti 


powder  and  shot  wherewith  to  damage  your  fortifications. 
We  care  not  who  sells  toilet-soaps,  tooth-brushes,  and  photo- 
graphic sundries,  but  we  do  care  who  uses  the  title  "  chemist 
and  druggist  "  and  enjoys  the  privileges  honestly  belonging 
to  these,  and  those  only,  who  have  qualified  for  it. 

Mr.  Lorimer's  tottering  structure,  which  he  has  endea- 
voured to  shore  up  with  four  rotten  props,  is  rapidly  coming 
to  the  ground. 

I.  is  not  worthy  of  notice.  What  control  have  the 
assistants  over  the  prices?  None  whatever.  Ergo,  where 
is  the  argument  1 

II.  Can  Mr.  Lorimer  deny  that  the  "  commission  system," 
so  generally  practised  in  these  establishments,  is  mainly  to 
stimulate  the  pushing  of  proprietary  substitutes  ? 

III.  If  there  be  any  truth  in  the  statement — which  we 
question — Mr.  Lorimer's  own  statements  go  to  show  that  the 
assistants  accept  these  positions  solely  for  present  financial 
gain,  and  so  the  quality  of  materials  they  sell  is  no  more  to 
their  credit  or  discredit  than  is  that  of  favourable  prices. 

IV.  is  a  statement,  not  a  proof,  and  we  defy  Mr.  Lorimer 
to  produce  any.  If  the  company-assistants  do  not  prescribe 
in  the  ordinary  sens3  of  the  word,  it  is  because  they  are 
simply  used  as  pushing-machines  for  the  tremendous  number 
of  substitutes  for  well-known  proprietaries  produced  by 
these  firms,  and  if  it  is  a  sin  to  encroach  upon  the  domain 
of  medicine,  what  about  the  unqualified  encroacher  on 
pharmacy  and  the  assistants  who  aid  and  abet  them  ?  One 
wholesale  firm,  writing  us  on  the  subject,  express  their 
astonishment  at  the  correspondence  being  taken  up  by  the 
'  high-priest  of  the  draper  and  grocer." 

Mr.  Lorimer  contests  the  "professional  '  position  of  phar- 
macy !  If  not  a  profession,  what  means  all  this  struggling 
for  the  recognition  of  individual  responsibility  and  qualifi- 
cation ?  Is  not  a  profession  any  calling  for  the  practice  of 
which  State  examination  is  required?  We  maintain  that 
pharmacy  is  a  profession,  and  but  for  the  fact  that  its  prac- 
titioners are  shopkeepers  would  long  ago  have  occupied  a 
much  more  dignified  position  in  public  esteem.  Until  the 
practice  of  pharmacy  by  unqualified  persons  become  penal, 
the  intelligent  law-abiding  chemist  must  continue  to  eke 
out  an  existence  on  his  shopkeeping  as  best  he  can.  We 
do  not  intend  to  write  further  on  this  subject,  but  are  glad 
to  know  that  some  are  taking  up  the  nse  of  the  weapon  we 
have  suggested.

Apprenticeship  and  Qualification, 

SiE, — In  your  last  issue  you  remark  on  the  dearth  of 
apprentices  and  seem  inclined  to  attribute  it  to  the  increas- 
ing stringency  of  our  examinations.  That  may  be  one  of  the 
causes,  but,  I  think,  not  the  chief.  Is  it  likely  that  parents 
will  apprentice  a  boy  to  a  chemist  and  pay  a  premium,  how- 
ever moderate,  when  by  going  to  a  doctor's  surgery  for  a  few 
hours  a  day  the  lad  can  earn  a  small  wage  and  attain  the 
same  end  at  much  less  trouble  and  expense  ?  Or,  what  is 
just  as  common,  a  drug-company  will  be  glad  to  take  him 
without  any  premium,  or  even  pay  him  wages  at  once.  To 
my  mind  there  is  no  reform  more  necessary  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical world  than  one  giviDg  to  chemists,  and  chemists 
only,  the  right  of  producing  the  future  generation  of 
chemists. 

Under  present  conditions  the  Minor  examination  is  practi- 
cally open  to  the  world.  A  man  has  only  to  get  a  declaration 
signed  (not  necessarily  by  a  chemist)  that  he  has  spent  three 
years  in  dispensing  prescriptions  Those  who  suffer  are  the 
retail-chemists  who  are  now  unable  to  get  apprentices,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  diminution  of  business  due  to  the  companies, 
who  would  have  to  close  three-fourths  of  their  branches  were 
it  not  for  the  unfailing  supply  of  qualified  men  who,  never 
having  been  in  a  pharmacy,  are  compelled  to  serve  the 
"  stores."  This  is  no  myth  :  the  manager  of  a  "  store  "  in 
this  street  has  never  been  in  a  private  pharmacy  in  his  life. 
He  obtained  his  dispensing-experience  in  a  surgery,  and 
after  repeated  failures  passed  his  Minor  with  the  help  of  a 
crammer.  Is  it  fair  that  doctors  should  be  thus  enabled  to 
take  the  bread  out  of  our  mouths?  Why  should  tht y  be  able 
to  send  their  stable-boys  in  for  our  examinations  and  thus 
both  deprive  us  of  apprentices  and  enable  the  companies  to 
keep  open-shop?  Practically  all  the  branches  of  a  drug- 
company  have  two  or  mere  boys  on  the  premises,  and,  if 
they  have  done  nothiDg  but  dust  bottles  and  clean  windows, 
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they  can  obtain  without  the  least  difficulty  the  usual  declara 
tion  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  accepts  it  It  is  possible 
and  probable,  that  men  have  passed  the  Minor  examination 
who  have  never  dispensed  a  prescription  outside  a  school 
The  Council  of  the  Society  have  had  their  attention  drawn 
to  this,  but  take  no  notice.  I  believe  that  a  Bill  giving  the 
P  S.  the  power  to  regulate  apprenticeship  would  pats  easily 
The  Legislature  would  see  at  once  that  a  man  wishing  to 
become  a  pharmacist  must  learn  something  more  than  mere 
dispensing.  It  should  be  impossible  for  anyone  to  enter  for 
our  examinations  who  had  not  spent  three  years  under  the 
tuition  of  a  fully  qualified  chemist,  and  to  ensure  this  all 
articles  of  apprenticeship  should  be  stamped  by  the  Society 
at  least  three  years  before  the  Minor  certificate  is  granted. 
Such  a  reform  would  do  far  more  for  the  trade  than  a  com 
pulsory  six  months'  curriculum  in  a  school,  as  every  chemist 
would  be  able  to  obtain  a  premium  with  his  apprentices,  and 
the  Society  could  insist  that  time  must  be  allowed  for  study, 
thus  spreading  instruction  over  a  longer  period.  If  this 
were  brought  about,  in  a  few  years  the  stores  would  have  to 
begin  to  close  their  branches  for  lack  of  qualified  men 
They  will  never  lack  these  so  long  as  every  surgery  and  every 
store  in  the  country  are  turniDg  out  year  after  year  men  "  who 
have  spent  three  years  in  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions." 
But  what  must  be  said  of  a  Council  who  in  face  of  all  this 
spend  their  time  in  producing  bogus  Bills  which  they  know 
full  well  can  never  become  law,  but  which  I  suppose  they 
imagine  will  profoundly  impress  the  trade  ?

The  Medicine-stamp  in  Ireland. 

Sir, — That  astute  American  gentleman,  Mr.  W.  Colver 
Gordon,  who  represents  Hcod's  Sarsaparilla  Company  in 
these  benighted  parts  appears  to  have  a  very  low  opinion  of 
the  intelligence  of  the  mere  British  citizen.  He  seems  to 
assume  that  I  supposed  Ireland  was  in  Great  Britain.  He 
took  it  tacitly  for  granted  that  the  public  would  never 
discover  that  the  13^d.  size  sarsaparilla  contained  over  3  oz., 
whilst  the  2s.  9d.  size  holds  only  about  5  oz.  When  this 
latter  fact  was  exposed  in  your  columns  he  gave  a  very  lame 
explanation.  And  now  he  proposes  to  tax  Irish  chemists 
because  he  keeps  a  kind  of  a  store  in  Dublin. 

If  we  admit  that  any  extra  expense  incurred  in  pushing 
the  sals  of  an  article,  of  a  fixed  price,  in  any  locality 
justifies  a  rise  in  its  wholesale  price  in  that  locality,  we 
must  be  prepared  to  be  taxed  for  every  increase  in 
expenditure.  Thus,  if  Mr.  Gordon  again  honours  this 
unfortunate  isle  with  a  visit,  we  must  logically  expect  to 
have  the  price  put  up  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  trip,  or 
if  Messrs.  Hood  increase  the  wages  of  their  local  factotum 
we  should  be  prepared  to  have  a  proportionate  tax  put  on 
every  bottle. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  not  the  slightest  necessity 
for  Messrs.  Hood  or  anybody  else  to  have  a  local  depot  for 
the  mere  purpose  of  avoiding  the  stamp-duty.  They  could 
send  their  goods  equally  well  from  London  if  they  only  knew 
their  business.  If  they  do  not,  the  Editor  of  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  can  show  them  how  to  do  so  legally. 

The  only  possible  advantage  we  gain  by  the  local  depot 
is  to  be  spared  carriage  from  London.  But  a  gross  of  the 
small  sarsaparilla  would  come  by  steamer  for  about  3s,  Qd., 
or  3%d.  per  dozen,  whereas  Mr.  Gordon  charges  us  Is.  per 
dozen.  He  saves  6s.  per  dozen  by  not  stamping  the  large 
size,  and  he  allows  us  only  Is.  per  dozen  less  than  the 
stamped  London  price. 

Strangest  of  all,  he  seeks  to  obtain  kudos  as  the  pro- 
tector of  prices,  and  when  it  seems  to  give  him  a  momentary 
advantage  he  denies  all  intention  of  preventing  anybody 
cutting  who  pleases.  Seriously,  it  is  almost  certain  that 
anybody  in  Ireland  who  charges  stamped  prices  for  Hood's 
unstamped  goods  is  liaole  to  prosecution  by  the  Revenue ; 
and,  if  Mr.  Gordon  wishes  us  to  do  so,  he  at  least  should 
give  us  an  indemnity  against  any  such  prosecution.

— The  Conveyancing  and  Law  of  Pro- 
perty Act,  1881,  occupies  over  50  pages,  and  to  tell  you  all

THE  QUININE  CRISIS  has  not  yet  come.  Speculation 
this  week  has  taken  the  price  to  Is.  9§d.  per  oz.  for  May 
delivery,  and  Is.  lOd  for  August.  Exactly  the  same  tone 
prevails  on  the  Amsterdam  cinchona-market,  where  the 
equivalent  of  a  12c  unit  has  been  paid  privately  for  manu- 
facturing-bark. When  the  sales  opened  there  to-day  it 
became  known  that  the  manufacturers  had  decided  to  stand 
oat,  which  they  did  for  a  time;  but  outsiders  came  in  and 
paid  an  11c.  unit  for  the  first  string  of  bark  (which  was 
analytically  overstated  to  the  extent  of  a  unit  in  the  per- 
centage). By-and-by  the  makers  came  in  and  the  price  rose 
to  12s.  and  13c,  with  an  average  of  11c  Buying  of  quinine 
recommenced  in  London  early  in  the  day,  but  holders  are 
firm,  and  the  general  expectation  is  that  2s.  per  oz.  will  be 
paid  for  quinine  by  Saturday.  The  unit  is  about  double 
what  it  was  a  month  ago,  and  quinine  sulphate  in  the  bark 
at  Zhd.  per  unit  costs  the  makers  Is.  3d.  per  oz  ,  to  which  has 
to  be  added  cost  of  manufacturing  and  other  charges, 
variously  estimated  at  4d.  to  6d.  per  oz.,  so  that  2s.  quinine 
is  nearly  an  actuality,  whatever  price  the  makers  may  settle 
on  to-night.  The  cinchona-sales  in  London  next  week  will 
be  fairly  heavy,  but  much  of  the  bark  is  of  low  percentage.  It 
is  supposed  that  speculators  cannot  think  of  more  than  one 
thing  at  a  time,  but  they  have  taken  to  shellac  this  week, 
and  an  ironical  gentleman  suggests  that  sulphonal  may  next 
claim  their  attention.  Meanwhile  legitimate  business  jogs 
along  quietly,  with  a  number  of  important  changes,  viz. : —

The  French  Customs. 

The  committee  named  by  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies 
to  consider  the  advisability  of  increasing  the  duties  on 
various  products  met  on  Monday  last.  Amongst  the  products 


discussed  was  permanganate  of  potash,  which  will  in  future 
be  taxed  35f  on  the  minimum  tariff,  and  55f.  on  the  general 
tariff.  A  proposal  to  increase  the  duty  on  chloroform  was 
also  considered,  but  no  decision  was  taken  on  the  subject. 

Commercial  Salerooms  Benevolent  Fund. 

A  meeting  of  the  donors  and  subscribers  of  this  Society 
was  held  at  the  Salerooms,  Mincing  Lane,  on  March  20. 
Mr.  T  Pink  presided  over  a  large  gathering.  The  annual 
report  was  submitted  by  the  Secretary  (Mr  D.  Craven),  in 
which  it  was  stated  that  during  last  year  the  pensions  and 
amounts  granted  amounted  to  750?.,  but  the  annual  sub- 
scriptions were  less  than  they  were  two  years  ago.  The 
amount  of  special  donations  received  during  the  past  year 
had  been  satisfactory,  but  the  committee  still  had  hopes 
of  seeing  the  invested  funds  raised  to  at  least  10.000Z. 
Owing  to  the  narrowness  of  their  resources  they  had  been 
compelled  to  reduce  the  maximum  amount  of  each  pension 
from  751.  to  501.  per  annum.  The  Chairman  afterwards  made 
a  stroDg  appeal  in  favour  of  the  fund,  and  urged  that  a  little 
quiet  persuasion  among  the  members  of  the  Rooms  might 
brirg  about  an  increased  subscription  list.  Several  other 
gentlemen  spoke,  the  retiring  members,  with  two  exceptions, 
were  re-elected,  and  Mr.  Andrew  Devitt  (Lewis  &  Peat),  and 
Mr.  R.  Grey  were  elected  to  the  vacancies.  The  following 
donations  were  announced  : — Ten  guineas  each  from  Messrs. 
G.  Aschenheim,  Melchers,  Runge  &  Co.,  J.  Hartmann,  A.  H. 
Rolls,  A..  H.  Rollet,  F.  G.  Naumann,  T.  Sargant,  Price

Rucker ;  and  151.  each  from  Messrs.  G.  Aschenheim,  F.  G. 
Naumann,  T.  Sargant,  T.  Cuthbertson,  and  J.  M.  Rucker. 

Java  Cinchona. 

From  a  report  on  the  Government  cinchona-plantations  in 
Java,  just  published,  it  appears  that  the  total  production  of 
Government  bark  in  1898  was  equal  to  715  tons ;  the  whole 
of  this  had  been  shipped  to  Holland  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
with  the  exception  of  4,783  lbs.  of  succirubra  bark  supplied 
to  the  Netherlands  Indian  Medical  Service,  and  12  200  lbs. 
of  Ledgeriana  bark  sent  to  the  Bandoeng  Quinine  works. 
The  rainfall  was  greater  in  the  last  quarter  of  1898  than  in 
the  corresponding  three  months  of  1897.  Soon  after  the 
rainy  season  had  set  in,  the  graftings  at  the  Tirtasari  planta- 
tions were  attacked  by  disease,  in  consequence  of  which 
about  15  tons  of  wet  bark  had  to  be  gathered  in  a  month's 
time.  The  disease  was  checked  as  much  as  possible  by 
removing  and  burning  the  parts  affected.  With  regard  to 
manure-experiments,  it  was  found  that  stable- manure  gave 
the  best  results,  increasing  the  sulphate- of -quinire  content 
by  I  to  J  per  cent.,  whereas  sulphate  of  ammonia  led  to  a 
lowering  of  the  contents  by  0  3  to  1  per  cent.  The  net 
profit  for  the  year  made  by  Government  is  estimated  at 
about  10,4007.  The  12,200  lbs.  of  bark  supplied  to  the 
Bandoeng  Works  averaged  6  115  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of 
quinine,  so  that  the  works  had  to  supply  to  the  Government 
11,958  oz.  of  quinine  sulphate.  By  thus  supporting  a  young 
and  struggling  industry,  the  Government  did  not  act  merely 
in  a  philanthropic  spirit,  for,  if  the  bark  had  been  shipped  to 
Europe  and  the  quinine  had  been  purchased  in  the  usual 
way,  the  cost  would  have  been  over  400Z.  more.  It  is,  there- 
fore, anticipated  that  the  supply  of  Government  bark  on  a 
larger  scale  to  the  Bandoeng  Works  will  be  arranged,  to  the 
advantage  of  both  parties. 

Change  in  Japanese  Tariff. 

Owing  to  decrease  of  demand  for  Japanese  matches  in 
India  and  other  Oriental  markets  by  Chinese  competition, 
Japanese  manufacturers  have  long  been  trying  to  push  their 
opponents  out  of  the  markets,  apparently  with  partial  success, 
as  several  new  factories  have  been  started  near  Hong-Kong. 
Although  the  Chinese  are  not  at  present  formidable  com- 
petitors of  the  Japanese  in  this  matter,  the  latter  feel  that 
they  will  grow  and  probably  become  dangerous  opponents 
in  the  near  future.  Meanwhile  the  Japanese  find  it  rather 
hard  to  give  the  fatal  blow  on  account  of  the  increased 
cost  of  manufacture  caused  by  increase  of  import-duties  on 
match-making  chemicals  under  the  new  tariff.  Potassium 
chlorate,  amorphous  phosphorus,  and  paraffin-wax  paid  duty 
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at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent,  ad  valorem  until  the  end  of  last 
year,  but  the  new  tariff  has  doubled  the  duty  from  January  1 
this  year.  The  match-manufacturers  of  Japan  recently  held 
a  meeting,  and  appointed  committees  to  make  inquiries  as  to 
theabolition  of  the  import-duties  on  match-making  chemicals. 
The  committees  have  been  so  far  successful  that  a  Bill  to 
abolish  the  import-duty  on  potassium  chlorate,  amorphous 
phosphorus,  and  paraffin-wax  has  been  laid  before  the  Diet 
now  in  session  [February  10],  and  it  has  passed  both  the 
Upper  and  Lower  Houses  without  any  objection,  so  that  a 
law  relating  to  it  will  bo  promulgated  by  Imperial  Ordinance 
before  long.  This  industry  gives  support  to  no  fewer  than 
140,000  people  throughout  Japan. 

Heavy  Chemicals.

The  Camphor-monopoly. — We  received  late  on  Thursday  even- 
ing of  last  week  from  a  well-known  firm  of  importers  the  following 
communication  iu  confirmation  of  the  statement  then  printed. 

"  Our  Japan  friends  write  :  '  Much  has  recently  been  talked  about 
Government  monopoly,  as  we  wired  you,  and  our  friend  Takagi  is 
the  authority  for  the  following: — The  Governor-General  of 
Formosa  seems  to  be  negotiating  with  headquarters  for  stringent 
measures  to  stop  smuggling  camphor  by  Chinese  junks  to  Hong- 
Kong,  which  might  result  in  the  prohibition  of  export  altogether, 
excepting  vessels  bound  to  Japan  proper,  and  a  full  payment  of 
taxes.  Many  people  believe  in  the  necessity  of  passing  a  Bill  for 
this  purpose  through  the  Japanese  Parliament.  People 
apparently  better  informed  say  that  the  Formosa  local 
authorities  would  have  full  power,  and,  considering 
the  Government's  money  matters,  they  probably  might 
adopt  this  easy  way  of  collecting  a  big  revenue.  It  must, 
however,  not  be  lost  sight  of  that,  on  the  other  hand,  things  in 
Formosa  continue  in  a  mess,  and  foreigners  there,  especially  those 
who  have  made  advances  for  preparing  camphor,  might  bring  for- 
ward heavy  claims.  Without  a  doubt  something  definite  will  be 
arranged  during  the  next  few  months.  Since  the  above  was 
written  we  have  received  cable  advice  that  the  Bill  has  been 
passed,  and  that  the  monopoly  positively  comes  into  force  on 
July  1." 

Our  own  advices  from  Japan  support  these  views  regarding  the 
present  financial  position,  and  the  prospective  expenditure  of 
40,000,000  yen  on  the  improvement  of  Formosa,  though  Hie 
subject  of  a  loan  will  necessitate  some  internal  security.  There 
is  nothing  to  equal  camphor  for  that,  but  the  normal  total  exports 
from  North  and  South  Formosa  do  not  exceed  in  value  250,000/., 
and  any  reasonable  export-duty  on  this  product  would  not  go  far 
as  security  for  the  loan.
